The entire B.C. Ferries sys¬ 
tem may be shut down at any 
time because of the explosive 
situation that has developed 
in labor relations, a union of¬ 
ficial warned Saturday. 

"If they (management and 
provincial government) don’t 
start doing something to gel 
the morale back up to where 
it should be. there’s going to 
be one almighty damned blow¬ 
up in this fleet,” said lyo 
Gray, business agent for the 
unlicensed marine services 
component of the B.C. Gov¬ 
ernment Employees’ Union. 

"And it could happen before 
Oct. 14." 

The BOGEU has already 
said that it expects the ferry 
workers to stay off the job 
Oct. 14 when other govern¬ 
ment employees and 
members of other unions for 
labor’s national protest 
against wage controls. 

Gray said there have been 
several incidents in the last 
week that might have sparked 
major walkouts if union of¬ 
ficials hadn’t interceded. 

"It’s got to the point where 
I told the ferries manager 
(Charles Gallagher) that I’m 
tired of trying to keep his 
fleet running for him,” Gray 
told the Colonist in an inter¬ 
view from Vancouver. 

The current problem has 
grown out of a long-standing 
dispute that began to show 
ugly signs last spring with the 
new Social Credit govern¬ 
ment’s decision to cut costs in 
the ferry fleet. 

A* a means of attacking the 
growing deficit, the govern¬ 
ment. approved elimination of 
dining room service and 
layoff of more than 400 of the 
2,500 unlicensed division 
workers. 

This, couplet! with a fight 
over hours of work and over¬ 
time. led to a June 1 strike 
threat that was ended by tha 


appointment of industrial in¬ 
quiry commissioner Hugh 
Ladner. 

But the had feeling^ havo 
lingered. The recommen¬ 
dations of Ladner would pre¬ 


sumably be the basis for 
a new contract, but Gray said 
the service has not yet replied 
to the component's request to 
open talks.

"When I spent six months 
on my back last year because 
of an accident I found myself 
thinking there must be less 
onerous ways to earn a liv¬ 
ing,” Fryer reflected Satur¬ 
day.

As general secretary of the

ment Employees’ Union, the 
37-year-old Fryer has been 
under attack troni segments 
of his own rank-and-file. 

His role in helping to lead 
the union first into affiliation 
with the new National Union 
of Provincial Government 
Fjnployees. then toward par¬ 
ticipation in labor’s planned 
day of wage control protest 
Oct. 14. has brought some bit¬ 
ter criticism. Much of it has 
come from BCGEU groups in 
Victoria that tend to shy away 
from anything smacking of 
militancy. 

On the surface there seems 
to be a growing resentment 
for the outspoken young Eng¬ 
lishman.

Nkomo welcomed in Salisbury

Prime Minister James Cal¬ 
laghan on Saturday urged 
black African leaders to 
strike while while the iron Is 
hot in Rhodesia by quickly 
uniting behind the U.S.-Bri- 
tish-proposed plan for transi¬ 
tion to black ma jority rule. 

Callaghan, attending his 
Labor party’s annual confer¬ 
ence in Blackpool, set up a 
"hot line" at his hotel suite to 
maintain telephone contact 
with the presidents of Rhode¬ 
sia’s black neighbors who are 
meeting in Lusaka. Zambia. 

Callaghan spoke with Pres¬ 
ident Nyerere of Tanzania 
and sent cables to Presidents 
Kenneth Kaunda of Zambia, 
Sir Seretse Khama of Bots¬ 
wana and Samora Machel of 
Mozambique, urging them to 
form an African team as soon 
as possible to negotiate with 
Rhodesian Prime Minister Ian 
Smith. 

If the black leaders respond 
quickly, an interim govern¬ 
ment in Rhodesia might be 
formed within four to six 
weeks, a government spokes¬ 
man said. 

Callaghan told the black Af¬ 
rican leaders that Britain is 
planning to send a team of 
diplomats to Salisbury within 
the next few weeks to re-es¬ 
tablish diplomatic links with 
the runaway colony. A high- 
ranking diplomat would head 
the team to sort out constitu¬ 
tional problems that might 
arise.

Sir Anthony Dufk, deputy 
under secretary at the foreign 
office, is to fly to Washington 
on Monday for talks with U.S. 
and South African officials on 
a proposed international fund 
to guarantee the property and 
businesses of Rhodesian 
whites following black majori¬ 
ty rule. 

Black nationalist Joshua 
Nkomo, who could become 
Rhodesia’s first black prime 
minister, returned to a hero’s 
welcome in Salisbury Satur¬ 
day after five months abroad. 

Later he departed from 
Lusaka. A spokesman for 
Nkomo said he had been sum¬ 
moned to join the meeting of 
front-line African presidents. 

Nkomo was expected to re¬ 
turn to Rhodesia today. 

Despite Prime Minister Ian 
Smith’s public acceptance 
Friday night of U.S.-British 
proposals for black majority 
rule in two years, Nkomo 
hinted strongly that the wran¬ 
gling was not over yet. 

He said he had had three 
meetings with Kissinger. 

Nkomo said Kissinger’s role 
in Rhodesia was, in fact, li¬ 
mited and that once a certain 
point had been reached, "it is 
the people of this country who 
must, with their leaders, work 
out the future shape of things. 

"No one can work that out 
for us." 

Nkomo is one of several 
black Rhodesians in a strug¬ 
gle for political support 
among the country’s African 
majority. 

The outcome, of the power 
struggle is almost certain to 
be discussed this weekend as 
black African leaders hold 
summit talks. 

As the tussle for power de¬ 
veloped, two distinct camps 
emerged — that of the moder¬ 
ate Nkomo, who leads the in-

and his wife are wrong. 

Ridicule, punishment (or re¬ 
wards) can be psychologically 
damaging, or at the very 
least confusing to the little 
guy. Your ex-husband needs 
more technical understanding 
of the problem.

I’m wondering how 
extensive the examination 
was. Has he been to a urolo¬ 
gist to see if there are defects 
in the urinary tract, an al¬ 
lergy to certain foods, a de¬

cause bedwetting? Tests can 
be made to measure his blad¬ 
der capacity, for example. 

Waiting for a child to "out¬ 
grow such a problem can be a 
mistake, especially when it 
begins very early in life.'-You 
don't say .when he started 
bedwetting. The sooner the 
child starts the less likely 
the chances are of emotions 
being a factor. 

Bedwetting is a particularly 
cruel affliction for young¬ 
sters to suffer, especially in 
summer when so many op¬ 
portunities spread out before 
them for new enriching ex¬ 
periences - camp, visit* to 
friends, etc. I wish the notion 
that all bedwetting stems 
from personality traits such 
as laziness, stubborn****, etc., 
would be squHshed and proper 
treatment sought.

people seem to have forgotten 
the great strides we have 
taken? No, I’m not bitter at 
all,” Fryer said during an in¬ 
terview. 

"You see, I always make a 
sincere effort to understand 
people. The personal attacks 
have let! me a little disap¬ 
pointed, maybe, but no, not 
bitter.” 

Fryer’s attachment to "on¬ 
erous” undertakings goes 
hack .to the days when he was 
a poor boy trying to make his 
way in life as a "road 
sweeper" in London. 

"I had to finance my otiri 
education and I decided very 
early on in life that when you 
only have limited resources 
t.he best-paid .jobs are often 
the most onerous.” 

As a graduate student he 
studied economies at the Uni¬ 
versity of Pittsburgh and won 
the single annual "internship" 
posting with the AFLrClO. It 
was his first taste of unionism 
and provided a year’s training 
in the various categories. 

Fryer took the job with the 
B.C. provincial employee 
union (it was an association 
then) in 1969 after serving as 
research director in Ottawa 
with the Canadian IjRbor 
Congress. 

The association didn’t take 
long in changing. 

"We have come from a 
rather ineffective organization 
in 1969 with no collective 
agreement and no rights to 
bargain to one of the best 
public employee unions in 
Canada," Fryer says. 

Tlicre is a pause to point 
out that he shouldn't get. all 
the credit, that the job was 
done by the elected leaders 
wbo fought the battle* with 
him. 

"We have without a doubt 
the finest collective agree¬ 
ment of any public employees 
in North America. And that's 
not just me saying that. Tt 
comes from the department of 
labor and others.” 

It’s not that the B.C. gov¬ 
ernment employees are better 
paid. It's just that they have, 
through expert research and 
"skilful negotiating” achieved 
the best protective clauses 
and Iringe benefits to be 
found. 

While he says he isn't bitter 
about the personal attacks on 
him. Fryer can’t resist the oc¬ 
casional timely needle. 

For instance, those who are 
on the attack now have re¬ 
mained silent during the gains 
made by Ihe union, he says. 

“I don't recall any of them 
making motions to give any of 
the money back, or to give up 
any of the protective 
clauses." 

It's a matter of attitudes, 
apparently. 

"I think a lot of people are 
naturally fearful of confronta¬ 
tion. My whole approach has 
been to obtain the maximum 
without confrontation. The art 
of skilful bargaining is to go 
right to the brink without 
going over. It's a matter of 
sending where that brink is." 

But despite this, he admits 
he has seen letters from 


members in Victoria claiming 
that the union needs profes¬ 
sional bargaining. 

"There are some people 
who think it is a little like 
high school debating. They 
think the pii/.e should he 
awarded on the basis of po¬ 
liteness.” 

Fryer finds some amuse¬ 
ment in the history of the 
union, which began in 1919 as 
the Civil Sonant Association 
of B.C. 

“Immediately a split devel¬ 
oped in Victoria and interest¬ 
ingly enough it was over the 
issue of whether to affiliate 
with the Victoria Trades and 
Labor Council. As civil ser¬ 
vants they had the filing 
tjiey should have nothing to 
do with the sweaty worker. 

"I guess there are still peo¬ 
ple in Victoria who think that 
way today. Not many, luckily. 
Most of our members there 
are good members. 

“But for some, the thinking 
hasn’t changed m :>7 years." 

Fryer says that a man In 
his type of job has to expect 
harsh criticism. 

"Obviously, if you’re going 
to have an effective organiza¬ 
tion somebody is going to 
have to stand at the head of it 
and take the flak.”

MADRID, Spain (UPI) — 
Police fired shotguns into the 
air Saturday to disperse a 
crowd of mail strikers 
protesting the arrest of one of 
their leaders and the govern¬ 
ment’s use of 300 volunteers 
to sort a backlog of undeli¬ 
vered mail. 

The work stoppages that 
began in Madrid spread to 
Barcelona and most major 
cities. Three million letters 
lay unsorted in the capital 
alone. 


The clashes in Madrid took 
place outside the central post 
office where 500 strikers con¬ 
gregated in the rain. Plains- 
clothes police officers fired 
gunshots into the air as they 
arrested one of the strike 
leaders. Jeronimo l^orente. 
One striker was injured when 
an officer hit him with the 
butt end of a pistol. 

Police sources said Lorente 
and another person were 
arrested after strikers 
blocked a group 0 of non¬ 


strikers from entering the 
jjost office. Strikers said 
Lorente was simply plucked 
from among a cluster of col¬ 
leagues. * 

On the Canary Island of 
Tenerife, there were clashes 
Friday night between demon¬ 
strators And police. The dem¬ 
onstrators were protesting the 
death of a 21-year-old student 
who was shot and killed by 
police when they mistook him 
for a much-sought criminal.

Flash flood hits 
parched Cornwall 


LONDON (AP) —-A flash 
f|ood caused by heavy rain 
swept through a drought- 
parched fishing town in south¬ 
western England on Friday, 
killing one man and dumping 
mud into homes, inns and a 
school. 

Police in Polperro, in south¬ 
ern G>rmvall, said hotel pro¬ 
prietor Wilfred Haycock, 81, 
had been helped out of the 
flooded Mill House hotel with 
a number of guests when a 
new surge of water swfpt him 
into the harbor. 

A severe thunderstorm in¬ 
undated the town with a four- 
foot wall of water just os the 
harbor w^s filled by the 
highest tide of the year. 

Early reports that a woman 
also died were not confirmed. 

Police said Haycock’s 
daughter, in her mid-40s, was 
helped to safety as her father 
drowned. Her rescuer, factory' 
manager Frank Lamer, said 
he saw the woman clinging to 
a rope next to the hotel and 
he got her onto a ladder. 

Billy Leek, 26, a chef, 
plunged into a flooded cottage 
on hearing that a child was 
trapped, and received a se- 
sever electric shock from the 
power supply. Ambulancemen 
said Leek’s heart stopped, but 
he was given mouth-to-mouth 
resuscitation and revived. The 
cottage was found to have 
been unoccupied. 

The flood subsided Satur¬ 
day. Polperro, which has a 
population of 1,400, was 
strewn with wrecked cars. 

Ken Northcott, 52, a resi¬ 
dent of the town, said earlier 
that rains failed to dampen 
the surrounding hills and "be¬ 
cause they were so dry the 
storm water just ran off 
them, down the valley, 
Ihrough the totvn and into the 
harbor."

S WEDEN'S SOCIAL DEMOCI&TS had been In 
power for 44 years when they went confidently to 
the polls on Sept. 19. To everyone's astonishment, in¬ 
cluding the coalition of parties opposing them the 
government of Prime Minister Olaf Palme was top¬ 
pled. 

The upset was the more extraordinary because 
Sweden was' steercd through the international reces¬ 
sion of the past several years without any slackening 
of the pace of her economic growth or any appreciable 
loss of employment. 

The country’s social services are probably the 
most advanced of any, not excluding this rich con- 
tintent’s. 

Taxation to maintain them is heavy, but the well- 
paid wage earner is not overburdened. Industry car¬ 
ries the ball. 

So what reason could there be for the defeat of a 
socialist-communist regime whose leaders were pop¬ 
ular and had every reason to believe their policies had 
full approval? 

It was fear: fear that the government's huge 
nuclear-power program endangered the health, if not 
the lives, of the people. 

Thorbjom Faldin, a sheep farmer with a lot more 
than wool in his head, hit upon the nuclear bogey as the 
only method of beating an otherwise invulnerable ad¬ 
ministration. 

Mr. Palme's nuclear program is already well ad¬ 
vanced. Planned for gradual expansion over a 10-year 


period, five of the 13 proposed reactors are already in 
operation, five more are building. 

Mr. Faldiri has promised to phase out this project 
over three or four years, meanwhile developing other 
sources of energy. The cost will be astronomical. 

The prime minister-designate will look for means 
of conserving energy. One area will be in home and 
commercial building where improved insulation is ex¬ 
pected to cut heating requirements by half. What would 
be added to the cost of construction Mr. Faldin has not 
stressed. 

In spite of this massively costly schedule, Mr. 
Faldin has promised to reduce taxes. He plans to do 
this without diminishing the social services of this 
most dedicated welfare state. 

He will, decentralize the economy This is a vague 
promise with dubious economic advantages but it 
sounds good to the Swedes. 

Mr. Faldin’s Liberal and Conservative allies only 
hall'-heartedly support the view that the nuclear 
energy project is dangerous. When the time comes to 
reckon the total cost of implementation of campaign 
promises there may be second thoughts. 

Whether they are sufficiently strong to change the 
direction of Mr. Faldin's planning remains to be seen. 

They may not even try. 

It will be interesting to see what sort of magic the 
new prime minister possesses that will enable him to 
spend more than anyone before him and at the same 
time cut taxes. 


Under pressure 


T HE DAYS ARE RUNNING down before the next 
important event in the long series of debates 
and negotiations on constitutional change in Canada. 

The premiers of the country will meet next weekend in 
Toronto to try once more to arrive at a consensus on 
transferring the British North America Act to Cana¬ 
dian control. And Prime Minister Trudeau has warned _ m 
the premiers that if they cannot reach agreement 
an amending formula and on turning the constitution 
into Canadian legislation, his government will move 
ahead unilaterally. 

ft is doubtful that full accord can be reached in 
Toronto. Quebec. Alberta and British Columbia are not 
in agreement with the amending for mula worked out 
in 1971, the so-called Victoria Charter, which came 
close temporarily to seccess. Veto powers would have 
been given to the federal government, Ontario, 
Quebec, and with some limitations, the Atlantic 
provinces and the western provinces. 

Alberta, apprehenisve about the control of natural 
resources, wants a veto for every province. British 
Columbia wants a veto of its own and a better deal con¬ 
stitutionally for itself and the West. Quebec wants 
cultural sovereignty. 


The stage may be set therefore for Mr. Trudeau to 
take steps to “patriate” the constitution, although how 
it can be done without the consent of the provinces is 
not clear. But tvhy he is pressing so hard to have a 
strictly Canadian constitution within his present — 
even if it is to be his last — term of office, is a 
mystery. 

He could well heed the words of former Ontario 
premier John P. Kobarts in a recent speech: 

To seek the transfer without any formula for 
amendment, Mr. Robarts said, “in my opinion would 
be disastrous. It would put us in a strait-jacket 
for ever, as we will never be able to amend the BNA 
Act without unanimous consent of all the provinces, 
which will be most difficult to obtain. It seems to me 
that we must persist in our efforts to find a com¬ 
promise formula for amendment which will be 
agreeable to all provinces before any move is made 
. . . If a delay of a few more years in a process that has 
taken over a hundred years will permit us to come up 
with the right answer, then I say let us have patience 
and more patienc'e and let us exercise our undoubted 
powers by compromising to obtain the right answer. .

The Koh-i-noor has been 
variously described as an ex¬ 
pensive piece of glass, the 
finest diamond in the world, a 
priceless stone, and the finest 
jewel In the English crown It 
is indubitably a diamond — the 
hardest stone in Mohs' scale of 
hardness, pure carbon 
crystalized in regular oc¬ 
tahedrons — and one of the 
largest known. In its present 
cut form it weighs 108.9 carats. 

It has a long history. It was 
almost certainly mined in 
Golconda, later called 
Hyderabad, in India. It Is 
known to have been In the pos¬ 
session of rulers of Delhi from 
about the 12th century. Us first 
appearance in a historical con¬ 
text is in the diary of Babur 
who, in 1528, was the first oon- 
queror of Delhi and founder of 
the Mogul Empire. 

It was handed over to Babur 
by his son Humayun, who had

got it from the Hindu ruler ot 
Gwalior, Rajah Bikramajit, 
who was killed in the battle of 
Panipat. Babur graciously 
handed it back to his son. but 
noted in bis diary that the stone 
was worth one half of the entire 
expenses of the world. 

The stone then became part 
of the Mogul crown jewels and 
remained as such for more 
than 200 years until, in the 
process of the agonizing dis¬ 
integration of the empire. 
Delhi was sacked by Nadir 
Shah of Persia. The Koh-i-noor, 
the Peacock Throne and an 
enormous amount of looted 
treasure thus found its wav to 
Persia, now Iran. 

Hie Persians, in their turn, 
lost it to the founders of the 
Kingdom of Afghanistan and 
they, in due course, handed it 
over to the famous Ranjit 
Singh, the Sikh ruler of the 
Punjab. It was from the 
descendenls of Ranjit Singh 
that the British East India 
Company took it after the se¬ 
cond Sikh war (1848-91 and, 
shortly after, sent it to London 
at Queen Victoria's request. 

★ ★ * 

Through all those years the 
stone has been very much in¬ 
tertwined with history. But. as 
many quite independent 
observers have asked, who can 
claim it as of historical right? 
India has already made a sort 
of counter-claim. Presumably 
Iran and Afghanistan also have 
interests to register As Sir 
Olaf Caroe, last British gover¬ 
nor of the North West Frontier 
Province, says in a letter to 
The Times: The jewel was 
thus In Mogul possession in 
Delhi for 213 years, in Afghan 
possession in Kandahar and 
Kabul for 88 years. In Sikh pos¬ 


session in Lahore tor 36 years 
and in British possession for 
127 years.” In another letter to 
the same newspaper, Hugh 
Tinker argues: “If the Ranjit 
Singh claim is considered good, 
then the Koh-i-noor ought to be 
returned to the Sikh state of 
Punjab in India”. 

The Pakistan claim, based on 
the fact that it was acquired by 
the British in Lahore, in what 
is now Pakistan, may not be 
frivolous and is certainly the 
first formal request for the 
stone’s return. But It is surely 
something of a red herring as 
far as the much more important 
issue of the world's cultural 
treasures is concerned. 

* * ★ 

The tact Is that an enormous 
number of Items of great 
cultural significance have been 
removed, one way or another, 
from the poorer countries and 
are now displayed In museums 
of the rich. Sadly, perhaps 
more than half the number are 
not even displayed, but put 
away out of public sight. The 
list is so long that it is in¬ 
conceivable that all should be 
returned to the countriea of 
origin -- and nobody has yet 
suggested that they should. 

But the principle arrived at 
by UNESOD and generaly ac¬ 
cepted by such gatherings as 
the recent conference on “loss 
of antiquities” and the even 
more recent August meeting of 
heads of governments of the 
non-aligned countries, is that 
“objects of over-riding 
significance for the Identity of 
developing nations" should be 
returned to them. Most 
countries already have a 
“short list” of Itema which 
they feel they should have back 
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as items of intrinsic cultural 
value to them Even these may 
he far too long for the current 
holders. 

But, unlike the Koh-l-noor, 
there is no doubt about their 
origin or their cultural impor¬ 
tance to the respective 
countries. For example, a 
relatively small country like 
Sri Lanka would head its list 
with the bronze figure of the 
Goddess Tara and some other 
Buddhist bronzes In the British 
Museum, the seated Bronze 
Buddha in the Royal Scottish 
Museum, the ivory box (of 
great historical value) in 
Munich, and a collection of 
Buddhist bronzes in the 
Museum of Fine Arts in 
Boston. 

By no means all these special 
treasures have been removed 
from their place of origin in the 
distant past. One of the most 
disturbing features of the art 
world is that theft and smuggl¬ 
ing and secret sales and even 
secret hoarding are on the in¬ 
crease. Here it is not just the 
poor countries but the rich as 
well that have cause for con¬ 
cern. 

♦ ★ * 

It may be that the answer is 
to develop some sort of inter¬ 
national agency with the 
security and transportation 
capability to collect and 
organize- travelling cultural 
museuma to which all 
countries could lend their 
treasures. But whatever the 
solution and wherever the dis¬ 
cussions are leading, the affair 
of the Koh-l-noor diamond is 
not a help, ft should not be al¬ 
lowed to confuse the greater Is¬ 
sue and provide those who 
merely wish to hoard with a 
Bhutto-sent excuse to go on do¬ 
ing so with Impunity 


The two eldest statesmen of

Mr. Coolldge, as far as I have 
been able to ascertain, not only 
never got the urge to do 
something. He had the good 
manners, while occupying his 
lofty office, to refrain from dis¬ 
turbing the people by saying 
anything. 

And If you check those four 
years when he was tn power 
you will find, at least when

A leader who knows his place 
and does not want to have us 
share his ego trips by changing 
the world is a leader to be 
cherished. 

I learned this as a cub 
reporter in a small town. One 
of my duties was to cover the 
town council meetings.

Just after my arrival on the 
scene, however, a reform 
group took over. They had 
promised to replace a do- 
nothing council with do- 
something council. 

The first result of this reform 
move was that town council 
meetings began to stretch on 
Into the small hours of tha 
morning. For a reporter who 


had to be at work at 7am., this 
was a matter of some concern. 

Then, after the council had 
agreed to do something, the 
main result was that taxes 
went up. 

Since then 1 have noticed that 
whether it concerns a small 
town council, or a huge federal 
government, that the main 
results of having a leader and 
government determined to do 
something is that the meetings 
get longer. 

And taxes go up. 

I mean, has it ever occurred 
to you that each time an an¬ 
nouncement is made that our 
lives are going to be enriched 
and enhanced by some govern¬ 
ment project that the end 
result is that it costs us more 

It has reached the point that 
the government is looking after , 
us so well most of us are prac¬ 
tically starving to death. A lit¬ 
tle more assistance and all of 
us will have to throw In the 
towel. 

One more friendly boost by 
our kindly government and 
we'U topple over the edge. 

So perhaps Joe Clark, the 
leader without a message and, 
some say, with no voice, is 
playing a very clever game. 

It could be that he realizes 
that we. all the little people, 
are getting fed up with great 
announcements and figure that 
governments who tell us how 
much they are going to do for 
us are really saying that they 
are going to do us in.

VIENNA — The world’s becoming a lunny place when 
courteous service provides initial shock. 

But that shock can be almost guaranteed the first time 
you step into a small corner cafe in Vienna. Your cigarette 
has hardly reached your lips before a dark-jacketed, bow 
tied waiter flicks his lighter. 

Your order for a meal or a simple cup of coffee is 
delivered quickly and with a murmur that you should enjoy 
your stay. Not in Vienna so much as in this particular cafe. 
There is no servility. Just a wish that you, the customer en¬ 
joy the hospitality. 

And you wonder where and what- we lost in North 
America when the customer became a nuisance. 

Somewhere along the line, the Air Canada people crew¬ 
ing the 747 flight from Toronto to Vienna appeared to have 
picked up the Viennese habit. Or maybe they're recruited 
from this capital of Austria, because even in a three-hour 
delay, td fix a minor malfunction in Zurich their passengers 
and their comfort were the main concern. 

None of this should be surprising. But it is, and the fact 
that it is perhaps voices the greatest criticism of some 
honky-tonk hustlers who inhabit British Columbia's tourist 
centres. 

★ ★ ★ 

You notice the different attitude again when you take 
your first, and only, guided tour of the city and its historic 
buildings and monuments. The tour guide is a young woman, 
smartly dressed, articulate and with a love lor her topics as 
well as an obvious deep knowledge. 

A couple of days later, lunching with Dr. Kurt Broer of 
the Austrian National Tourist office, you mention the tour 
guide. And the same day while sipping coffee with Wolfgang 
Kraus of the Vienna Tourist Board you mention it again just 
for confirmation. They both appear surprised that you are 
surprised. 

In Vienna a tourist guide must take an 18-month school 
course in the history of the city, then pass a tough examina¬ 
tion before being granted the necessary licence entitling 
them to take a clutch of foreigners into their care for a few 
hours. 

And you wonder what would happen if the people who 
handle our Tally-Hos and tour buses Were ask’d to write an 
exam on the history of Victoria with James K. Nesbitt mark¬ 
ing the exam papers. 

It's small wonder that, with a minimum of international 
advertising, Austria in general, Vienna in particular, have 
become in recent years a must on the European travellers' 
list. 

While that brings rejoicing to Austrians in the travel and 
tourist industry, it's pausing a little concern for people like 
Dr. Johannes Farnleitner of the Federal Chamber of Com¬ 
merce. 

"Accommodation and general prices in Vienna are get¬ 
ting very high," he says. “It is almost as cheap for me to go 
to North America for a vacation as it is for me to take my 
family on holiday in Austria or Germany." 

He leaves unspoken the implied criticism that Viennese, 
for all their old-world courtesy, are starting to charge what 
the traffic will bear. As an economist he knows that 
somewhere down the road that tendency will create a 
reverse curve and that what the tourist and travel people 
have worked 90 hard to obtain will be lost in the desire to 
.pick up the extra buck while the going s good. ' 


★ * * 

Prices are high in Vienna. A meal, a drink, a postcard 
tor the folks back home will cost you as much or more than 
they will in Victoria. For a first trip, and with 2000 years of 
history to absorb and wonder at, you don't mind. And you 
know you'll leave after four days with a desire to come back 
some day to see what you've missed this time around. 

And you tell yourself over and over again that the unfail¬ 
ing kindness and courtesy of the Viennese for a visitor with 
maybe half a dozen words in German, makes it all worth 
while. For now it is, but a few years down the road Vienna 
could well find itself in a bind Vancouver Island found itself 
in this year — in danger of pricing itself out of the market. 

You learn a few things on the road. 

You learn for example that when the Lipizzaner stallions 
were in Victoria earlier this year they were hot from th* 
Spanish Riding School in Vienna. You may have thought they 
were when you bought your ticket. But they were not. The 
Spanish Riding School horses haven't been to North America 
in a long time, and on the night the stallions were performing 
in the Memorial Arena the real things were champing hay 
just up the street from where I've been staying these past 
few davs. 


< The Viennese know about the American touring Lipiz- 
zans. They know the horses are genuine. They know they 
may claim to ride Spanish riding-school style. And they also 
know that because of transportation difficulties the genuine 
Spanish Riding School rarely travels outside of Europe. 

“We would like to be able to sue," says Wolfgang Kraus 
"We are always talking about suing. But it is very difficult, 
so we have to say 'well, if it leaves the impression that there 
is something worth coming to Vienna to see. it's not all bad 
But we are not happt 

You learn that the incredible mass-transit system of 
trams and buses in Vienna, a system which sees a bus or 
tram making pickups every few minutes, loses around 
$180,000 a day. At city hall officials give you the ligure with a 
brave smile. Like all good bureaucrats anywhere in Ihe 
world they'd like that money for other projects.

SEATTLE (AP> - State of¬ 
ficials have reacted with 
shock and promised a quick 
response as a three-judge fed¬ 
eral panel invalidated a 1975 
law barring oil supertankers 
from Puget Sound. 

‘fWe will fight long *r\d 
hard to protect the state’s cit¬ 
izens. This represents just the 
l>eginning.” said an angered 
| Governor Dan Evans. 

"1 am determined not to 
allow’ Washington citizens to 
l>e further endangered just for 
someone’s convenience." 

Attorney-General Slade Gor¬ 
ton said the state would prob¬ 
ably appeal to the U.S. Su¬ 
preme Court. 

The three judges declared 
the anti-tanker law null and 
voki and said regulatory au¬ 
thority over sea lanes rested 
solely with the federal govern¬ 
ment. 

"Balkanization of regulato¬ 
ry authority over this most in¬ 
terstate. even international, of 
transportation systems is 
foreclosed by the national pol¬ 
icy ..the judge* said. "We 
are persuaded that federal 
law’ has pre-empted the 
Held." 

Passed to prevent disas¬ 
trous oil spills on the Inland 
waterway, the law barred use 
of supertankers—those of 
more than 123,000 tons—on the 
sound. Smaller ehlpg w«ould 
have been required to meet 
minimum design specifica¬ 
tions for horsepower, screws 
and double bottoms, and those 
that did not meet the mles 
Would have been required to 
have tugboat escorts and 
carry pilots. 

The Atlantic Richfield Oo. 
and Seatrain Lines. Inc., filed 
suit against the law, claiming 
it unconstitutionally interfered 
with Interstate commerce and 
"can only breed chaos in the 


transport of oil to the United 
States." 

The state and environ¬ 
mental groups argued that the 
environmental protection law 
was absolutely necessary. 
They said the law was part of 
a comprehensive coastal man¬ 
agement plan that followed 
mandated federal policies. 

Judges said the federal 
Ports and Waterways Safety 
Act pre-empted Washington’s 
tanker law. 

They said that while a con¬ 
cept of "co-operative federa¬ 
lism" existed in the rela¬ 
tionship between states and 
the central government, it 
took effect only when 
congress “explicitly invites 
state participation."

OTTAWA (OP) - Anthony 
Abbott, newly appointed min¬ 
ister of consumer and cor¬ 
porate affairs, says his busi¬ 
ness background is an asset 
in his new portfolio because 
he will be able to tell whether 
business is giving him a snow 
job. 

Abbott said on the CTV pro¬ 
gram Question Period, taped 
for airing Sunday, that his 
background should allow him 
to understand what business 
is trying to do. 

“I think I’ll be able to per¬ 
ceive when I'm being given a 
honest reason for why we 
can't do something or being 
given a snow job," he said.

Real estate developer Rich¬ 
ard Jaffa, 36, remained at 
home waiting for a call from 
the kidnapper. He had made a 
tearful television appeal to 
the abductor on Friday saying 
he had the 5200.000 ransom 
and wanted the safe return of 
hi* wife.

Agents also inquired at 
the few scattered houses in 
the area.

Class actions, which permit 
a small number of Individuals 
to sue on behalf of a much 
larger group or "class” of 
oonsumers, now are permit¬ 
ted in ail provinces except 
Quebec. But an action must 
be started in each province 
because there is no legislation 
permitting such actions at the 
federal level. 

The first phase of the 
amendments, covering such 
things as misleading advertis¬ 
ing and unfair trade prac¬ 
tices. became law Jan. 1.

OTTAWA (UFI) — Imperial 
Oil rice-president Don Mclvor 
predicted Saturday that Cana¬ 
da would never regain oil and 
gas self-sufficiency, but added 
he could be "tremendously 
waxing” in his forecast. 

The petroleum executive 
said, "I would say that com¬ 
plete self-sufficiency is a 
pretty small probability, and 
we had it once as you know." 

He admitted the oil industry 
had been incorrect in its 1960 
forecasts'that even with high 
export volumes Canada had 
sufficient oil-gas reserves to 
remain self-sufficient for the 
remainder of tlie century and 
went on to say that in his cur¬ 
rent prediction. "I could 
prove to be tremendously 
wrong.” 

He said that in earlier pre¬ 
dictions "what was attempted 
was to try and predict the 
amount of undiscovered oil 
and gas that lay in Canada’s 
sedimentary basins. That is 
subject to a fantastic amount 
of variability. 

"We, and when I say we I 
mean the industry and the 
various regulatory agencies 
involved, simply do not pay 
enough attention to the dis¬ 
tinction between reserves 
which are proved and those 
which are still to be found. 

"You really don’t know’ 
what you are going to find 
until you drill,” he said. 

Mclvor said Canada's three 
best possible discovery areas 
were the Beaufort Sea near 
the mouth of the Mackenzie 
River, the sedimentary basin 
in the Arctic Islands and off¬ 
shore Labrador on the East 
Coast. 

He said in an interview that 
"in the frontier areas, I think 
exploration is proceeding 
apace. 

"But it is getting more and 
more difficult because it is 
moving into . . . more difficult 
areas. Don’t forget that the 
statistics generally show

Plan may revive Bricklin 


FREDERICTON (CP) — A 
year after it shut off the 
money supply and placed 
Bricklin Canada Ltd. in recei¬ 
vership, the New Brunswick 
government remains hopeful 
something can be done to re¬ 
vive the firm. 

A proposal to do just that is 
expected in about seven 
weeks from one of two Toron¬ 
to financial consortiums inter¬ 
ested in the company. 

Economic Growth Minister 
Laurence Garvie wds in¬ 
volved this week in meetings 
related to the venture which 
swallowed up more than $25 
million of provincial and fed¬ 
eral money. 

But he told reporters there 
is no chance the company will 
be back in production this 
year. 

Garvie did not know if there 
will be a proposal from the 
second group of investors. 

Much of the government's 
hope for the flashy car with 
the gull-wing doors is pinned 
o n Toronto entrepreneur 
* (iennce Minden, one of two 
people who brought the 
bankrupt British car firm of 
Aston Martin back to life in 
1975. 

The provincial government, 


which put about $23-million 
into Bricklin in a two-year 
period, commissioned a study 
of the car by Aston Martin 
earlier this year. 

Aston Martin’s report said 
Bricklin with certain changes 
could compete with the Gen¬ 
eral Motors Corvette even if it 


were priced higher than the 
United States car. 

One Bricklin problem ap¬ 
pears to be quality, Minden 
said in an interview with a 
Toronto, newspaper. 

“It would be a huge step,” 
he said, “if the interior were

Biggest companies 
cry wolf - Kierans 


MONTREAL (CP) — Ettc 
Kierans, former federal cabi¬ 
net member and now an eco¬ 
nomics professor at McGill 
University, says big corpora¬ 
tions “cry wolf all the time.” 

“If big business lacks credi¬ 
bility, you have only your¬ 
selves to blame,” he told a 
recent meeting' of 500 bu¬ 
sinessmen. 

“Big Business has never 
had it so good. Except for the 
U.K. no other nation has 
given its corporate sector a 
more handsome gift package 
of subsidies, tax allowances, 


two-year writeoffs, deduc- 
tability of merger costs, 
cheap loans, export credits 
and insurance.” 

Kierans said that while the 
1,000 biggest Canadian firms 
were complaining about their 
lot “the remaining 299,000 cor¬ 
porations of small and medi¬ 
um size” saw their net in¬ 
come, as a percentage of 
GNP, cut in half over the last 
25 years. 

He said profits have risen to 
$17.8 billion in 1975 from $7.7 
billion in 1970, and yet “un- 
friendly Ottawa doesn’t 
understand free enterprise?”

Good!*, In a speech to the 
Life Insurance Advertisers 
Association, blams the in¬ 
dustry for the trend towards 
consumer opposition and gov¬ 
ernment intervention in ad¬ 
vertising. 

He said the industry has not 
taken an honeat look at Its 
problems. 

The advertising executive 
said one rug - cleaning com¬ 
mercial gives a ‘‘contemptu¬ 
ous, unrealistic view of hu¬ 
manity.” ♦ 

The commercial shows a 
housewife spraying the carpet 
minutes before guests arrive 
for a party. The implication is 
that the c lean rug ensured a 
successful evening. 

Meanwhile the Advertising 
Standards Council reported it 
received 253 complaints about 
advertising in the first six 
months or this year. Only 22 
were found to he justified. 

But it said the number of 
complaints considered to be 
personal views, rather than 
claims of misrepresentation, 
were nearly double from the 
same period last year. ' 

The council said this may 
reflect a major change in the 
attitude of consumers toward 
advertising, particularly TV 
commercials. 

‘‘Many of the complaints in 
this category express the view 
that some commercials de¬ 
grade people.” the council 
said. ‘‘They feel people are 
shown as stupid or silly.” 

In Quebec, several business 
groups ap|>eared before a pro¬ 
vincial legislature committee 
to object to proposals to ban 
commercial advertising 
aimed at children tinder 13 
and for premiums offered as 
a saving on products. 

The Canadian Association of 
Premium Executives told the 
committee premiums do not

drops to 275 


The work force at Yarrows shipyard is down to 
275 from a 1976 peak of 900, manager Don Chal- 
linor said Saturday. , 

He said further layoffs may be necessary before 
winter, and that the present force can be main¬ 
tained only if there is steady repair work during the 
remainder .of the year. 

Ohallinor also said there is no sign of a major 
contract that would require a long-term increase 
in the Yarrows staff. 

He was commenting on Vancouver reports that 
the B.C. shipyard industry is in critical condition. 

He said he agreed with statements that the 
industry was in difficulty, but did not wish to 
elaborate because negotiations between B.C. ship¬ 
yard management and the Shipyard General 
Workers Federation of B.C. were in progress. 

Challinor said Yarrows is carrying out an 
energetic search for new contracts, and, if successful, 
would be able to rehire some of the men laid off this 
vear. 

He said world and domestic shipbuilding 
markets are down this year, and that it takes an 
aggressive search for contracts to keep the work 
flowing in.

A 67-per-cent cutback in 
Local Initiatives Program 
grants for the Victoria area 
was strongly criticized Satur¬ 
day by Victoria MP Allan 
McKinnon. 


Three tree seed orchards on 
Saanich peninsula this tall 
produced enough seeds to re- 
1 orest more than 10,000 acres 
of land, according lo the Van¬ 
couver Island section ol the 
Canadian Institute ol Forest¬ 
ry. 

In a news release, the group 
said the orchards, which 
• over 88 acres and are owned 
by Rayonier Canada, the B.C. 
Forest Sendee. Tahsis Co. 
and Pacific Logging. are con¬ 
centrated in this area because 
of its favorable climate for 
cone production. 

More than 200 bushels of 
cones were collected from 20 
acres of trees which will pro¬ 
vide the seedling trees for the 
10,000. acres. 

Seed orchards are planted 
and managed similarly to 
conventional fruit orchards, 
with fertilizing, watering and 
insect control as necessary to 
protect the trees and produce 
regular crops of conifer seeds. 

The orchard material Origi¬ 
nates from carefully-selected 
trees in the forest, from 
which blanches for grafting, 
or seeds, are taken for plant¬ 
ing in the orchard. 

The forestry group, pari of 
a national body of 2.200 
members dedicated to pro¬ 
moting good forest practices, 
is holding a tour of ihe or¬ 
chards Wednesday, followed 
by a meeting at the Princess 
Mary Restaurant to discuss - 
the genetic improvement of 
forest trees in B.C. 


McKinnon said he believed 
the depth of the cutback in 
the Lower Island area when 
the rest of B.C. is being cut 
back by only seven per cent 
could be politically motivated. 

“The thinking may be that 
oh, well, those are only Con¬ 
servative constituencies any¬ 
way’,” he said.

The allocation of 1976-77 
L.I.P, grants for Esquimall- 
Saanich and Victoria ridings 
was announced earlier Satur¬ 
day by Canada Manpower 
manager Stan Purdy, as 
$ 586 , 0110 . 

Last year’s funding of $1.7 
million produced jobs for 500 
people but this will lx* re¬ 
duced to about 150 this winter. 

The Victoria constituency 
was awarded $218,000, down 
from $954,000, while Esqui- 
malt-Saanich got $268,000. 
down from $804,000. 

Purdy’s announcement said 
B.C. and Yukon will get $16.4 
million, down from last year’s 
$18.8 million. 

The drastic cut in the Vic¬ 
toria area led McKinnon to 
protest that the reductions 
should have been shared 
equally across the province. 

McKinnon also said it was 
wrong for Ottawa to base the* 
amounts on manpower em¬ 
ployment figures when the 
Victoria office has never kept 
an accurate count. 

Purdy was quoted as saying 
Victoria’s unemployment rate 
could be out by two or more 
percentage points because 
only a small sampling was 
made. 

Victoria’s jobless rate in 
August, according to statistics 
released two weeks ago. was 
9.2 per cent, well above the 
national and B.C. average.

Sid Barron is packing up 
family and friends for Spain.

In fact the Victoria artist 
whose editorial cartoons were 
once thp mainstay ol the 
Toronto Star hasn't seen the 
Haroldsons since 1974 when 
the last oi his cartoons depict¬ 
ing the family with all the 
suburban syndomes flowed 
from his per.. 

Barron has lived in subur¬ 
bia ih both Toronto and Cal¬ 
gary and now makes home in 
a .lames Bay condominium. 
He knows suburbia well as his 
cartoons once showed, but he 
"hates'* it too. 

‘ I made a lot of money out 
ol that hate," he adds. 


with paintbrush undoubtedly 
would be Barron. 

“I’ve always wanted to 
make it as a painter,” said 
Barron, neglecting to add that 
he’s already had major exhi¬ 
bitions in Toronto. Calgary. 
Vancouver and Victoria. 

But before he's off to Ma- 
jorca and the as-yet-unfound 
studio-villa he has to sell oil 
all but a few of his jrosses- 
sions. A collection of Mexican 
shells and other bric-a-brac 
from his previous wanderings 
are to be dumned at the Swap 
: and Shop. Some 800 editorial 
cartoons and the 20 to .'50 
paintings which now clutter up 
the hallways of his home go to 
Open Space this week. 

There are a few collages, a 
couple of abstracts owing 


something to Riopelle. but 
mostly Barron paints boats 
and harbor scenes. Not sur¬ 
prising, perhaps since he 
grew up on Dallas Road and 
has come back to Victoria 
more than onc£ from his wan¬ 
derings. 

But the boat and the harbor 
image sticks with him. Once 
on a painting field trip outside 
Toronto, his companion was 
surprised to return to Barron 
expecting some sort of rendi¬ 
tion of the meadows only to 
lind him busily working on 
Vancouver harbor. 

He shrugs off his subject 
choice and defends it slightly 
too. stating that every boat is 
.difterent. with its own person¬ 
ality. 

The 59-year-old artist left 


for Vancouver alter high 
school with only some paint¬ 
ing lessons under his belt and 
commercial art in his eyes. 
By day, he worked his way up 
through Vancouver's ad agen¬ 
cies and spent the rest of his 
time dabbling at his own 
painting. He arrived back in 
Victoria in 1958. a fugitive 
from the world of advertising, 
and exfiected to teach ari. 


But the teaching job didn’t 
materialize and through a 
tamily connection he starled 
doing editorial cartoons for 
the Victoria Times. After 
three years of depicting Oak 
Bay Britishers in wool 
scarves and Norfolk jackets, 
he left for Europe to do some 
serious painting. 


But he soon found himself 
back in Toronto conning old 
Victoria friend Pierre Berton 
into giving him a job at the 
Toronto Star as an illustrator. 
As a cartoonist, well that took 
a little more time. It seems 
Canada's largest daily 
thought editorial cartoons 
should deal strictly with poli¬ 
tics and not the social scene. 


But he managed to sneak a 
few in and soon became a 
regular and somehow lived in 
Calgary. Victoria and even 
Kelowna while doing it. 


But he recalls reporters 
would occasionally come up to 
him in those early days 
scratching fheir heads and 
holding that day's cart<x>n and 
ask. “What are you Irving to 
do?” 


The Haroldsons are purely 
fictitious and he even 
thought the name was too 
until he. got a phone call in 
Calgary from a Toronto man 
who introduced himself as a 
Mr. Haroldson and asked 
“Why don’t you like me?” 

Actually. Barron jokes 
about “trying to valiantly di¬ 
vorce myself from them." He 
never really ridiculed the 
Haroldsons but rather sa¬ 
tirized the environment in 
which they lived. 

"They’re kind of bewildered 
by the whole thing they're 
into, and kind of unhappy.” 
he says of his cartoon family. 

"What they’d rather be 
doing is working to Portugal 
on a fish boat or mending 
net*.” 

And sitting alongside them

French fill last gap in 2-to-13 variety show Monday

At 9:30 a.m. Monday, most 
of the TV sets of Greater Vic¬ 
toria will have a different sta¬ 
tion on every channel for the 
first time — thanks to the ar¬ 
rival of CBIIFT. the French- 
language CBC station in Van¬ 
couver. 

The onee-controversial sta¬ 
tion will broadcast on UHF 
Channel 26 but most viewers 
will see it on Cable because 
93 per cent of the TV sets in 
Greater Victoria are linked lo 
t able, the highest percentage 
for any cable-system area in 
the world. 

CBUFT will he seen from 
its beginning on Cable 3 by 
\ subscriber* to Victoria Cable- 


vision Ltd. and Davin Cable 
of the Saanich Peninsula, 
which also have been showing 
the new privately-owned Van¬ 
couver station GKVU (.UHF 
-21) on Cable 13 since its debut 
Sept. 5. 

Victoria Cablevision has the 
equipment to show the two 
new stations hut the other 
three cable firms in the 
Sooke-Sidney area do not. 
However, Davin Cable has re¬ 
ceived permission from Otta¬ 
wa. Ur pick up a "feed” from 
the larger firm. 

Davin will get its o\vn 
equipment later this year to 
show the new stations on 
Cable 3 and 13 on its own, as 
will Urban Cablevision of 
Langford, Col wood, Metchoain 


and Sooke and Saanich Cable- 
vision of Sidney. Brentwood 
and North Saanich. 

The sprtftrum on Victoria 
Cablevision and Davin as of 
Monday will see Channels 2, 
4. 5, 6, 7. 8. 9. 10, 11 and 12 on 
those cable numbers with 
Channel 12 reverting to its 
original home. CBUFT on 3 
and CKVU on 13. Urban and 
Saanich Cablevision will have 
the same lineup once their 
equipment arrives. 

CBUFT spokesman told the 
Colonist cable subscribers in 
areas outside Sooke-Sidney 
should phone their cable com¬ 
panies to find out whether the 
station will l>e shown. The 
spokesmen did not have a 
final list. 


Projxisals for the station 
ran into heavy criticism, 
especially in the Vancouver 
area, on grounds there was no 
mass-audience demand for it 
and it could mean a U.S. sta¬ 
tion would be bumped into a 
midband cable viewing area 
which could not be seen with¬ 
out converters at $1C0 or so. 

The heat has diminished, 
now that the Canadian Radio- 
Television and Telecom¬ 
munications Commission has 
reversed a decision for bump- 
ing and agreed to the plead¬ 
ings of broadcasters and cab- 
leeasters for no bumping until 
late 1978 or whenever south¬ 
western B.C. gets another sta¬ 
tion. 

The next one in sight Is a 


CBC station in Victoria and it 
is not expected to begin 
operation at least until 1978. 

The Daily Colonist will 
carry full CBUFT schedules 
in its TV column on die clas¬ 
sified pages daily for the first 
week, then will rejxjrt high¬ 
lights and program changes 
as it does for all other sta* 
tions. 

CBl'FT will go on the air at 
9:30 a.m. each Monday. 9:15 
Tuesday through Friday and 9 
a.m. on weekends. There will 
be no Vancouver-produced 
programs as the station will 
carry the entire CBC French- 
language schedule seen in 
Quebec.

"It's interesting to me that 
it’s the only relational facil¬ 
ity we have that makes 
money.” 

The statement was made 
Saturday morning at the of¬ 
ficial opening ceremonies of 
"the realigned and improved 
Cedar Hill Golf Club by Saan- 
Ich-alderman Dave Palterson, 
and it sort of summed it up 
for the golfers in the crowd, 
who appreciate more than 
anyone just what an inifior- 
lant recreational facility has 
in its municipally-owned golf 
course. 

Alderman Fred Severson 
presided at the opening, and 
made it all official by manag¬ 
ing to drive a ball off the new- 
first tee. Rod Hood, president 
of the club’s membership 
group, and club-pro Bill 
Goldsworthy elso took part in 
the brief ceremony. 

Changes, designed by Jerry 
Chaster, assistant Saanich 
Parks Superlntendant and 
worked out with the help or 
greens superintendant Keith 
Barvyick and his assistant. 
Greft-Barnes, are many and 
inclbdtett giVing the back nine 
a completely new look. 

In addition to moving to the 
first tee. which shortens the 
first hole by 13 yards, they 
include four new greens, a 
completely new hole and 
wholesale switching of holes 
on the hack nine. 

Biggest change on the front 
nine is on the third hole, 
lengthened by 19 yards to 351 
and now a complete dog's leg 
left. The second hole is now a 
160-yard par three, 42 yards 
longer than previously, ahd 49 
yards has been added to the 
length of the ninth bole, now a 
350-yard per-four. Nexv greens 
on the front nine are the first 
and ninth. 

The new look really begins 
on the 10th hole, which is an 
almost completely new hole. 
Instead of being a 150-yard 
par three, it is now a 290-yard 
par four which has a new fair¬ 
way and uses what used to be 
the 17th green. 

And nothing is the same 
from there. The lltfi is the 
former 15th, the 12th is the 
former 16th lengthened to 510 
yards and tfic course’s only 
par-five hole, the new 13th is 
ihe former 10th hole shor¬ 
tened to 125 yards, the 14th is 
Ihe former 11th, the loth used 
to be the 12th, the Ifith was 
the 13th, ihe 17th was the 14th 
and Ihe 18th is the complete 
new hole, a 280-yard par-four 
with the green right in front 
of the clubhouse. Thp other 
new green on the hack nine is 
the 12th. 


The former 18th is now to 
be used for growing turf. 

Par is now 32-35 with Ihe 
front nine measuring 2292 
yards and the hack nine mea¬ 
suring 2691 yards and delud¬ 
ing only two of the six par- 
three holes. The 17th. now- 433 
yards, is the only par-four 
measuring more than 363 
yards.

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Jolting Joe—One of last of sports folk heroes 

Nearing 62 , he’s warm , approachable

NEW YORK (AP) — The 
tall, straight-backed man with 
silver hair had managed to 
penetrate only a small portion 
of the hotel lobby when he 
was besieged by a cluster of 
middle-aged women. 

“Oh, Mr. DiMaggio, may I 
have your autograph?” a 
motherly type with thick-lens 
spectacles gushed. “I drink 
your coffee all the time.” 

“Thank you, ma’am,” Joe 
DiMaggio responded politely. 
“Where are you ladies 
from?” 

“Vancouver.” 

“That's a very nice city,” 
DiMaggio said in a low voice. 

“Please put a name on the 
autograph,” the woman said. 
“Make it to Andrew.” 

DiMaggio blanched a bit 
; and obliged. 


A moment later Dimaggio 
and a couple of friends were 
wending their w ay toward the 
coffee shop when they encoun¬ 
tered another barrier: a cor¬ 
don of conventioneers wearing 
name tags on their coat 
lapels, 

“Hey, Joe,” barked one of 
the men. “My brother and I 
followed your career all the 
way. We saw every game we 
could. Will you sign one for 
my brother? He’ll go out of 
his mind.” 

DiMaggio smiled gracious¬ 
ly. “What’s his name?” he 
asked. 

"Tommy.” 

With broad, bold strokes, 
Joe etched: “Best regards. 
Tommy, Joe DiMaggio,” and 
returned the pad. 

“You’re the greatest, Clip¬ 
per,” the man said, giving Di¬ 


Maggio a slap on the back. 
Then he reached up to 
squeeze Joe’s left arm. 

“All muscle, you oughta 
still be hitting ’em, Clipper.” 
Di Maggio winced but said 
nothing. 

“The airports are the worst, 
when you have a lot of things 
to attend to,” says DiMaggio. 
“It takes the kick out of tra¬ 
velling. But you can’t slough 
anybody off. After all, you 
have to be glad they re¬ 
member you.” 

They still remember Joe Di¬ 
Maggio, a quarter of a centu¬ 
ry after he took his last clas¬ 
sic swing of the bat for New 
York Yankees. Ho is one of 


the last of America's sj>orts 
folk heroes, an impeccable, 
dignified contrast to the anti- 
heroes, with their agents, pre¬ 
sidential salaries and con¬ 
troversies, now populating the 
world of sports. 

Older generations recall the 
rhythm and effortless grace 
■that made him perhaps the 
greatest baseball centre fields 
er of all time and the booming 
bat that helped propel the 
Yankees to 10 American 
League titles and nine world 
series championships between 
1936 and 1951.

If DiMaggio was impressive 
in Yankee pinstripes — six- 
foot, Vfa inches, a lean 190 
pounds — he is much more 
handsome and striking as a 
man approaching his 62nd 
birthday. 

He has retained-his athletic 
figure, paying close attention 
to diet and exercise. Silver 
gray hair, which he is too 
proud to dye, has softened his 
strong Italian features. His 
face is deeply tanned, reflect¬ 
ing hours on the golf course, 
and is virtually unlined. 

Off the screen as well as on 
It, he exudes a warmth and 
open friendliness that was 
foreign to him as a player. He 
has come to like people. He 
enjoys being around them. 

His closest friends are not 
members of the jet set, the 
Hollywood community or the 
smart sports whirl. Rather, 
they are people he met over 
the years—a business man 
who flies him around in a 
private plane, a shirt-maker, 
a pub keeper, a publicist. He 
has fierce loyalties. 

In his playing days, DiMag¬ 
gio was timid and retiring. He 
was known as a loner even 
among his team-mates; 
avoided controversy and fan¬ 
fare and guarded his private 
life. 

Today he is an attractive 
bachelor, twice wed to movie 
actresses in marriages that 
didn’t work out, a restless 
min apparently tom between 
conflicting desires. 

On the one hand, as a heri¬ 
tage from his baseball days, 
he has an urge to travel, see 
new things and meet new peo¬ 
ple. On the other, there is the 
temptation to pack it up and 
retire to a life of ease on San 
Francisco’s Fisherman’s 
Wharf, where he grew' up as 
one of the nine offspring of an 
immigrant Italian fisherman. 

“I find it always good to get 
home and rest,” he said. “But 
after a while, I get edgy and 
am off again.” 

Within the past few weeks, 
DiMaggio’s odyssey has taken 
him from San Francisco to 
New York, Boston, Los An¬ 
geles, Las Vegas and Toronto, 
where he attended a sports 
carnival. 

"I am cutting down on old 
timers games,” DiMaggio 
said.

Red 
Patterson (Angels’ president), 
but there was another reason, 
too. I got a chance to take my 
granddaughters t o Dis¬ 
neyland.” 

Joe’s granddaughters— 
Kathy, 14, and Paula, 
12—have brought fresh enthu¬ 
siasm to the ex-ball player’s 
life. They are the daughters 
of his son, Joe Jr., by the 
Clipper’s first wife, Dorothy 
Arnold. 

Home for DiMaggio is a 
browns tone house in the 
Marina section of San Fran¬ 
cisco which he purchased for 


his parents nearly 40 years 
ago and, after their death, 
shared for a brief time with 
las second wife, the late Mari¬ 
lyn Monroe. 

Now. the house is cared for 
by Joe’s sister, Marie, who 
also handles a big part of 
Joe’s correspondence and ap¬ 
pointments. Joe's mail is vo- 
luminous, having 

mushroomed with his televi¬ 
sion commercials. He doesn’t 
have an agent or a secretary. 

The restaurant is DiMag- 
gio’s Restaurant, a familiar 
e a t e r i e on Fisherman’s 
Wharf, built in 1937, formerly 
jointly owned by Joe and 
hmthor Dnm but now run by 
Joe’s older brothers, Tom and 
Vincent. 

Joe’s father, Giuseppe, 
called Zio Pepe, immigrated 
from Isolla delle Feminine, 
an island off Palermo, and 
first settled in the small fish¬ 
ing village of Martinez, a few 
miles to the north of the Gold¬ 
en Gate Bridge. 

Joe was a year old when the 
family moved to San Francis¬ 
co. Giuseppe wanted all his 
sons to follow in his footsteps 
but instead they became fas¬ 
cinated with the great Ameri¬ 
can pastime. Joe, Vince and 
Dorn all had - successful ma¬ 
jor-league careers. Another 
brother. Michael, fell from a 
boat and drowned in 1953. 
Tom, the oldest, remained a 
fisherman and became the 
family bread-winner. 

DiMaggio’s venture into TV 
commercials has given his 
life a new dimension, al¬ 
though he sometimes appears 
to feel slighted by the sport on 
which he left such a powerful 
imprint. 

He was one of the giants of 
the game, succeeding Babe 
Ruth as the great performer 
and gate attraction of the 
country’s most successful ball 
club. He was the first 
5100,000-a-year player. He 
made the American League 
all-star team in each of his 13 
seasons and three times was 
voted the most valuable 
player. His 56-game hitting 
streak in 1941 is a record that 
may never be broken. 

After retiring, DiMaggio did 
a stint as Yankee broadcaster 
and batting coach, then spent 
two years as vice-president 
and batting coach with Oak¬ 
land A’s. He has been out of 
baseball 10 years. 

A few years ago, commis¬ 
sioner Bowie Kuhn offered Di¬ 
Maggio a role as a baseball 
ambassador-at-large. Then 
came the matter of salary. 

“Ten thousand dollars,” the 
commissioner said. Insulted, 
Joe walked out. 

Later, when George Stein- 


brenner became owner of the 
Yankees, friends suggested 
the Yanks could use Joe’s 
public relations attributes. 
Steinbrenner discussed it with 
Joe. Joe asked for details. He 
never heard another word. 

Trade journals say that, 
largely from DiMaggio’s ex¬ 
posure, the once small and 
struggling firm grew into a 
multimillion-dollar business 
with a major share of the 
electric coffee-maker market. ^ 

DiMaggio disdains most 
other type of TV appearances, 
particularly talk shows. Talk 
hosts such as Mike Douglas, 
Merv Griffin, Johnny Carson 
and Dinah Shore have tried in 
vain to get him before a cam¬ 
era. 

“They don’t want to talk 
baseball; They just want to 
pry into my private life," Joe 
said. 

DiMaggio is still keenly sen¬ 
sitive about details of his 
Carriage with Marilyn 
Monroe. They were married 
in January, 1954, and the 
marriage dissolved in 1955, 
victim of a clash of tempera¬ 
ments. Joe was quiet and 
adverse to publicity; Marilyn 
was ebullient and obsessed 
with a screen career. 

After the divorce, DiMaggio 


grew cool toward one-time 
show business friends such as 
Frank Sinatra, Peter Law-ford 
and other members of'the so- 
called Rat Pack. He never 
forgave the tinsel and fakery 
of Hollywood for “destroying 
a beautiful life.” He once said 
he hadn’t seen a movie in 
eight years. 

When Marilyn died in 1962 it. 
was DiMaggio who made the 
funeral arrangements and 
dictated who could and could 
not attend the services. 

A deep devotion 4or the 
actress lingers, friends say, 
and no one dares raise her 
name in Joe’s presence. 

The Yankee Clipper still has 
fresh flowers placed on her 
grave twice a week.

Anchored to its craggy cliff, 
the Hotel Finisterra rises like 
some Spanish fortress on the 
approach to Toledo, immense 
rock walls blasted from the 
earth itself. 

Below it an enormous beach 
runs wild with riptides. The 
ripe are the reason why the 
hotels "fish widows” choose 
the safety of the swimming 
pool. While they turn bronze 
in the sun, their husbands 
give chase to yellowfin tuna 
(up to 1,000 pounds)-, 
600-pound marlin, s&ilfish, 
wahoo and rooster fish. 

The proprietor of Hotel 
Finisterra insists that Cabo is 
the only place in the world 
where marlin bite year-round. 
Getting fat are the charter 
captains who charge upward 
of $100 a day for the use of 
their boats. 

Obviously, hooking into a 
marlin is not exactly the poor 
man’s pastime. 

Besides Hotels Cabo San 
Lucas and Finisterra. where 
rates start at about $32 a day, 
there is that Spanish palace 
Hotel Palmilla — formerly 
Las Cruces Palmilla — ($38 a 
day), the Camino Real ($48) 
and the unpretentious Mar de 
Cortez, a relatively new hotel 
in town that was built by the 
employees of Cabo’s deluxe 
hotels. 

Anglers in search of colo¬ 
nial atmosphere are directed 
to the Palmilla with its lovely 
beach and romantic alcoves. 
Outside its door a huge circu¬ 
lar fountain sings softly and 
corridors are bathed in the 
light of amber lamps that 
glow golden in the haunting 
darkness of Land’s End. 


Behind the hotel the owner 
has built a small church for 
weddings; it is here on Sun¬ 
day that the padre arrives to 
celebrate mass. 

The Palmilla is a place for 
the honeymooner as well as 
life fisherman, what with red- 
tfle paths leading to blue-tile 
love seats only a whisper 
from the sea. 

The hotel operated by the 
villagers, the Mar de Cortez, 
is a bargain at about $12 a 
day single and $16 double. 
Low rise and low key. it 
caters to the fishermen poor 
of pesos but rich with desire. 

Although Cabo remains 
peaceful, lime may be run¬ 
ning out. Only a few miles 
north of here the Mexican 
government has developed a 
brand new international air¬ 
port at San Jose del Cabo. 

It is capable of taking the 
biggest jet. Yes, even the 
jumbos. 

As a result, Lufthansa is 
talking of delivering tourists 
all the way from Germany, 
and both Canadian Pacific 
and Japan Air Lines are keep¬ 
ing a watchful eye on the 
project. 

The airport, though, Is only 
the beginning. 

The developers are thinking 
of a brand-new resort with 
2,000 hotel rooms (more to 
come later), tennis courts and 
a championship golf course. 

Although the dream seems 
a trifle ambitious, the Mex¬ 
icans are certain of its suc¬ 
cess. Some envision another 
Puerto Vallarta or Mazatlan. 

Now, though, there is only 
the little 12-room Hotel Cblli. 

The Mexicans insist that the 
resort is more than a dream. 
Within a decade they say the 
population will triple, reach¬ 
ing a figure of 30,000. 

Entrepreneurs intend to 
pour in $400 million to create 
a resort where only dust 
devils dance now. 

Before long the groan of the 
bulldozer will be heard across 
the land.

My Travel Agent 
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Israel war on terroris m proves boon to El A1 


By H. D. 8. GKEENWAT 

JKKUSALEM — "Entebbe 
was the best publicity cam¬ 
paign tor El A1 that anyone 
could ever think of,” said 
Frances Marcus, a Jerusalem 
travel agent. 

There can be little doubt 
that incidents of terrorism 
against international airlines 
have helped rather than hurt 
the image of El AI, Israel’s 
flag carder. 

Airline officials and in¬ 
dependent travel agents here 
report few if any cancella¬ 
tions attributable to fear of 
flying on an Israeli plane. On 


the contrary, many passen¬ 
gers flying into or out of 
Israel in recent weeks have 
tried to switch their booking 
to El Al — without much suc¬ 
cess, since El Al flights are 
almost always fully booked at 
the height of the summer 
tourist season. 

‘•The reason is simple,'' El 
Al's director general, Marede- 
cai Ben Ari, said in a tele¬ 
phone interview. "El Al, with 
the assistance of the govern¬ 
ment of Israel and the coun¬ 
tries where we ISy, has made 
the biggest effort of all air¬ 
lines to protect and safeguard 
‘ passengers and personnel." 


Tips on Travel

We got on the big 747 in the 
warm, coconut evening in Ta¬ 
hiti. Seven-and-a-half hours 
later we got off in iLos An¬ 
geles. It was 6 a.m. Foggy 
and cold. 

The Pan American execu¬ 
tive with us said: "We now 
have five of the new 747 SPs 
«— that means 'special per¬ 
formance* — flying to Tokyo. 
One flight from Los Angeles. 
One from New York. 

"It’s a little shorter than 
this 747. It only carries 250 
passengers instead of 350. But 
it has extreme range. It flies 
New York-Tokyo non-stop, 
and that's 13 hours. 

"With that long a flight, we 
have to carry extra crew. One 
extra pilot and one extra engi¬ 
neer. They rotate with the 
three regular cockpit crew. 

"The cockpit is fitted with 
two bunks so they can get 
some sleep time. 

"Then we carry ID ste¬ 
wardesses. They have four 
peats in a rest area. So every¬ 
body gets some time off.” 

"Now Los Angeles or New 
York to Tokyo is an all day¬ 
time flight. You’re flying with 
the sun. You leave At 10 in the 
morning, fly 13 hours and it’s 
still only afternoon when you 
reafch Tokyo. 

"That means we show two 
movies. Have one buffet 
lunch. Serve one full dinner 
with cocktails, wines, the 
whole gourmet thing. 

"Then an hour or so before 
landing we serve a very sub¬ 
stantial snack. 

"Tf you don't want to eat, 
don’t want to see the movie, 
just want to sleep, there’s a 
simple way to do it. But you 
must be precise. 

"First, tell the purser — the 
chief stewardess — ‘I don’t 
want a drink. I don’t want 
dinner or breakfast. I’ve seen 
the movie. I just want to 
sleep.’ She’ll tell the other 
girts and put it on her list." 

"^rom the overhead, get 
two pillows. Put one behind 
your back. Low down. One 
behind your head. Get a blan¬ 
ket and put it over you. 

"Now — this is important — 
fasten your seat belt loosely. 
Over and outside the blanket. 
Otherwise, if they turn on the 
‘seat belts’ sign, the ste¬ 
wardess will pull off the blan¬ 
ket to see if you’ve got it fas¬ 
tened.’* 


"Should we buy pesos In the 
hanks here before we go to 
Mexico?” 

Buy them in Mexico. Day to 
day as you use them. Al¬ 
though the Mexican govern¬ 
ment is trying to hold the 
peso at 19.70 to 19.90 to the 
US. dollar, it is unlikely that 
it will stop fluctuating. For 
the amount you spend as a 
tourist, it’s not worth trying 
to out-guess the money mar¬ 
ket. 

On money changing, best 
bet is DON’T — no more than 
you have to. Each time you 
change from we currency to 
another, the bank charges a 
fee. Not big. Not unfair. But 
you do pay for this service. 

So, tf you've changed dol¬ 
lars to pounds in England, 
and are now going to France, 
don’t turn in your pounds for 
dollars. Then buy francs when 
you get to Paris. Take your 
pounds to the London airport 
bank and change those to 
francs. 

Surprising but lots of people 
do the pounds-to-dollars-to- 
francs. I think just because 
they feel safer restoring 
foreign currency to dollars. 
Even if it’s only for the hour 
plane ride from London to 
Paris.

For reasons of security. El 
Al does not discuss specifics, 
but Ben said that the air¬ 
line does not depend on a 
"single line of defence," such 
as searching hand luggage. It 
is well known that armed 
Israeli agents fly aboard El 
Al flights, "riding shotgun," 
as one source put it. and in 
foreign air purls where El Al 
flies, Israeli security agents 
can also be found on the 
ground. 

A major responsibility of 
Israeli intelligence is to spot 
the, movements of potential 
terrorists, and informed 
sources here estimate that the 
Israeli government spends 
more than $10 million a year 
protecting its lines of com¬ 
munication. 

This protection is not limit¬ 
ed to air travel. When the 
Italian car ferry Espresso Li¬ 
vorno arrived in the Greek 
port of Piraeus en route to 
Haifa earlier this month, for 
example, an Israeli security 
man on the dock was ques¬ 
tioning embarking passengers 
and warning them against the 
possibility of terrorists plac¬ 
ing bombs in the Israeli-bound 
automobiles. 

The desire to fly on El Al in 
and out of Israel is not just a 
matter of showing solidarity 
and sympathy for Israel. "In 
the early days, there was an 
emphasis on flying the blue 
and white,” Israel’s colors, 
according to Marcus. But no¬ 


wadays there is more sophis¬ 
tication and the preference 
for El Al is based more on se¬ 
curity. 

Since Entebbe, Air France 
flights from Israel to Paris 
fly direct and no longer stop 
at Athens. Passengers know, 
and security men agree, that 
nowadays the weakest link in 
airline protection is the tran¬ 
sit lounge. The terrorists who 
hijacked tiu* Air France.plane 
to Entebbe in June gained ac¬ 
cess to the flight by coming 
into the airport in transit from 
another flight. So did the ter¬ 
rorists who shot up boarding 
El Al passengers in Istanbul 
recently. 

Departing from Israel’s Ben 


Gun on Airport is an experi¬ 
ence unmatched in any other 
airport. Trained personnel 
ask to search all suitcases be¬ 
fore they are checked in. Dur¬ 
ing this process, security pei*- 
sonnel ask probing questions 
such as where the traveller 
has been in Israel, whom he 
saw, the nature of his busi¬ 
ness and, of course, if he has 
accepted any packages from 


persons unknown to him. 
They ask to see the passport 
and the ticket before check-in 
and, if possible, they try to 
check the passport against 
other documents. 

Some people object to this 
treatment but, according to 
El Al personnel, the number 
of complaints is fewer after 
an incident such as Entebbe 
or Istanbul. 


Last month, according to El 
Al spokesman Elazar Laser- 
son, 121,500 passengers flew in 
and out of Ben Gurion Airport 
aboard El Al, a 20 per cent 
increase over July of 1975. 
Much of this is due to the 
world economic recovery and 
the increase in tcjirism. A 
Ministry of Tourism spokes¬ 
man said that tourism to 
Israel wa$ up 39 per cent this 


year over last and up three 
per cent over the peak year of 
1972. 

A disquieting note, 
expressed by a mident 
American here, is that pas¬ 
sengers have to balance El 
Al’s undoubtedly superior se¬ 
curity precautions against its 
greater potential as a target 
for terrorism.

Depression saved buildings 


By MARGARET NESS 

CHARLESTON, S.C. (CP) 

— This 306-year-old city, with 
part of its ancient fortifica¬ 
tions still visible, had a part 
in the American Revolution. 
But its part was quieter than 
that of Boston. 

For instance, the tea party 
that helped make Boston 
famous. Charleston had its 
own but the merchant, who 
had paid for and landed the 
tea on which the infamous tax 
was added, was forced to 
dump his own tea in the har¬ 
bor. 

Later Charlestonians passed 
a resolution that "no tea 
would be landed, received or 
vended" until the tax law as 
repealed. 

Charleston was also a cra¬ 
dle of religious tolerance at a 
time when there wasn’t much 
tolerance in Europe. It wel¬ 
comed French Huguenots 
fleeing Roman Catholic per¬ 
secution in France and has 
probably the only French Hu¬ 
guenot church still holding 
sendees in North America. 
Quakers came, also Congre- 
gationalists, Presbyterians 
and Baptists. Jews were 
granted citizenship in 1697. 
And today Charleston still is a 
city of churches. 

Charleston has no high-rise 
buildings to overshadow the 
narrow streets and early 
houses except for the spires of 
two old churches. Even the 
newer sections of the city are 
in keeping with tradition. 

There are probably more 
pure Georgian residences and 
buildings than in any city in 
North America. 

Its college uses 50 pre¬ 
served old houses, for exam¬ 
ple, as dormitories and of¬ 
fices. And Charleston pro¬ 
vides other interests — ex¬ 
cellent restaurants, especially 
for seafood; at least three 
ghosts: what must be the 
smallest motor inn. just four 
rooms; local joggling boards 

— a long board suspended so 
that you sit irPthe middle and 
"iobble" — ahd several rivet- 
ted houses with a rod right 
through the house to hold it 
together, installed after an 
earthquake of 1886. The rod is 
capped on the outer walls by 
a bolt, often incorporating an 
emblematic sheild for or¬ 
nament. 

Charleston has withstood 
several earthquakes, hurri¬ 
canes, fires, two-month siege 
during the Revolution and an¬ 
other longer one in the civil 
War, yet many buildings sur¬ 
vived. some 75 are pre- 
Revolut ionary and some 759 
were built before 1840. Ironi¬ 
cally, it was the depression 
after the Civil War that saved 
these buildings for posterity, 
26 of which now are consid¬ 
ered of national importance. 

Charlestonians hadn’t the 


money to rebuild and only 
just enough to keep their old 
houses from decaying. And by 
the time money was more 
plentiful, the city realized it 
had something that practical¬ 
ly no other city possessed, an 
inner core of almost pure 
Georgian character. So a pre- 
servation ordinance was 
passed in 1931 which also li¬ 
mited the height of any build¬ 
ing. It’s one of the earliest 
city efforts to save historic 
places. 

In pre-Civil War days, when 
rice and cotton brought 
wealth to the plantations 
along the Ashley River, the 
owners began to build sub¬ 


stantial houses in the city, in 
brick. Charleston has a 
phrase for it: Bragging in 
brick. The family still lived 
most of the year in the planta¬ 
tion home. The Charleston

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Old English inn carved from Malaysian jungle 


TANAH RATA. Malaysia 
Stanley Middleton-Foster is 
carving an old English inn out 
of the jungle. 

It's not quite so difficult as 
it sounds, because it's really 
the second such establishment 
the 64-year-old retired British 
army colonel will have built 
and operated here. 40 miles 
hack into those remote jungle- 


oovered hills in northern Ma¬ 
laysia. 

Yet in addition to being an 
unusual hosteler. Foster is 
also the oldest foreign resi¬ 
dent of the Cameron high¬ 
lands. and in 30 years he has 
seen a lot of changes in these 
jungles and villages. 

He still recalls the oki days 
just alter the Second World 



War. when "all the old plant¬ 
ers came up here, and this 
was a little British town. Ev¬ 
eryone rode around on their 
horses then, slapping their 
jodhpurs." 

It was then in 1945. fresh 
from the Coldstream Guards, 
by way of the .North Afrit an 
theatre. India, Burma and 
Singapore that Foster ar¬ 
rived in these jungle uplands, 
in charge of a British regi¬ 
ment rounding up the rem¬ 
nants of the Japanese occupa¬ 
tion forces. 

And It was that day when 
he first saw the old colonial 
building that was to become 
Foster’s Smokehouse. 

"There was a Japanese col¬ 
onel living in it then." said 
Foster, a large man with dou¬ 
ble jowls that shake when he 
laughs and a toothless smile 
he flashes frequently. ’ ! He 
loved roses, tended his garden 
and kept the place very well." 

The next year. Foster, then 
retired from military service, 
returned, bought the house 
and within months had con¬ 
verted it into an old brown 
and white Tudor-style country 
inn.

U.S. Air Force technicians 
dissecting the Soviet MiG-025 
let filter that was flown to 
Japan recently by a Russian 
defector have found that its 
fangs are not nearly as sharp 
as they previously believed, 
Pentagon sources say. 

While the plane's reputation 
as the world's fastest combat 
warplane is still deserved, the 
sources said, its reputation as 
the best interceptor fighter is 
not. And the piece-by-piece 
dissection of the MiG-25. code- 
named Foxbat, indicates to 
Air Force'officials that U.S. 
fighters, with accompanying 
electronic gadgetry and mis- 


U.S. jets excel Soviets best in electronics and kill-power 


siles, equal, and in m rn y 
areas, surpass, the Soviet 
Union's beat fighter. 

"No sane man in the air 
force would claim that ihe 
Foxbat is a piece of junk," 
said one air force intelligence 
expert, "but we're finding out 
that it isn't 10 feel tall, either. 
Now that we can see the 
thing, it is apparent that the 
Foxbat is one very fine air¬ 
plane. but not nearly so hot as 
we once feared." 

Concern over the Foxbat's 
capabilities has dominated air 
force thinking on U.S. fighter 


plane design since the Soviet 
plane first flew in • 1966. The 
concern was due to the Fox- 
-bat 1 * high-performance caps- . 
bilities, including the ability 
to fly at 85,000 feet (the 
Grumman F-14 can operate as 
high as 60.000 feet) at speeds 
up to Mach 3 (three times the 
speed of sound, or about 30 
per cent faster than the best 
U.S. fighter, the McDonnel 
I>>uglas F15 now being de¬ 
ployed). 

But, the sources say, the air 
force technicians have discov¬ 
ered that the Foxbat hayev- 


Second Soviet pilot defects 
in bid for asylum in U.S. 


TEHRAN. Iran (UPD - 
The government said Satur¬ 
day a Soviet air force lieu¬ 
tenant had defected to Iran by 
air and asked for asylum in 
the United States' the sec¬ 
ond defection of a Soviet pilot 
this month. 

The government identified 
the pilot as Lt. Valentin Ivan¬ 
ovich Zasimov and said he 
landed a small AN2 passenger 
plane Thursday in the Azer¬ 
baijan area just across the 
border from the Soviet Union. 

The announcement said Za¬ 
simov asked for asylum in the 
United States but a U.S. em¬ 
bassy spokesman reached at 
home said he had nol heard of 
the defection and pilot's re¬ 
quest for asylum. 

The announcement gave no 


further description of the 
plane or pilot and said Iran¬ 
ian authorities were review¬ 
ing his request. 

Later the U.S. s|»kesman 
said that even two days after 
the reported defection the 
U.S. government apparently- 
had not yet been advised of¬ 
ficially by Iran of the pilot’s 
request for asylum. 

The spokesman said this 
was possibly because Azer¬ 
baijan is such a remote area 
and the U.S. consul and his 
assistant were in Tehran for 
an embassy conference, leav¬ 
ing the consulate unmanned. 

A diplomatic source said 
the plane apparently had 
landed at a little used air 
field at Ahar. about 50 miles 
northeast of Tabriz. 


Earlier this month a Soviet 
pilot flew a MiG25 Foxbat to 
northern Japan and asked for 
asylum in the United States. 

That detection created a 
sensation in intelligence cir¬ 
cles because thje M1G25 is the 
most sophisticated jet in the 
Soviet air force and little was 
known about it. 


eral serious weaknesses and 
that on balance, American 
planes would be superior in 
air combat. In addition to the 
F-14 and the F*15f two other 
planes. General Dynamics' 
F-16 and the McDonnel Doug- 
las-Northrop F-M, are now- 
being tested and will be 
ready for deployment later 
this year. 

Futher, the sources note, 
the Foxbat, which can be 
used for reconnaissance, is 
licarly. inferior in what is con¬ 
sidered the world’s most so¬ 
phisticated aircraft, the U.S. 
Air Force’s SR-71 reconnais¬ 
sance plane. In July, the 
SR-71 set a new world speed 
record of 2,189 miles per hour 
• about mach 3.2) at over 
85.000 feet altitude, breaking 
the previous record of 1.853 
mjles per hour, held by the 
Foxbat for three years. 

Technicians analysing the 
Foxbat in Japan, Pentagon of¬ 
ficials say,- have found that 
the technology in the SR-71 is 
\ astly more sophisticated 
than that of the Foxbat, de¬ 
spite the fact that both planes 
came off the drawing board in 
1966. 


Detailed study of the Fox- 
hat. the sources say . has 
shown the folkwing differ¬ 
ences between U.S. and So¬ 
viet technology-: 

Body design: The Foxbat 
metallurgy is relatively 
crude, with heavy allow steel 
used in many critical stress 
sections. This indicates the 
Soviets have not yet mastered 
the use of special new light¬ 
weight alloys for high-speed 
aircraft. New U.S. designs use 
titanium or other lightweight 
metals exclusively. which 
means that the planes now- 
deployed or being tested will 
have greater speed and man¬ 
oeuvrability. 

Electronic#: The on-board 
computers and radars are not 
as sophisticated as American 
designs. Particularly * impoiv 
tant is the fact that the Fox¬ 
bat apparently lacks a good 
"look-down’’ radar that chn 
focus on low-flying targets 
after filtering out ground clut¬ 
ter. New American warplanes 
like the F-15 are being 
equipped with a sophisticated 
"look-down" system. 

Missiles: Ihe technicians 
are surprised to discover that 


the Foxbat's Acrid air-to-air 
missiles (used to destroy 
other aircraft in air combat » 
are seriously behind equival¬ 
ent American, designs. The F- 
11 and F-15 planes, for exam¬ 
ple. carry Phoenix air-to-air 
missiles, which are effective 
up to .irange of about 135 
miles. However, the Acrid 
missiles, best in the Soviet in¬ 
ventory, have a maximum 
range of about 80 miles. This 
difference is critical, air force 
officials point out, because it 
allows a U.S. plane with a 
longer "reach" to fire first. 

Engine design: The U.S. 
and Soviet technology appears 
to be roughly even, including 
the use of special devices to 
handle fuel that becomes dan- 
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gerously thinned when the 
plane operates at maximum 
speeds. However, the Fox- 
bat’s engines must work 
harder because of its extra 
weight. Additionally, the Fox- 
bat’s acceleration is not as 
good as the American planes'.

Mexico wage boost 
spurs price jumps 


MEXICO CITY (UPI) 
Prices on just about every¬ 
thing in Mexico were headed 
upward Saturday because of 
the government's authorized 
23-per-cent wage hike for 
most workers and the recent 
devaluation of the peso. 

Beginning Monday an of 
ficial 10-per-cent price in¬ 
crease takes effect on 149 con¬ 
sumer articles everything 
from cigarettes to gasoline, 
ham and eggs, rice and 
heans, sewing machines and 
television sets. 

Hotel operators announced 
plans to petition the govern¬ 
ment for authorization to 
raise room rates by 25 per 
cenl to meet rising costs. 
While the rate increases 
would hurt Mexican tourists, 
the hotelmon said tourists 
from the United States spend¬ 
ing dollars would still be 
ahead, getting 21 per cent 
more for their money. 

There were predictions that 
train and bus fares soon will 
join the upward spiral. Air¬ 
line^ already have announced 
plans to institute rate in¬ 
creases. 

Mexican news[>apers retort¬ 
ed that fruit and vegetable 
vendors in the capital’s prin¬ 
cipal markets have jacked up 
prices in some cases as much 
as 300 tier cent, while in 
others the most sought-after 
items were being deliberately 
withheld from sale until new 
prices can be offered. 

. There were fears in some 
quarters that Mexico may be 
headed into wage-price spiral 
that will trigger heavy infla¬ 
tion.

Observers here feel that 
Carter >—• to regain any of the 
ground he lost in recent 
weeks will not only have to 
come up with something con¬ 
crete to overcome ihe influ¬ 
ence of the sitting president, 
hut will have to project some¬ 
thing more than the uncer¬ 
tain, nervous aspect of Thurs¬ 
day night’s encounter. 

’Ihe Kissinger spectre will 
he at Ford’s shoulder when 
the San Francisco debate 
opens. Ford can he expected 
to make much of his state 
secretqry’s Shuttle through 
Africa and what appears to he 
Kissinger’s initial success in 
staving off bloody racial war¬ 
fare in that continent. 

Whereas the first debate 
w as based largely on philoso¬ 
phy, this second debate is ex¬ 
pected to be personal and hit¬ 
ter as Carter fights hack. 

•Ford, however, holds many 
of the face cards. 

Carter has campaigner! on 
an "anti-Washington" plat¬ 
form and Ford is expected to 
take full advantage of this.

Police body opposes 
softer juvenile laws 


EDMONTON (CP) — Cana¬ 
dian policemen agreed here to 
ask federal Solicitor-General 
Francis Fox for time to pre¬ 
pare a formal brief before the 
white paper on juvenile delin¬ 
quency becomes law. 

Many of 70 delegates at the 
annual Canadian Police Asso¬ 
ciation convention Friday said 
they were shocked at the pro¬ 
posals, which they said could 
undermine public security in 
Canada if made law. 

TTie association represents 
40,000 policemen across Cana¬ 
da. 

Lewis Coray, a director of 
the Police Association of On¬ 
tario and author of a recent 
informal report to the solici¬ 
tor-general’s office, said most 
policemen felt the proposals 
\wuld leave them with less 
authority to deal with sus¬ 
pects. 

“Juveniles will be assessed 
responsibility but not charged 
for an offence, so all we’ll be 
able to do is take the name of 



the suspect and hope he ap¬ 
pears in court,” he said. 

“But he usually gets a light 
sentence there — nothing re¬ 
ally changes — he’s back on 
the street quickly and it’s 
frustrating.” Coray is gather¬ 
ing information from across 
Canada to help convince the 
government of shortcomings 
of proposals contained in the 
1975 white paper on young 
persons in conflict with the 
law. 

He said about 80 per cent of 
crimes against persons and 
more than 90 per cent of prop¬ 
erty crimes are committed by 
persons younger than 18. 

Policemen are opposed to 
increasing the age a person is 
considered to be a juvenile. 

/The white paper wants the 
age set at 18 across Canada 
but the police want it to stay 
at 16. In five provinces, 
youths between 16 and 18 
years are considered juve¬ 
niles. 

Another proposal would see 
youths under 14 absolved of 
any legal responsibility. The 
criminal code now sets that 
age at seven. 

Many policemen said seven 
to 12 are the formative years 
and children who get into 
crime so early likely are set 
in that pattern for life. 

A third proposal would 
allow only the attorney- 
general or his designated au¬ 
thority to lay criminal 
charges against a juvenile. 

The attorney-general could 
refer young offenders to a 
screening agency which would 


divert them from the regular 
juvenile process. 

In June, former solicitor- 
general Warren Allmand said 
he hoped to introduce legisla¬ 
tion this fall that would divert 
juveniles from the courts ex¬ 
cept for serious offences that 
involve yiolenee. 

He said this legislation 
would replace the Juvenile 
Delinquency Act which has 
not been amended since it 
was passed in 1929.

port for the npw association, 
us more than 20 dub leaders 
and officials showed up at its 
inaugural meeting, including 
Morjey Crosby of Satuma Is¬ 
land artff Lariy Bourne of 
Shawnigan Lake. 

They and their fellow club- 
-mates—in- various- o rg amza t*- 
tions on Vapcouver^Island all 
wanted to see chess continue 
on its national path, as it has 
been doing for the past five 
years or so. 

Since BOCF to all intents 
and purposes last summer di¬ 
vorced itself from the national 
body, the new Island group 
will do the job instead. 

And it will do even more 
than the old BOCF used to. 

For example, those joining 
for the first time will not only 
get the national magazine end 
be nationally rated, but will 
also receive the monthly(!) 
Northwest Chess magazine - 
probably the best of Its kind 
in North America — with 
NWC ratings updated more 
quickly than anywhere else. 

And all this for a price of 
516 a year for seniors and 
$10.50 for juniors 18 years of 
age and under. This includes 
CFC, Northwest Chess maga¬ 
zine plus a negligible amount 
to cover administrative costs 
of the new Island group. 

Compare that to the current 
BCCF bunch, who charge $10 
flat yet provide no CFC rat- 
ings or magazine; no 
Northwest ratings or maga¬ 
zine, and no prospects for the 
future of any kind. 

Like night and day, isn’t it? 

The Victoria Thanksgiving 
Open, incidentally, will have 
an entry fee of $10 flat, with 
registration in James Bay 
Square (through I^arry Tut¬ 
tle’s White Knight restau¬ 
rant). from 4:30 p.m. to 6:30 
p.m. on Saturday, Oct. 9. 

The first round under Sheri¬ 
dan's direction will be at 7 
p.m., right after registration 
closes, with three rounds Sun¬ 
day, Oct. 10 (9 a.m. and 2 and 
7 p.m.), plus the final two 
rounds Thanksgiving Monday, 
at 9 a.m. and 1 p.m. 

Certainly sounds like a fab¬ 
ulous event and one that ev¬ 
eryone should attend. 

And then there are the 
prizes. 

Out of all the entry fees, 
only 10 per cent will go to¬ 
ward tournament expenses 
and similar Items, with the 
rest all going into the prize 
fund.

"White steak" is the cryptic 
but descriptive translation for 
a popular short-order dish in 
many northern Italian restau¬ 
rants. Sauteed quickly in but¬ 
ter or oil, sometimes flavored 
with garlic or garnished with 
1 e m o n or mushrooms, the 
white steak turns out to be 
turkey. Poor man’s veal, but 
not a bit impoverished in fla¬ 
vor. 

Luckily for waistline- 
watchers, white steak is short 
on calories. In fact, this is one 
Slim Gourmet dish where 
you’ll find butter or oil on the 
ingredients list. Because with 
turkey steak, you can afford a 
tablespoon or two . . . and 
that's all you need! 

Turkey breast steaks are 
now widely sold, fresh or fro¬ 
zen, in many supermarkets. 
Or you can make your own — 
and save money — by slicing 
roast. 

Although roast Turkey 
takes hours to cook, thin tur¬ 
key steaks take hardly any 
time at all. They’re ready to 
serve the very minute they 
turn from pink to white. 

STEAK SCALOPPINE 

114 pound raw turkey breast 
steaks, sliced thin 

4 tablespoons do’ white 
wine 

2 tablespoons butter 
garlic 

1 ’i cup boiling water 

Salt and fresh-ground pep¬ 
per 

Parsley or lemon, op¬ 
tional. 

Use a skillet or electric fry 
pan with nonstick finish, or 
coat with cooking spray for 
frying with little or noi fat.

Season to taste and 
serve immediately garnished 
with parsley and lemon 


wedges If desired. Serves 
four, 218 calories each. 

MINUTE STEAKS 

114 l>ound raw turkey breast 
steaks, sliced thin 
2 tablespoons olive oil 
1 tablesjioon dry white wine 
3 a cup tomato juice (6- 
ounce can) 

4-ounce can sliced 
mushrooms, including liq¬ 
uid shake of oregano or 
Italian seasonings 
Onion salt and pepper 

Combine turkey, olive oil, 
wine and canned muchrooms 
(including liquid, in a non¬ 
stick skillet or electric fry 
pan over high heat.

Hunters wouldn't be happy 
if there were no opportunity 
for success on a hunt, but 
more and more* the stalking of 1 
the game and the preparation 
for the trip is becoming more 
important than the actual 
bagging of game in Die field. i 
That is the reason so many 
hunters are now taking to the 
bow and arrow, ‘which re¬ 
quires more skill in marks¬ 
manship and stalking ability, 
with leas o|»por1 unity to bag a 
deor or bird. 

For many pther hunters it 
is the weeks of preparation 
for that one tyg trip of Hie 
year that provides most the 
excitement. He plans to bring 
back some meat for the table, 
but he plans to be selective 
and the actual kill becomes a 
minor part of his outdoor ex¬ 
perience. 

Wally Greenlees, who live* 
next door to us* at our Gordon 
Beach cabin is one of those. 

For several years now we 
have watched him preparing 
for his big one-to-two-month 
trip into B.C.’s far north and 
sometimes into the Yukon* and 
Alaska. 

He starts preparing a cou¬ 
ple of months in advance and 
we can see the trip taking 
shape week-by-week and to¬ 
wards the end day-by-day. 

He makes a different kind 
of rig for hunting every year 
and he assembles it on his 
flat-bed truck. 

Three years ago it was a 
covefed wagon-type canvas 
rig built cm to the flat-bed, 
complete with wood slovr, 
just like a Gypsy wagon. The 
next year it was a small 
camper with a comfbrtable 
porch-like arrangement and 
meat storage boxes attached. 

This year he built a small 
camper-unit on the flat-bed. 
with storoge for meat and 
other equipment to the rear. 

They have all been built for 
comfort, in sub-freezing 
weather. 

Fop next year he already 
has the frame for building a 
filth-wheel trailer to go along. 

They keep him busy build¬ 
ing for weeks. 

Tie is a bit of a pack rat and 
somewhere up in Sooke he 
seems to have all sorts of 
things stored. 

He brings down extra gas 
tanks and builds them into the 
truck ... in a different place 
each year. This year he start¬ 
ed with 150 gallons of gas and 
figures he will only have to 
replenish it once on his trip. 

He has water tanks of all 
sizes ... and he comes up 
with propone stoves, heaters, 
and all kinds of comfort goo¬ 
dies. 

As it takes shape we start 
to wonder where he is going 
to put his trail bike, rubber 
boat for fishing and moose 
hunting, but he has it all fig¬ 
ured out and it all goes. 

Then there are special com¬ 
partments for his camera 
equipment and each year pic¬ 
tures are becoming more im¬ 
portant to him than bagging 
game, although he always 
comes back with two animals 
for his winter supply of meat. 
Before he is ready to take off 
— a couple of weeks later 
than he originally plans — he 
gives his truck a complete 
overhaul, usually new snow 
tires, brakes relined, and any 
engine work that needs to be 
done. 

He is busy, busy, busy for 
weeks, and happy, happy, 
happy at the thought of weeks 
ahead, alone in the bush, just 
i enjoying the wilderness out- 
i doors.

He is usually secretive 
about his actual destination, 
but it is somewhere up around 
the 400-Mile mark on the 
Alaska Highway, and this 
year I think he expects to go 
all the way through to Alaska. 

Somewhere along the way 
he w ill join up for a gpeflroith 
his friend George Whitham of 
Sooke, who has rigged a bus 
as a comfortable motor home, 
rugged enough to drive along 
the wilderness roads. 

Before he left this year I 
loaned Wally two new guides 
about Alaska hunting and 
fishing, just published by- 
Alaska Magazine. 

“The best books I have 
read.” waxed Wally enthusi¬ 
astically. “They sure tell a 
lot. I wish British Columbia 
would come up with some¬ 
thing like them.” and then a 
pause ... “well maybe not^, 
then someone might find ray 
hunting and fishing spots.” 

Alaska Hunting Guide 
1975-1976 is 200 pages full of 
just about everything one 
could wish to know' about 
Alaska hunting experiences, 
from game regulations to 
field dressing the game, and 
pretty well everything in be¬ 
tween. including maps. 

But. il also carries a rather 
sad note. 

Many of Alaska's big game 
species are unique within the 
50 states — her blazing white 
Dali sheep, her half million or 
so caribou, her musk ox. 
While grizzly bears dwindle to 
the endangered poin^Jn other 
states, those in Alaska have 
increased generally over 
much of the state. 

However, a few' of Alaska’s 
big game species—especially 
moose—have suffered reduc¬ 
tions in recent years. Unu¬ 
sually severe winters, heavy 
wolf predation and increased 
hunting from both urban and 
bush hunters have left their 
mark. 

As a result, many big game 
seasons have been shortened, 
bag limits reduced. 

There isn’t enough game for 
every hunter to kill what he 
seeks. 

“Changes are upon Alaska, 
from vast oil exploration and 
development to a dividing-up 
of land among many owners 
and users,” notes Jim Rear- 
den, outdoors editor of Alaska 
magazine. 

“The frontier that is still 
Alaska is changing, as have 
so many other wild regions of 
the world. 

“A quality hunt in the Alas¬ 


ka of today can be a unique 
experience that will be looked 
back upon with great pleasure 
a few years hence- for the ex¬ 
perience may not be repeata- 
ble in a few years. Eh joy it 
while you can—and try to 
touch this vast, wonderful 
land lightly, so that youT 
mark will not spoil it for those 
yet to come.” says Rearden. 

Alaska Fishing Guide 
1976-1976 tells how. where and 
when to catch fish I freshw a¬ 
ter. saltwater and shellfish) in 
Alaska and it gives complete 
details on how to plan your 
Alaska trip. More than 501) 
fishing spots are identified. 

It includes mile-by-mile 
trips to some of the hot fish¬ 
ing spots, just like our own 
Vancouver Island Logging 
Road Travel books do. 

The cover of Alaska Fishing 
Guide is outstanding. It shows 
Spencer De Vito, knee high 
in the Kenai River wrestling 
to hold up a 75-pound chinook 
salmon (nearly as big as him¬ 
self) which he caught on 
15-pound test line. 

It is a tremendous picture, 
but to Vancouver Islanders a 
little nauseating. It is a col¬ 
ored fish, black and red, ob¬ 
viously ready for the spawn¬ 
ing beds. 

We do catch them that big 
around Vancouver Island 
saltwater fishing spots oc¬ 
casionally. but not many an¬ 
glers would fish them on the 
spawning beds, although it is 
permissible to fish for the 
bright ones in the rivers. 

It always amazes me to 
read the American outdoor 
books and see them pictureing 
these black fish taken by 
“sports” fishing in the rivers. 

Now. I don’t object to fish¬ 
ing salmon in the rivers, al¬ 
though lots of sportsmen do. 
Catching a bright salmon in a 
river can be much better 
sport than catching the same 
sized salmon on wire line or 
30-pound-test nylon and a 
pound or more of weight in 
the ocean. Anri a fish is a po¬ 
tential spawner no matter 
where It is caught. But ... 
making a display out of catch¬ 
ing the black spawners is 
something else, again. 

Another thing that often 
puzzles me is those red- 
colored Arctic char you see 
anglers catching on the televi¬ 
sion and in outdoor magazine 
stories. Surely they are col¬ 
ored spawners. That I don’t 
really know, but someday I 
may get up to the far north 


and find out for inyself. 1 
wouldn’t be above fishing for 
them to find out just what it 
is all about. 

But, I do expect that some¬ 
day it will be discovered those 
red Arctic char are reHlIy 
something quite precious.

You can atiU find ham¬ 
burger here and there for 69c 
a pound, not quite twice what 
it was earlier in my life, but 
Hank steak is up nearly ten 
times as much! 

There are several reason* 
for the increase in interest in 
flank, gastronomic ally as well 
as economically speaking. In 
the first place, folks have dis¬ 
covered the fantastic, flavor of 
flank and have begun to use it 
in ways that Grandma 
wouldn’t have dreamed of. 

All of the recipes for flank 
steak in Grandma’s old cook 
books called lor braising it. 
usually stuffed, and only after 
“scoring deeply and pounding 
with the edge of a plate or po¬ 
tato masher.” Somewhat 
more modem cook books list 
the flank as the cut to use for 
“Ixondun broil” anil therein 
lies the beginning of the high 
cost of flank. 

“London broil’' is a great 
and extremely simple dish 
made by broiling a flank very 
quickly for only 4 or 5 min¬ 
utes on each side and then 
slicing the steak veiy thinly 
across the grain. In restau¬ 
rants all across the country it 
has become a standard lun¬ 
cheon dish. The famous 



Perry's on Union Street In 
San Francisco serves beau¬ 
tifully’ grilled and perfectly 
carved slices of “London 
broil” on toast as one of its 
featured Items for both lunch 
and dinner. 

Unfortunately there are 
only TWO flank steaks per 
beef and each weighs only one 
and a half or two pounds. 
With that limited a Bupply the 
success of the dish at Perry's 


alone may' have caused the 
high cost of flank. 

Another factor that has In¬ 
creased the demand tor flank 
steak and thereby helped in¬ 
crease its price is the tremen¬ 
dous interest in Chinese wok 
cookery. They were virtually 
unknown in most North Amer¬ 
ican kitchens not many'years 
ago, but today woks ere 
almost as common as cast 
iron skillets and those Anitas

who don’t own one are doing 
their Chinese “stirMiy” cook¬ 
ing in their cast iron skillet. 

What, you ask, does that 
have to do with the cost of 
Hank? Only this — most of 
the Chinese stiivfry recipes 
for beef call for beef flank. 
For example, in the Chinese 
Cookbook by Craig Claiborne 
nnd Virginia Lee, there are 19 j 
recipes for beef and ten of 
them call for flank steak. The 
rest call for ox tail, shin of 
beef, short ribs and tripe; all 
outs that, like flank, are any¬ 
thing but tender but for the 
most j>art CHEAP — all ex¬ 
cept flank! 

Flank steak used be cheap 
and found its spot, in the pea¬ 
sant cooking of China for that 
reason — more, I would ven¬ 
ture than because it was the 
best cut oC !>eef to use in a 
wok. 

Whatever the reason, there 
are several cuts that can be 
substituted in eny stir-fry 
recipe at considerable savings 
over flank. Top round, bottom 
round, the muscles of the 
/buck, even shank meat are 
all as tender as flank to begin 
with, and all can be used for 
stir-try if they are cut proper¬ 
ly. The secret is in the slicing. 
Slice almost any inexpensive 
cut of beef into thin strips 
ACROSS the grain, just as 
you would oarve a "London 
broil,” and you will have as 
fine a meat as flank steak for 
stir-fry. 

The same is not true of 
“London broil.” That recipe, 
as far as I’m concerned, 
should be carved in stone, and 
at least half of the world’s 
flank steaks saved for its pre¬ 
paration. For the real thing in- [ 
a “London broil.” save up 
your money and buy a flank 
steak. 

Do not let the butcher run it 
through the tenderizing ma¬ 
chine! Do not let him roll it 
up in a pinwheel fashion and 
stick a skewer through it. 
Don’t even marinate it, if you 
want the real thing. Look for 
a flank with a few streaks of 
fat running through the lean, 
lay it out flat, season it with 
nothing but salt and pepper, 
broil it, then slice it thin hold¬ 
ing the knife almost flat on 
top of the meat. 

That's “London broil!” Any 
other cut of meat bearing the 
label is a phoney. It’s bad 
enough for a “London broil” 
lover to have to bear the high 
cost of flank steak but it real¬ 
ly makes me boil to see other 
cuts sold as “London broil” 
for more money than the 
same cut would have been 
without that label.

Mrs. Spurrier met Calvert 
Spurrier when he was sta¬ 
tioned in the air force in Eng¬ 
land and they were married 
in his hometown of Alton in 
October, 1972. She said her 
husband never completed the 
paperwork necessary for her 
to become a resident alien be¬ 
fore their divorce in March, 
1976. 

Now she has to marry an 
American and live with him 
for at least a year before she 
can qualify for permanent 
residence. She plans to be¬ 
come a citizen after that. 

“This is my home. My chil¬ 
dren are here and all my 
friends are here,” she said. 

So she placed an ad in the 
local newspaper, the Wood 
River Journal, that read: 

“White English lady seek¬ 
ing marriage for immigration 
purposes.” 

Mrs. Spurrier said she was 
a little wary of whom she 
might meet as a response to 



the ad so she plans to have a i 
chaperone with her when she 
interviews the men. She 
knows what she is looking for.

Drastic changes were al¬ 
ready in the works for Van¬ 
couver-based pop group 
j Sweeney Todd when its first 
I single recording. Roxy Roller, 
j started climbing the record 
charts about five months ago. 

The recording, on the Lon- 
j don label, has since achieved 
I gold status but Sweeney Todd 
will never be the same. 

It all Started wfien lead 
I singer Nick Gilder, 25, who 
| also co-wrote the group's ma¬ 
terial with guitarist Jim 
I McCullough, was offered a 
| contract with the Los Angeles 
label Chrysalis, distributed in 
CanndA by Capitol Records. 
With the exception of McCul¬ 
lough, Sweeney Todd was not 
invited to sign. 

Gilder is reported to have 
taken about five months to 
decide whether to stay with 
the band — the current unit is 
about two years old —- or 
move on to a solo career. 

“At the time Roxy Roller 



made the charts, we weren’t 
well known anywhere outside 
of British Columbia,” Gilder 
said In a recent interview in 
Toronto. 

"There were going to have 
to be changes in the band and 


it was either make the 
changes and sort the produc¬ 
tion thing out or . . . pursue a 
solo career. Starting all over 
again seemed like an Incred¬ 
ible challenge, and it excited 
me.” 

McCullough, who worked 
with Gilder on all material on 
Sweeney Todd’s London al¬ 
bum. also was put under con¬ 
tract with Chrysalis. He will 
be working on Glider’s first 
solo album, now in the plan¬ 
ning stages in Loe Angeles. 

Asked if there were hard 
feelings as a result of the 
changes * in Sweeney Todd, 
Gilder said it was likely. 

"It was an unusual situation 
because we had tins very 
successful record and I wasn’t 
confident in the unit. It was 
getting to the point w-here 
we’d do a show' and I wouldn’t 


feel good about it afterwards 
like one should. 

"The unit left itself open to 
a lot of criticism and when 
you’re at the professional 
level you can’t afford that. 
Everyone has got to be re¬ 
sponsible and that wasn’t hap¬ 
pening.’ 

Ironically, as Gilder was 
speaking in his downtown 
hotel room. Sweeney Todd 
was only blocks away at an 
awards presentation. The 
group received the gold 
record plaque for Roxy 
Roller.

Garden Notes 


HOODIJCE IN COMPOST 
(L.W., Saanich ton) 

These creatures, known also 
as pillbugs, sow bugs and 
slaters, are doing no harm in 
your compost heap. While 
they have been known to feed 
upon young seedlings, espe¬ 
cially in greenhouses and 
•coldframes, generally speak¬ 
ing their function in nature is 
that of scavenger — what you 
might call part of nature’s re¬ 
cycling process. 

VIRGINIA CREEPER (G.N., 
Victoria) 

This vine cannoi possibly do 
any harm to the bricks and 
mortar of your house wall. 
The creeper holds to the wall 
by adhesive discs which do 
not penetrate the surface. Ac¬ 
tually, Virginia Creeper pro¬ 
tects the wall to some extent 
from rain and weather. 
DIVIDING PEONIES (A.S. 
Co I wood) 

Peonies may be taken up, 
divided and replanted any 
time after their leaves start 
to turn color in the fall. Cut 
away and bum all top growth 
to prevent the spread of 
peony botrytis disease, then 


cut up the roots into portions 
showing from three to five 
“eyes” at growth buds in the 
cro\yn. 

Dust the cut surfaces of the 
root pieces with sulphur, then 
replant in sandy loam soil, 
ideally enriched with veiy old 
rotted manure. Plant with the 
crowns two inches deep and 
space your plants at least 414 
feet apart, as peonies have a 
pronounced dislike of over¬ 
crowding. 

CHICKEN RIJN (A.McM., 
Ladysmith) 

Ladysmith) 

as a chicken rim will be quite 
rich in nitrates, fairly rich in 
phosphate, and probably poor 
in potash. Also, it will almost 
certainly be compacted and 
sour. 

Better dig, plough or rototill 
it as deeply as possible, incor¬ 
porating a considerable quan¬ 
tity of chopped straw, which 
has a wonderfully invigorat¬ 
ing effect upon sick soil. 
Dress with sulphate of potash 
or muriate of potash at the 
rate of half a cupful per 
square yard and rake in shal¬ 
lowly. 


Potatoes on this ground 
would almost certainly come 
scabby, the first year any¬ 
way. Carrots, onions, beets, 
turnips, peas and beans would 
find the soil too rank and 
strong the first year, but I 
would think that with the ad¬ 
dition gt some lime, you could 
makfc a start next spring with 
lettuce, spinach, cabbage or 
any of the other vegetables 
grown especially for their 
leaves. 

DADV LONG LEGS (I.O’C., 

Victoria) 

The damage in your lawn is 
almost certainly the work of 
leatherjackets, a legless and 
very hungry grub, brownish 
grey in color and up to 114 
inches long when fully grown. 
Its mother is the Crane Fly, 
known to children as Daddy 
Long T<ogs, an awkward flying 
insect with two narrow wings, 
long delicate legs and a thin 
body, commonly seen around 
the fall of the year. Each fe¬ 
male lays up to 500 eggs just 
below the surface in damp 
soil, very often in lawns, and 
these hatch out in about two 
weeks to become the leather- 


jacket grubs which feed upon 
fhe qpots of grasses and other 
plants. 

I suggest you treat your 
lawn now, and again around 
the middle of next March, 
with Diazinon 1214 per cent 
liquid emulsion, 2 table¬ 
spoonfuls per gallon of water. 
Apply with a watering can at 
a time when the soil is al¬ 
ready moist, as the chemical 
penetrates better in damp 
ground than in dry. 
BERGAMOT TEA (H.S., Vic¬ 
toria) 

The time to pick and dry 
Monarda (Bergamot) leaves 
is just before the flowers ap¬ 
pear; some folks dry the flow¬ 
ers too. 

In making Bergamot tea 
with either dried leaves or 
dried flowers, the proportions 
are the same as with ordinary 
Ceylon tea; that is, one tea¬ 
spoonful per cup and one for 
the pot. Add freshly boiling 
water and steep for five min¬ 
utes. 

When served hot it is said to 
induce sleep and relax the 
muscles.

WASHINGTON (UPI) 

The U.S. Supreme Court ap¬ 
pears likely to cancel Us stay 
of the death penalty for con¬ 
victed killers in Georgia. 
Texas and Florida, but of¬ 
ficials are leery about pre¬ 
dicting which state might 
carry out the first execution 
in America since 1967. 

Six men on death row in 
Arkansas may loam as the 
court opens its 1976-77 term a 
week from Monday whether 
their sentences comply with 
rules the justices laid down 
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last July when capital punish- I 
nient law’s in the other three 
states were upheld. 

And the court probably will 
decide in the coming term 
whether rapists can be sen¬ 
tenced to die even though 
their victims live. 

Some or those decisions 
could be made this week as 
the justices, preparing to open 
their new term Oct. 4. work 
behind closed doors to sift 
through some 900 appeals left 
over from the last term or 
filed during the summer. De¬ 
cisions on which appeals were 
accepted could be announced 
during the first public session. 

Prison officials count 47 in¬ 
mates on death row In Texas. 
79 in Florida and 32 in Geor¬ 
gia. 

At least three of the Geor- 
gains were condemned tq 
death for rape. Their appeals 
could be the vehicle for a su¬ 
preme court ruling on 
whether the state law can 
sentence someone to death for 
a crime in which no victim 
I die*. 

The justices ruled last July 
that the death sentence is not 
cruel and unusual punishment 
for mi/rder if a jury has the 
authority to find specific mi¬ 
tigating circumstances, de¬ 
tailed by law. warranting a 
life prison sentence and if 
state supreme courts are per¬ 
mitted to determine whether 
death sentences have been ap¬ 
plied evenly to similar cir- 
cumstances. 

The Georgia. Texas and 
Florida law’s met that test. 
Laws in North Carolina. Loui¬ 
siana and Oklahoma setting 
mandatory death sentences 
for specific crimes were 
struck down. 

The high court said in * 
footnote its ruling applied 
only to cases involving the 
death of a victim. 

The legal defenre fund of 
the National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored 
People asked for and received 
a stay of execution while 
seeking a rehearing of the 
Geogia, Texas and Florida 
cases. But rehearing* almost 
always are denied and the 
stay presumably will be lifted 
automatically this time.

Following studies would 
identify areas to he avoided, 
and then would establish a 
several-miles-wide corridor in 
which the line could he 
placed. The final study would 
contain specific recommenda¬ 
tions for routing the line. 

RIM, ALDERTON of Beak 
Consultants, doing the studies 
for B.C. Hydro, said the main 
impacts of the line are likely 
to be social and environ¬ 
mental, with the visual aspect 
of the line being one of the 
most difficult social problems, 
and construction of the line 
having the greatest impact on 
the environment.

DETROIT < CPI) The 
United Auto Workers Union 
confirmed Saturday that its 
top officers had given up their 
salaries for the duration of 
the strike against the Ford 
Motor Co. 

At the same time, top nego¬ 
tiators on both sides were 
holding a private meeting to 
find a way around the im¬ 
passe that has stalled the 
talks effecting 170.000 
workers. The meeting was re¬ 
garded as the moat encourag¬ 
ing since formal bargaining 
resumed Monday. 

The participants included 
V A W President Leonard 
Woodcock and Ford labor 
vice-president Sidney McKen¬ 
na and their top aides. 

Sources indicated the auto 
firm already had prepared a 
new contract proposal but had 
not laid it on the bargaining 
table because of the UAW's 
reluctance to allow it to be 
made public. One union 
source said thattomaking the 


offer public wpuld be ‘like 
bargaining in a fish bowl." 

The proposal, described by 
one company source as being 
a ‘ modification" of earlier 
offers rather than a complete 
c hange. was believ ed to con¬ 
tain a new company stand on 
a key union demand for less 
time on the job with no loss in 
pay.. The UAW claims this 
would help create more jobs. 

The union said Woodcock 
and vice-president Ken Ban- 
non received their Iasi pay- 
checks the day alter the 
strike began at midnight. 
Sept. 14. 

\Vo«>deock currently earns 
$48,799.58 a year and in the 
first two weeks of the strike 
will loose $1,87U in salary. 
Bannon. head of the UAW’s 
Ford department, is paid 
$40,683.70 a yar and has lost 
S1.561 in salary. 

"It’s a standard procedure 
in our union that the top of¬ 
ficers stop receiving pay dur¬ 
ing a strike." a union spokes¬ 
man said. 


$2 million in marijuana 
nabbed aboard sailboat 


MIAMI (DPI) A 54-foot 
sailing vessel, with an es¬ 
timated $2 million worth of 
marijuana aboard according 
to a coast guard spokesman, 
was escorted into Miami Sat¬ 
urday by the cutter Daun¬ 
tless. 

The Nahoa was boarded by 
the coast guard in Haitian 
waters Wednesday. It had 
been spotted the night before 
by a Drug Enforcement Ad¬ 
ministration plane off Jamai¬ 
ca, and chased into Haitian 
waters with that govern¬ 
ment’s permission.

Breath reading .08 
death inquest told

VANDERHOOF — The 
RCMP constable who inves¬ 
tigated the July 3 death of 21- 
year-old Sophie Thomas tes¬ 
tified Saturday he thought the 
car which struck the native 
woman was speeding, but did 
not recommend charges be 
laid. 

Constable Neil Taylor also 
told the oppning day of an 
inquest into the woman’s 
death that the driver of the 
car had a blood-alcohol read¬ 
ing of .08 about one hour after 
the incident. 

Richard Redekop of Van- 
derhoof was the driver of the 
car which struck and killed 
the native woman about 3:30 


a.m. as she walked home to 
the reserve with friends. She 
was nine months pregnant. 

The group was attending 
50th anniversary celebrations 
in the town about seven miles 
east of the Stony Creek re¬ 
serve. 

Under heavy questioning by 
Thomas family lawyer Harry 
Rankin. Taylor said he judged 
from skidmarks at the scene 
that the Redekop vehicle was 
travelling between 40 and 45 
miles an hour. He said the 
road surface w r as dry and 
there were two street lamps 
in the immediate vicinity of 
the accident. 

The speed limit of 30 miles 
an hour is not posted on that 
section of road. 


Taylor said he did not con¬ 
sider laying # a charge of 
speeding because further 
investigation by a second 
member of the detachment 
trained in determining car 
speeds from skidmarks, 
showed there was no evidence 
to support the charge. 

Skidmarks stretched for 
71.7 feet at the scene. He said 
the investigation also contra¬ 
dicted statements by 
witnesses at the scene that 
the Redekop car was travel¬ 
ling between 30 and 70 miles 
an hour. 

Taylor said witnesses 
ranged from sober to drunk.

“When I spent six months 
on my back last year because 
of an accident I found myself 
thinking there must be less 
onerous ways to earn a liv¬ 
ing.”

U.S. poverty 
highest 
in 17 years 

WASHINGTON (AJP> — 
More Americans slid into po¬ 
verty last year than any time 
in the 17 years the govern¬ 
ment has been keeping track, 
the U.S. census bureau said 
Saturday. 

The bureau blamed the 2.5- 
million increase in poverty- 
stricken people on the effect 
of high inflation in the midst 
of recession, coupled with 
widespread exhaustion of un¬ 
employment . benefits last 
year. 

Despite an $818 increase in 
median family income last 
year, to 513,720 a year, infla¬ 
tion dragged the buying 
power of that income down to 
the lowest level in five years 
in 1975, the census bureau 
said. 

The drop worked out to 2.6 
per cent and followed a 3.5- 
per-cent drop in 1974.

companies, but Social Credit 
has buried any action on the 
report.

Don’t dose the history books on Emily Cart" — 
nol yet. 

The last chapter is painful to friends of the 
famous painter and embarrassing to Victorians. 

There’s always hope it’s not Ihe final chapter. 

The home in which Emily Carr was born in 
1871 is in a state of decay. 

It was restored in 1970 through the efforts of 
the Victoria Junior Chamber of Commerce with the 
help of federal funds. 

The city of Victoria chipped in by landscaping 
the property. 

But the historic house at 207 Government in 
the heart of James Bay is falling apart. 

The paint is peeling in every room: there’s dry 
rot in the' floors: the plaster falls from the ceiling. 

There is no money to do even the most neces¬ 
sary maintenance work. 

Tile provincial government pays for the running 
costs, such as water and power, but one of the four 
or five volunteers has to p«ty the monthly phone bill. 

Margaret Ely. a Victoria artist, is currently 
exhibiting her watercolors at the Emily Carr Art 
Centre. 

■’It’s absolutely shocking; there isn’t even any 
paint to beautify the house,” she said in an inter¬ 
view Friday. 

"If it weren’t for a few volunteers, the place 
w ould already be in total chaos,” she added. 

Many of the visitors to the home come from 
the U.S. and from Eastern Canada, according to 
Mrs. Ely, and they are shocked at the home’s state 
of repair. 

"They appreciate Emily Carr more than Vic¬ 
toria does,” she said. 

There is no grant from the provincial govern¬ 
ment. “They're saving money,” one of the volun¬ 
teers said. 

"If no one helps, the Emily Carr home will soon 
be beyond repair,” said another. 

They want someone to write the last chapter 
In the story of Emily Carr’s home — a happy chap¬ 
ter, a happy ending.

Nobody knows why, but the 
Queen of Victoria has had 
more than its share of trouble 
over the last six years. 

Friday, the vessel, which 
some say is jinxed, whs in 
trouble again. 

Running behind schedule 
due to engine trouble in the 
morning, the ferry got a g»x>d 
smack in the bow in the after¬ 
noon when it was struck by an 
AJaskan fishpacker heading 
through fog in Active Pass to 
Seattle. 

No damage was reported to 
either vessel. The only incon¬ 
venience was a delay in arriv¬ 
al for the 630 Vancouver- 
bound passengers. 

The Queen of Victoria’s un¬ 
lucky streak began in August, 
1970, wtien three passengers 
died after a collision between 
the ferry and a Russian 
freighter in Active Pass. 

A Saanich man drove off 
the car deck last June and 
disappeared into the choppy 
waters of Active, Pass. 

The vessel has had at least 
two fires, none of them 
serious, in the past four 
years. 

Like the rest of the ferries 
in the fleet, the Queen of Vic¬ 
toria has had its share of y>eo- 
ple who jumped or fell from 
her decks. 

But a B.C. Ferries official 
Friday night had no explana¬ 
tion why the vessel has had 
the string of bad luck.

“We know where the line is 
going to start, and where it is 
going to stop. Everything else 
is still under study," B.C. 
Hydro officials ,have told the 
Nanaimo Region Board. 

The Hydro delegation was 
present at Ihe request of the 
regional board, which invited 
Hydro to provide more de¬ 
tailed information about its 
proposed 500-Kilovolt cable 
crossing of Georgia Strait. 
The line is necessary, Hydro 
says, to meet future Island 
jjower requirements. 

B.C. HYDRO planning from 
now on will take the form of a 
series of increasingly specific 
studies, one official told the 
board, with the first studies 
showing the general features 
of the study area, and iden¬ 
tifying the main problems. 

Following studies would 
identify areas to lie avoided, 
and then would establish a 
several-miles-wide corridor in 
which the line could , be 
placed. The final -Study would 
contain sjiecific recommenda¬ 
tions for routing the line. 

BILL ALDER TON of Beak 
Consultants, doing the studies 
for B.C. Hydro, said the main 
impacts of the line are likely 
to be social and environ¬ 
mental. with the visual aspect 
of the line being one of the 


most difficult social problems, 
and construction of the line 
having the greatest impact on 
the environment. 

Once the line is in opera¬ 
tion. it should have little or no 
environmental impact, said 
Alderton. 

JOE BATHO, a systems en¬ 
gineer with B.C. Hydro, said 
the corjx>ration’s forecasters 
see u clear need for the line. 
At present, the power demand 
on the Island is about 1.000 
megawatts < one megawatt 
equals one million watts). 

By 1983, the power require¬ 
ment is expected to lie 1.800 
megawatts, well exceeding 
the capacity of the tw'o AC 
and one DC lines now con¬ 
necting the Island to the 
mainland. Another DC cable 
should be operational shortly, 
and will satisfy power re¬ 
quirements until 1983. 

THE NEW LINK will begin 
at Chekai substation near 
Squamish, and end up at 
Dunsmuir substation near 
Qualicum Bay. on Vancouver 
Island, and will actually be 
two 500-kilovolt lines side by 
side. 

The lines will probably con¬ 
sist of both overhead and un¬ 
derwater cables. 

JUST WHERE is will come 
ashore, and how the transition 
from underwater to overhead 


lines will be made, still must 
be determined, Batho said. 

The line could come ashore 
near Qualicum Bay and go di¬ 
rectly to the Dunsmuir sub¬ 
station, where it would tie in 
with the new transmission 
corridor now being surveyed 
for the Island, or it might 
come ashore at another point, 
and go inland to the transmis¬ 
sion corridor and then to the 
Dunsmuir substation. 

THE SECOND alternative 
would require widening the 
transmission corridor for the 
distance that it carries lioth 
the Island distribution line 
and the power transmission 
line from the mainland. 

The corporation -has looked 
into generating stations on 
Vancouver Island, but the 
problem of getting fuel to 
■such stations is a major one, 
Batho said. 

B.C. HYDRO is confident, 
he added, that: the extensive 
net work of transmission 
cables to the Island will pro¬ 
vide adequate security to Is¬ 
land users in the event of a 
cable failure. 

IN ADDITION, each three- 
phase power line contains a 
fourth cable which can be 
switched to any phase which 
is damaged, to allow repair ol 
a damaged cable, Batho said.

Changes, designed by Jerry

worked out with the help of 
greens superintendent Keith 
Berwick and his assistant. 
Greg Barnes, are many and 
included giving the back nine 
a completely new look. 

In addition to moving to the 
first tee, which shortens the 
first hole by 13 yards, they 
include four new greens, a 
completely new hole and 
wholesale switching of holes 
on the back nine.

Ihe 14th is 
the former llth. the 15th used 
to l*e the 12th. the lfith was 
the 13th, the 17th was the 14th 
and the 18th is the complete 
nrw hole, a 280-yard par-four 
with the green right in front 
of the clubhouse. The other 
nrw green on the back nine is 
the 12th. 


The former 18th is now' lo 
be used for growing turf. 

Par is now ^32-35 with the 
front nine measuring 2292 
yards and the back nine mea¬ 
suring 2691 yards and includ¬ 
ing only two of the six par- 
three holes. The 17th, now 433 
yards, is the only par-four 
measuring more than 363 
yards.

JOE MOTTISHAW and Roy Sinden weren’t among their 
club's top scorers, but they were two of the most dedicated 
and popular members of Victoria McDonalds and they made 
many a contribution in helping their club reach the Canadian 
junior lacrosse final.

Team strengthening not 
only results in the kind of odious decision forced on coach Bill 
Munroe and manager Bob Reid and the cruel denials it 
brought Ihe two young men. but it also tends to take some¬ 
thing away from victory. Winning with what can be practical- 
]y an all-atar team just has to lose something when team¬ 
mates who have given their best far several seasons nre 
forced to watch. If the CLA felt so strongly that the Western 
leam had to be reinforced it could at least have allowed all 
of the McDonald players to remain eligible and allow Munroe 
to pick game lineujis from his arbitrarily-lengthened roster. 
What happened to Sinden. who had a broken hand but could 
have made at least a token appearance so he could be a part 
of it, and Mottishaw and to Munnte, who had to make the 
decision on who was going to be bumped shouldn’t happen 
in amateur sport. Bui, unfortunately, lacrosse can sometime* 
l>e too amateur.

Soviet pilot delects 
for asylum in U.S. 


TEHRAN. Iran (UPI) 

The government said Satur¬ 
day a Soviet air force lieu¬ 
tenant had defected to Iran by 
air and asked for asylum in 
the United States - the sec¬ 
ond defec tion of a Soviet pilot 
this month. 

The government identified 
the pilot as Lt. Valentin Ivan¬ 
ovich Zaslmov and said he 
landed a small AN2 passenger 
plane Thursday in the Azer¬ 
baijan area just across the 
border from the Soviet Union. 

The announcement said Za- 
simov asked for asylum in the 
United States but a U.S. em¬ 
bassy spokesman reached at 
home said he had not heard of 
the defection and pilot’s re¬ 
quest for asylum. 

The announcement gave no 


further description of the 
plane nr pilot and said Iran¬ 
ian authorities were review¬ 
ing his request. 

Later the U.S. sjiokcsman 
said that even two days after 
the reported defection the 
U.S. government apparently 
had not yet been advised of¬ 
ficially by Iran of the pilot’s 
request tor as.Vlum. 

The spokesman said this 
was possibly because Azer¬ 
baijan is such a remole area 
and Ihe U.S. consul and his 
assistant were in Tehran for 
an embassy conference, leav¬ 
ing Ihe consulate unmanned. 
, A diplomatic source said 
the plane apparently had 
landed at a little used air 
field at Ahar, about 50 miles 
northeast erf Tabriz. 


Earlier this month a Soviet 
pilot flew a MiG25 Foxbat to 
northern Japan and asked l<jr 
asylum in the United States. 

That defection created a 
sensation in intelligence cir¬ 
cles because the MiG25 is the 
most sophisticated jet in the 
Soviet air forc e and little was 
known about it.

Beginning Monday an of 
ffeial 10-per-cent price in¬ 
crease takes effect on 149 con¬ 
sumer articles everything 
from cigarettes to gasoline, 
ham and eggs, rice and 
beans, sewing machines and 
television sets. 

Hotel operators announced 
plans to petition the govern¬ 
ment for authorization to 
raise room rates by 25 i>er 
cent 1o meet rising costs. 
While the rate increases 
would hurt Mexican tourists, 
the hotelmon said tourists 
from the United States spend¬ 
ing dollars would still be 
ahead, getting 21 per cent 
more for their money. 

There were predictions that 
train and bus fares soon will 
join the upward spiral. Air¬ 
lines already have announced 
plans to institute rate in¬ 
creases. 

Mexic an newspapers report¬ 
ed that fruit and vegetable 
vendors in the capital’s prin¬ 
cipal markets have jacked up 
prices in some cases as much 
as 300 per cent, while in 
others the most sought-after 
items were being deliberately 
withheld from sale until new 
prices can be offered. 

There were fears in some 
quarters that Mexico may he 
headed into wage-price spiral 
that will trigger heavy infla¬ 
tion. 

Manuel R. Palacios, pres¬ 
ident of the collegium of law- 
professors at the University of 


Mexico, c alled for strict price 
controls on all consumer 
items. 

Without them, he warned, 
Mexico may find itself under 
new pressures within 90 days 
for another round of wage in¬ 
creases to meet price rises 
put into effect over and above 
official price limits.

that on balance, American 
planes would be superior in 
air combat. In addition to the 
F-14 and the F-15, two other 
planes. General Dynamics’ 
F-16 and the McDonne! Doug- 
las-Northrop F-16, are now 
l>eing tested and will be 
ready for deployment later 
this year. 

Futher, the sources note, 
the Foxbrft, which can he 
used for reconnaissance, is 
clearly inferior to what is con¬ 
sidered the world’s most so¬ 
phisticated aircraft, the U.S. 
Air Force’s SR-71 reconnais¬ 
sance plane. In July, the 
J5R-71 set a new world speed 
leuurd of 2.189 miles per hour 
<about mach 3.2) at over 
85,000 feet altitude, breaking 
the previous record of 1,853 
miles per hour, held by the 
Foxbat for three years. 

Technicians analysing Vhe 
Foxbat in Japan. Pentagon 'of¬ 
ficials say. have found that 
the technology in the SR-71 is 
vastly more sophisticated 
than thaf of the Foxbat. de¬ 
spite the fact that both planes 
came off the drawing board in 
1966. 


Detailed study of the Fox- 
l>at, the sources say. has 
shown the following differ¬ 
ences between U.S. and So¬ 
net technology: 

Body design: The Foxbat 
metallurgy is relatively 
crude, with heavy allow' steel 
used in many critical stress 
sections. This indicates the 
Soviets have not yet mastered 
the use of special new light¬ 
weight alloys for high-speed 
aircraft. New U.S. designs use 
titanium or other lightweight 
metals exclusively. which 
means that the planes now 
deployed or being tested will 
have greater speed and man¬ 
oeuvrability. 

Electronics: The on-board 
computers and radars are not 
as sophisticated as American 
designs. Particularly impor¬ 
tant is the fact that the Fox¬ 
bat apparently lacks a good 
“look-down” radar that can 
focus on low-flying targets 
after filtering out ground clut¬ 
ter. New American warplanes 
like the F-15 are being 
equipped with a sophisticated ! 
“look-down” system. 

Missiles: The technicians I 
are surprised to discover that I 


the Foxbat ’s Acrid air-to-air 
missiles (used to destroy 
other aircraft in air combat i 
are seriously behind equival¬ 
ent American designs. The F- 
14 and F-15 planes, for exam¬ 
ple, carry Phoenix air-to-air 
missiles, which are effective 
up to arange of about 135 
miles. However, the Acrid 
missiles. l>est in the Soviet in¬ 
ventory, have a maximum 
range of about 80 miles. This 
difference is critical, air force 
officials point out, because it 
allows a U.S. plane with a 
longer “reach” to fire first. 

Engine design: The U.S. 
and Soviet technology appears 
to be roughly even, including 
the use of special devices to 
handle fuel that becomes dan-

gerously thinned when the - 
plane operates at maximum 
speeds. However, the Fox- 
bat’s engines must work 
harder because of its extra 
weight. Additionally, the Fox- 
bat’s acceleration is not as 
good as the American planes’. 

"All in all.” said one'air 
force official. “I’m not as 


impressed with Foxbat as I 
though 1 might be. And as far 
as the MiG being able to 
operate at 85,000 feet, that’s 
not one hell of a big advan¬ 
tage, especially when you’ve 
got radar. We can get the 
F-15 up to 67,000 feet, which is 
fine enough. The fact that you 
could sit 13,000 feet over the 
F-15 doesn’t mean much; the 
l»oint is who will sped who 
first, and who gets the first 
shot off. That’s what counts in 
m«idem aircraft.”

A third proposal would 
allow only the attorney- 
general or his designated au¬ 
thority to lay criminal 
charges against a juvenile. 

The attorney-general could 
refer young offenders to a 
screening agency which would 


EDMONTON (CP) — Cana¬ 
dian policemen agreed here to 
ask federal Solicitor-General 
Francis Fox for time to pre¬ 
pare a formal brief before the 
white paper on juvenile delin¬ 
quency becomes law.

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More grilling on bar privileges

The prosecution continued 
to hammer away Friday at 
the operation of the junior- 
ranks mess at'CFB Esquimau 
in the court martial of 32- 
year-old Cpl. Robert Allan 
Ganner. 

Ganner is before a five-man 
board on 24 charges, most of 
them in connection with his 
term as president of Club 41, 
a social club at CFB Esqui¬ 
mau. 

Other charges are in con¬ 
nection with articles found at 
Garner's home at 4639 Cor¬ 
dova Bay Road, Saanich, and 
at fleet diving unit Pacific, 
where he worked. 

Judge advocate is Lt-Col. 

.T, B Fay or Halifax and thp 
members of the court-martial 
board are Capt. R.D. Okros of 
maritime staff Pacific (pres¬ 
ident!, Cmdr. P. G. Bissell of 
Canadian Forces fleet school, 
Cmdr. H. B. Kieran of 
HMCS Yukon, Lt.-Cmdr. D. 

\ H. Alderson of maritime staff 
Pacific and Lieut. D. K. J. 
Baltes or HMCS Thunder. 

Chief prosecutor Major Wil¬ 
liam Reed of Edmonton, as¬ 
sisted by Capt. Mel Hunt of 
Vancouver, called a total of 14 
witnesses on the fourth day of 
the trial, including four 
members of the executive 
under Ganner and five staff 
members. 

Taking up the most time 
was Master Corporal Michael 
Joseph iSylvio Dalrymple of 
1339 Saunders, Esquimau. 
Dalrymple faces court mar¬ 
tial Tuesday concerning his 
connection with the club. 

Under questioning by Reed, 
Dalrymple said there were 
•bar cards” for sports and 
duty executives as well as the 
president and entertainment 
chairman. 

Bar cards are cards on 
which liquor can be pur¬ 
chased bn credit and are 
available only to certain 
members of the executive. 

Friday’s testimony was that 
Ihe president and vice- 
president shared the pres¬ 
ident’s bar card and that 
there were separate cards for 
Ihe entertainment chairman, 
sports and those designated 
as duty executive. » 

Dftlrymple, a mechanical 
technician at CFB Esquimau, 
lold the court he was vice- 
president from December to 
March and entertainment 
chairman between October, 
1974, and last December. 

Ganner, Dalrymple said, 
gave him permission to use a 
bar card and that the bill was 
paid for at happy hour prices. 

It was established’that reg¬ 
ular prices at the time were 
40 cents for a single drink and 
that during happy hour, which 
occurred Friday afternoons 
from 2 to 4 p.m., prices were 
cut to 25 cents a single drink. 

Dalymple said that he had 
been treated by Ganner to 
drinks before becoming vice- 
president. and that anyone on 
the entertainment committee 
could use the entertainment 
chairman’s bar. card. 

Asked by Reed a boat'taking 
bottles from the bar area, 
Dalrymple said he had oc¬ 
casion to take a bottle from 
ihe bar but he replaced it 
next morning. Questioned 
whether anyone else did this, 
Dalrymple replied that Gan¬ 
ner did it "a couple of times.” 

When Reed asked what kind 
of liquor Ganner took, 
Dalrymple replied, Royal Re¬ 
serve rye. 

Dalrymple said the staff 
Christmas party, which was 
mentioned in Thursday’s pro¬ 
ceedings, took place Dec. 18 
and was financed through do¬ 
nations from merchants. 
Upon further questioning by 
Reed. Dalrymple said he be¬ 
lieved that 5200 was allocated 
to the party during a commit¬ 
tee meeting. 

During Thursday’s testimo¬ 
ny. Cpl. James Simpson. * a 
former mess manager now 
stationed in OFB Shilo. Man., 
said the party cost a total of 
51.400 and was financed by 
5400 left by the late Sgt. 
David Blue,, the outgoing 
manager at the time; 5275 
was allocated by a mess 
meeting; $290 came from a 
lottery operated within the 
mess; and the rest from 
about 20 firms which had 
dealings with the club. 

•Did you or Cpl. Ganner 
ever abuse bar-card privi¬ 
leges?” asked defence lawyer 
Major Brian Murphy of Ed¬ 
monton. 

"No, sir,” Dalrymple re¬ 
plied. 

“Did you consider the buy¬ 
ing of drinks for each other 
(on bar cards) proper?” 
Murphy continued. 

“Yes, sir,” Dalrymple re¬ 
plied. 

“To your knowledge, did 
you ever see Cpl. Ganner take 
a bottle of liquor without pay¬ 
ing for it?” Murphy asked. 

“No, sir,” Dalrymple stat¬ 
ed. 

During re-examination by 
Reed, Dalrymple said that 
bar cards were totalled at the 
end of the month and the 
amount was then “ written 
off." 

The point was not pursued 
by Reed. 

Pte. Carol Ann Cooper, a 
clerk at CFB Esquimalt who 
was mess secretary of Club 44 
from January until May this 
year, testified that the month¬ 
ly limit for the president's 
and entertainment chairman's 


bar cards was 560 and that 
she had approached Ganner 
about going over the limit and 
suggested he “cut it down.” 

On the previous testimony 
about a drink consisting of 
7 alhs of an ounce of liquor. 
Cooper said she learned about 
the practice during a party at 
which Ganner was present. 
She said it came up during 
“drunken conversation” arid, 
that Ganner confirmed it “a 
couple of days later” when 1 
she asked him if a drink was 
short of an ounce. She said 
Ghnner said it was, because 
of drippage. 

Murphy asked Cooper who 


was in charge of the automat¬ 
ic “YVunderbar” dispensing 
machines at the bar and she 
replied that: “In my estima¬ 
tion. that's the bar manager's 
job.” 

Doug Craig of 2826 Austin, 
testified he worked for Craig 
Dispensers, which - serviced 
the bar equipment at the club. 

He described the "Wunder- 
bar dispenser as an automatic 
liquor dispenser with push 
buttons connected to 6ix 
“pockets” of liquor. 

Craig said that about a year 
and a half ago he asked, out 
of curiosity, why machines 
were set at 7 H ths of announce. 


He said Ganner pointed lo a 
sign which said 40 cents a 
shot and said liquor at the 
dub was sold by the shot, not 
ounce. 

Under questioning by Fay, 
Craig said that, everywhere 


else he serviced machines, 
the amount of liquor on each 
push was one ounce. 

Questioned b y Murphy 
about how long Ihe club had 
been serving less than an 
ounce each drink, Craig re-

from Ireland to Aivansh. 

When McCullagh arrived at 
Aiyansh, the place had only been in 
existence for five years. The village 
had its start through Reverend R 
Tomlinson, a medical missionary, 
stationed at Kincolith. Part of his 
Itarish was Gitlamdamiks. on the up¬ 
per reaches of the Nass River. 

He arrived at the village unex¬ 
pectedly one day with a load of 
lumber to build a school house The 
Indians would not let him build, this 
would be a challenge to their customs 
they would not allow, it would be a 
permanent reminder of the white 
man. Mr. Tomlinson did not want to 
take the lumber back so he built the 
schoolhouse a few miles below 
Gitlamdamiks on a river edge clear¬ 
ing which the Indians called Aiyansh. 

The building remained empty for a 
few years. Until one of the Gitlam- 
damik’s Indians proclaimed 
themselves as Christians and moved 
away from the village to the clearing 
near the empty building 
★ ★ W 

ft was to this village, where the 
population had grown to five families, 
that Mr. McCullagh and his wife ar¬ 
rived in 1883 

The road to Aiyansh for McCullagh 
had been a long one. He was bom in 
Ireland in 1854 As a child he had been 
inquisitive and intense, attributes 
ncessary for a successful missionary. 
He was not able to complete his 
schooling due to his father's death, so 
he joined the British Army. During 
Ins army careei he had conducted Bi¬ 
ble classes and through his efforts he 
had risen high enough to be offered a 
commission. 

At this time he was stationed in 
Malta and was courting the chaplain's 
daughter. Mary Philippa Webster At 
the same time he was offered the 
commission he was asked by the 
church of England's Church Mis¬ 
sionary Society if he wished to go to 
British Columbia as a lay missionary. 
This he accepted. 

The young couple married and 
shortly after left Malta for the train¬ 
ing college in Cheltenham. Glouster. 
His background was ideal for a mis¬ 
sionary. He had mastered several 
languages in Europe he had proven 
hiq leadership qualities through his 
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army career. Most important his wife 
was the daughter of a chaplain and 
dedicated herself to his chosen life 
McCullagh was 29 and also had 
youth and energy to his credit. 

The small gathering of Indian 
families greeted Mr. and Mrs. McCul¬ 
lagh in that fall of 1883. Until their 
own cabin was built they lived in one 
of the Indian cabins. When the snow 
began to fall their cabin was ready 
and they moved in without furniture 
They made do with grass on the floor 
for a mattress and boxes substituted 
for tables and chairs. To the eager 
couple these were all petty an¬ 
noyances. 

Combined with the difficulties of 
building their house, the mission had 
to be set up. the language learned and 


come to the school and his newspaper 
injoyed a wide circulation. 

In 1893 he was able to purchase a 
printing press from England. Before 
he could print his paper, the press had 
to be assembled. There was no direc¬ 
tions included in the packing case so 
with a dictionary drawing he managed 
to piece it together. He had no rules 
how to lay the type but his first effort 
was painstakingly set word by word 
When the first frame was filled and 
tightened, he got he roller and ink 
ready and with great excitement he 
pulled his first proof. Without looking, 
he waved it excitedly around, 
then, great embarrassment! He had 
set the print backwards and could 
only read the first sheet by holding it 
up to the mirror!

a school arranged. To learn the 
language McCullagh employed older 
Indians to help with the building The 
process in modem expression we call 
total immersion. 

While they worked no English was 
spoken. The Indians named their ac¬ 
tions and the articles they used, Mc¬ 
Cullagh copied. Each word, as he 
learned it properly, he wrote down 
phonetically. Within two months he 
was able to deliver a short sermon in 
the Nishga language. 

The. missionaries, whether they 
wanted the role or not, had to be 
everything to the Indians. They were 
expected to know about medicine, 
keep a well stocked dispensary and 
to deal with accident or sickness as 
the need arose. 

Being a doctor had its respon¬ 
sibilities and its humorous side, too 
One of the older Indians refused to 
listen to the sermons and would sit 
with his fingers in his ears While out 
hunting one snowy day he had his 
finger inthe gun barrel to keep it dry 
A small branch caught the trigger and 
blew off the finger. When he came 
to McCullagh to dress the finger he 
asked whether there would be any 
serious consequences. McCullagh 
sympathized with him and said 
"Yes. you will never be able to put 
your fingers in your ears again ” 

Before he could perform his first 
act as the local dentist, he had to 
make the forceps on his small 
blacksmith’s forge 

* * ★ 

Daily lessons were part of the mis¬ 
sion life With his typewriter he was 
able to type up the lessons McCullagh 
completed a Nishga-English gram¬ 
mar and taught the Indians to read by 
phonetics In this manner they could 
read their own language. Later he 
was able to circulate amongst them 
an occasional newspaper called the 
HAGAGA He found the Indians were 
teaching others who were not able to 


His HAGAGA in 1909 became 
lfagaga. the Aiyansh Parish 
magazine and Indians' own paper' By 
then the paper was printed in English 
and the printers were boys of the 
parish. Subscription rates were 60 
cents a year He was able to do many 
translations into the Nishga language 
it wasn’t until 1914 the Church had to 
do printing for the Aiyansh mission, 
the small group was self sufficient. 

McCullagh and his wife were not 
long alone in British Columbia. A 
daughter was born and they named 
her Melita. the Greek synonym for 
Malta, where her parents met. She 
was destined to spend her life in the 
north. She married Arthur Priestley, 
whose family had come to the Nass 
valley, after hearing Rev. McCul¬ 
lagh speaking so enthusiastically 
about the country. The Colonist 
ISLANDER has printed the story of 
Arthur Priestley. There are still 
descendants of McCullagh in British 
Columbia today. 

* ★ ★ 

The McCullagh family did not 
spend all their time at Aiyansh. They 
moved their parish with the seasonal 
moves of the Indians. The beginning 
of March every year saw them at a 
camp on Fishery Bay. near the mouth 
of the Nass River. The Indians 
gathered there every year to collect 
their supply of oolichans for the year. 
Here McCullagh was able to meet the 
smaller groups who, until then, were 
scattered about the Nishga empire. 
The continuous rendering of the 
oolichan. which could only be done 
when the fish reached the right 
degree of ripeness, made the McCul- 
laghs long for the day when they could 
start back up the river. 

Their summer months were spent 
near tlx salmon canneries. Here they 
continued their dispensary every day. 
They encouraged the Indians to con¬ 
tinue with their studies by holding 
classes whenever it was convenient. 


Their presence also discouraged those 
of the employees of the canneries who 
wished to make extra money by 
bootlegging. The nearby canneries 
had to be visited, two services held 
each, one in Nishga and the other in 
English. 

In 1890 Bishop Ridley ordained Mc¬ 
Cullagh and he was the Reverend Mc¬ 
Cullagh. With this step upward he felt 
he could implement his dream for the 
village. He wanted a neatly laid out 
village with a proper church with a 
spire! He wrote of his dream to the 
Church Missionary Society and they 
sent him 200 pounds When he sat 
down to figure out what he could build 
for that price, it was very small, 
nothing like his church for 400 people. 
He found the largest expense would be 
"'the freight for the lumber from the 
mill to the village. So he planned for a 
sawmill. Not only would he be able to 
build the church but the Indians would 
be able to construct houses to com¬ 
plete a new village. 

★ ★ ★ 

The first money was not enough. 
W hen he went back on his furlough in 
1891 he spoke to many church groups 
and was able to raise the balance of 
the money. An experienced man was 
brought in to set up the mill and teach 
the Indians how to run the machinery. 
When this was done one of them was 
appointed engineer. It was handed 
over to the Indians with the under¬ 
standing enough lumber would be 
provided for a school, mission house 
and church. The first building to be 
completed was the school, and it was 
built on the new town site. Although 
McCullagh had long ago drawn up a 
town plan, the Indians had been reluc¬ 
tant to change their style of village. 
Traditionally their houses always 
faced the river, his plans called for 
the backs of the houses towards the 
river. 

Oct. 29, 1896. saw the opening of 
the new Holy Trinity Church. It was 
the last building to be completed. In 
the meantime the Indians had built on 
their choice of lots in the townsite. 
Each house had enough space that if 
one caught fire the whole village 
would not burn. 

Through all his trials his wife had 
been by his side. She had taught the 
girls to read and also in the domestic 
skills. She played the organ, taught 
one of the Indian boys who had shown 
some musical skill and also trained 
her daughter to play for the church 
services. Mrs. McCullagh formed a 
White Cross Association for the 
women of the village, while the new 
church was being built, the women 
gathered in work parties to make 
handcrafts to sell to aid the church. 
Her death in December 1900 was a 
blow to both the family and the vil¬ 
lage Melita thereafter spent her time 
between Kincolith. with Archdeacon 
and Mrs Collisori. and Aiyansh. 

The Church of England in 1905 
purchased an abandoned Methodist 
mission 46 miles below Aiyansh. The

Koval C anadian Mourned Police, sat 
lacing me.in her comfortable Christie Poinl apart¬ 
ment i She is a daily commuter i Asked why and 
when she had chosen a career in the Kotce which 
until two years ago had remained exclusively a 
male stronghold, she told me this. 

While in Nelson a few years ago. working in the 
local RCMP office as a tele-communications 
operator, she had acquired a taste for police work 
If the RCMP had not accepted me.” she said. I 
would have eventually become a policewoman in 
some other force ' Later, she worked for two 
vears in Victoria as a clerk in the traffic depart¬ 
ment of the city police 

In May. 1974. when the RCMP. first began to 
admit women to its ranks Barbara was one of the 
first applicants On acceptance she was sent to 
Regina tor a six-month course at the Academv. 
alter which she was posted toCranbrook. where she 
served for a vear-and-a-half before coming to 
Sidney in August 1978 i Her home town is 
Ke!ow:na. i 

The constable told me that the qualifications 
for the enlistment of both sexes are "exactly the 
same — except that women can be shorter Five 
tee! four inches in the minimum 

Is Women's Lib responsible for the admittance 
of females to the RCMP'” I asked Barbara

declined comment on Womens' Lib. saying that the 
trend today is for more opportunities lor women 

Asked whether she had found any prejudice 
amongst her male colleagues or any reluctance to 
work with a woman, the constable replied 
Generally, no Most men are accepting them ’ 
She said that dating was definitely permitted 
between the officers, and that several marriages 
had already taken place within the force, including 
her own T was married Sept. H. 1976.” she said, 
(o CpI K D II Alexander of Colwood Detach 
ment We met when Don was teaching me the Lady 
Beware program 

Do you deal chiefly with problems involving 
women and children?” f asked With family quar¬ 
rels drunks, etc. and do vou escort female 
prisoners to the penitentiary?” 

Barbara replied that police work is the same 
tor all officers, but that many women prefer to take 
their complaints to a female officer rather than to a 
man Escorting women to penitentiaries is the 
responsibility of the sherrif's department ” 

Most law breakers are men I was told and 
most have reacted to Barbara when she arrested 
them as they would have done to any male officer 
They look al the uniform, rather than the person in 
it ' she said One of the most dangerous types of 
criminals is the mentally ill person. They are un¬ 
predictable much stronger than normal persons.' 
and are not responsible for their actions The best 
method of dealing with them is to humor them " So 
far. she says, most female law-breakers are 
shoplifters. 

People under the mlluence ol liquor are Ihe 
most difficult to reason with Drinking is the cause 
of most troubles, and juveniles are responsible tbr 
much disorderly conduct largely due to pressure 
irom their peers 

Asked if the crime rate was higher in the larger 
cities than in the smaller communities, the 
policewoman replied that the percentages were 
about the same “People are people wherever they 
live.” 

Have you ever been involved in a murder 
case?” I asked, "and do you believe in capital 
punishment’” 

Barbara replied Murder cases are generally 


handled by officers with more experience, and ( 
have not been involved directly in one As far as 
capital punishment goes, f believe all police of 
lieers are in favor of it. including myself I think it 
should apply to killers of police officers, prison 
guards, and those convicted of premeditated 
murders Without it there is no deterrent ' 

Asked if women RCMP officers are trained to 
defend themselves against rape and other forms of 
violence. Barbara said that there is a special 
program consisting of various forms of self-defence 
such as karate, judo, street-fighting, wrestling, and 
police holds. Also the care and handling of 
prisoners She must carry her gun at all times while 
on duty and must keep in practice to maintain her 
shooting skills There is an annual test given for 
marksmanship badges 

As for suicide cases. I was told that few persons 
really commit the act. that the threat or attempt it 
often a bid for attention Also, the besl way to deal 
with a potential suicide is to try to talk him out of it 
It is often a cry for help 

There is no average” work load m a police of¬ 
ficer's day All incidenLs are unexpected, and there 
is much that it just routine However. Barbara out¬ 
lined the happenings of one shift she was on in 
Cranbrook. just out of the RCMP Academy "It was 
on the night shift 12 to 8 a m I arrived at the office 
and read the record of the past 24 hours' occur¬ 
rences Went on patrol with mv trainer, cruising 
around town, checking bars, etc and until 3 a in 
everything was quiet Then came a call from a 
family who said they were being intimidated by a 
man with a knife 

When we arrived at the apartment we found a 
man and a woman with some children barricaded 
inside, but there was no sign of the man with the 
knife. When we were let in we were told that the as¬ 
sailant was a friend of the family Suddenly we 
heard the sounds of a rifle being loaded outside the 
door. We yelled that we were inside, but the suspect 
refused to put the rifle down My trainer climbed 
out of the apartment window, went around the 
building, and finally talked the man out of the rifle 
after he had pointed It at him. He was just about to 
pull the trigger, and he was drunk. The man was ar¬ 
rested and charged with pointing a firearm 

Back at the office I received a call from one of 


our neighboring detachments requesting my as¬ 
sistance I went, and worked with some other of¬ 
ficers on a multiple rape case involving four youths 
and a young girl " 

To repel a rapist Barbara gives the following 
advice: The best llnng lo do inilially is (o remain 
as calm as possible This will sometimes surprise a 
rapist as he is expecting the victim to scream and 
fight If she fights she will be starting the act of 
violence, and il will continue Also, by remaining 
calm she shows the rapist that she is not afraid of 
him. and this may be enough for him to set her free 
Site must also talk to her assailant II talking will not 
work and he is unarmed, she must prepare herself 
psychologically and with 100 percent effort used a 
method of attack against him that she is confident 
of However, if the man is armed, or the victim 
feels that he will do serious harm to her she should 
not tight but continue talking and hope this will pre¬ 
vent the crime Both the Sidney and Colwood 
Detachments offer a program dealing with the 
protection of women It is called Lady Beware 
Women can get more information bv calling Cp! 
Alexander at Colwood. or Constable Alexander at 
Sidney." 

Barbara believes that most television police 
shows are greatly exaggerated but that the 
American half-hour series Adam 12 is the closest lo 
what actually happens in police work She says it 
shows not only the exciting incidents, but the 
routine duties as wq|l No she does not have to ride 
a horse "Horse trilining went out in 1966 " she 
says, ‘ and just a few men are trained for the 
Musical Ride 

What. " I asked, "is vour advice to vising 
women considering a career in the R C M P ?” 

Barbara replied The Force is looking for higher 
education in its applicants, even though the stan¬ 
dard is minimum Grade 11. Girls should expect a 
challenging career, however nothing glamorous As 
any job. this one contains a good deal of routine 
The challenge comes from the unexpected. Women 
should be selective about the jobs they take prior to 
joining. Try to work with the public as much as pos¬ 
sible Police business is people business, and get¬ 
ting an idea of how people think is important." 
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Surprise Fishing Hole 




Following a leisurely 
lin-akl'u't Mel Jasbec, our skip- 
per, went up to the command 
bridge to have u look around 
while Oscar Pettersen and I did 
up the dishes. A few minutes later 
a shout from Mel brought Osear 
and me out to have a look at w hat 
was going on. 


I just hooked and lost a fish on my first cast." 
sod Mol. 

Must be a fluke, I thought, as the area certainly 
didn't look too fishy. 


Mel took another cast. Nothing. He cast again 
and bang a big swirl behind the green Buzz Bomb 
and the fish was on He leapt once and took off on a 
hig run. Looked as if it could be a good sized coho. 

What was going on here we wondered? Had we 
inadvertently stumbled on a great fishing hole by 
mere fluke? A few gulls loafing around lazily and 
the fact that we couldn't see any bait did not add up 
to much by all appearances. 

Oscar helped Mel land the fish, a nice coho of 
ahoul nine pounds. We killed it with supper in mind 
and slid it in to the fish box. 

Mel made a few more casts without success so 
Oscar and I went back to finish off the breakfast 
dishes. Then came another yell from the bridge. 

"Hey you guys, this time I've got a real dandy”. 

★ W ★ 

The dishes stayed undone while the two of us 
rushed to the back deck. Mel s rod was doubled 
almost over and the line was rushing off the reel 
drum as a very strong salmon tore off line. It finally 
slowed and Mel got some line back on the spinning 
reel We all saw this fish roll once and then it was 
gone, the hook had simply come out. It had been a 
big Chinook, probably at least in the 30-pound 
bracket. Things were certainly looking up. 

A few minutes later Oscar had joined Mel on 
the Command bridge while I took off in the little 
pram By the time I had rowed a hundred yards 
from the boat the others both had fish on again 
They landed and released these two coho, both 
about identical to the first one Mel had taken. 

* ★ * 

Using the three-inch Buzz Bomb I started jigg¬ 
ing out from the bay where the boat was anchored 
It was quite shallow, not more than 20 to 30 feet of 
water. About the third jig I was into a fish. It tore 
off. straight towards the shore! The fish almost 
beached itself before it swerved and headed right 
hack towards me. The first run had taken off more 
(han a hundred yards of the 15-pound test line that 
was on the single action reel. This was a good sized 


Chinook salmon by the feel of it Fifteen minutes 
later I had manoeuvred myself and the pram back 
to Ihe big boat where Mel helped in netting the fish, 
a Ihirty-two pound spring! 

This was simply fantastic. None of us could 
believe it. Here was fishing so good in such an 
unlikely (or so we thought! spot that it seemed 
unreal. Had we found the greatest fishing hole 
on the west coast?

with Chinooks from Smith Inlet. 
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The problem now arose on what Undo next. 
Catch our limits and go home? Quit fis^tng? W,hat? 

As it was only our third day out we decided to 
take off our treble hooks and replace them with 
singles and flatten out the barbs so as better to 
release any fish that were hooked. However, the 
fishing was slowing down and by 10 o'clock seemed 


Mel decided to have a look around the country a 
bit and see if there was anything we could get fuel. 
Otherwise it meant a trip up around the corner into 
Goose Bay in Rivers Inlet for gas During the 
fishing season there are two. sometimes three fuel 
barges in Smith Sound. To our knowledge the last of 
these had been removed the previous weekend when 
the sockeye run had terminated. We started up and 
bonded out of the bay. 

In Mangaret Bay we came onto a small gillnet- 
ter. the first boat we had seen since entering the 
Sound. He was at anchor so Mel edged up close and 
asked about the fuel situation. To our delight we 
found that one fish camp still remained at Boswell 
Inlet about eight miles away and they had a fuel 
barge tied up We would be in good shape now. We 
thanked our fisherman friend and headed down into 
Smith Inlet. 


This was wild country we were now in. No 
habitation of any kind here, just endless miles of 
forest and rocky shoreline much as is the rest of the 
coast. There were plenty of good anchorages here 
we were to find. The big problem was that unfor¬ 
tunately most of the region inside of Smith and 
Boswell Inlets is uncharted. Poking into these bays 
is nerve racking so in most cases we stayed well out 
and looked at the country from a safe distance. 

Towards afternoon we decided to seek out a 
new anchorage. We found a pleasant nook with lots 
of swinging room in it for the anchor and settled in 
for the balance of the day. Here we decided to try 
again and see if there were any salmon. However 
this proved to be a bust as nobody could hook into a 
thing. And so ended our third day out from home. 

Next morning we were up early and after 
breakfast Oscar and I decided to go ashore in the 
little bay and do a bit of exploring. Oscar took along 
his spinning rod as an after thought. 

The beach was sandy in the little cove and look¬ 
ed as if it would be loaded with clams if the empty shells 
laying about were any indication. 

★ * ★ 

Standing on the point just out from this beach 
Oscar took a few casts and suddenly hooked into a 
very big salmon. This fish took off straight for deep 
water so 1 brought the pram around and picked him 
up. We followed the fish for a couple of hundred 
yards out past Mel in the big boat. Gradually It sl¬ 
owed down and Oscar was able to get some line 
back on the reel Half an hour later the fish was still 
on and didn't appear to be tiring very much. It 
sounded and sulked but every once in a while would 
take off on a long run towing us partially in the 
pram. 

Gradually the salmon tired and after nearly an 
hour we were able to land the big tyee which 
weighed nearly 50 pounds! Of all the big salmon that 
any of us had ever seen this had to be the most 
beautiful. It was short and deep and bright silver, a 
big feeding fish in Its prime and a real trophy.

After this great excitement we decided to ex¬ 
plore a bit more and then go over to Boswell Inlet to 
top up our fuel tanks. Just as we were to leave the 
bay another pleasure boat came in and dropped 
anchor We talked back and forth a bit and found out 
that they had been fishing in Rivers Inlet for four 
days without any luck at all. They were heading 
home empty-handed 

The three of us had a hurried discussion and 
decided to offer the others our two big spt ings. as 
we would be around still for a few days. The other 
party were more than astonished at the offer and 
after many thankvou's left us alone once again in 
our little bay 

We had now found fish in two different 
spots and felt fairly confident that we would be able 
to get enough fish to bring home on our last day in 
Smith Sound That's confidence' 

★ ★ * 

In the afternoon we cruised up to Boswell Camn 
and took on fuel. From Boswell we headed out into 
the Sound to look at Dsulish Bay and Millbrook Cove 
where we heard there were some floats tied up. 
Dsulish Bay was windy and open but Millbrook Cove 
proved to be a delightful spot. There were floats 
here that were brought in for the net fishermen but 
when we were there they were most unused as the 
big fishing fleet had left the area 

Here we met the district fisheries officer Dick 
Rudd. He and his wife cruise the Smith Sound area 
keeping an eye on things for the federal fisheries 
We found him a charming and helpful person who 
gave us details on getting to one place that intrigued 
us most of all, Wyclese Lagoon. 

Wyclese Lagoon is a sort of legendary spot, ft 
has a run of very large salmon and every year a few 
hardy souls find their way into it to fish for these 
giant tvee However neither the lagoon nor the nar¬ 
row entrance way are on the charts. We decided to 
head down into the area and have a look. 

The wind was blowing hard down Smith Inlet as 
we headed towards the lagoon Three quarters of an 
hour later we were at the mouth of Anchor Cove and 
the site of the long deserted Indian village of 
Gwasilla. Just around the corner is the entrance 
channel that leads up into Wyclese Lagoon 

★ ★ ★ 

Ahead of us we could now see several small 
bays one of which would be our entrance. Finally 
the third bay proved to be what we were looking for 
but the closer we approached the more unappealing 
it looked. What appeared to be a river was rushing 
out of a narrow cleft in the wall of rock and forest 
A most forbidding spot with no room to manoeuvre 
a boat in such cramped quarters. We were there on 
much too low a tide and would have to come back on 
a high slack to have a look We left Wyclese and its 
treacherous currents planning to return that even¬ 
ing when we would be able to take advantage of a 15 
foot high slack tide. One thing we knew for sure, 
boats as large as seiners had been into the lagoon so 
surely we vould have no trouble. 

>- •• < 

At eight that evening we were back. The wind 
had now dropped and the entrance was smooth so 
we slid into the narrow gap. -Trees virtually 
overhang the narrow entrance but on the right tides 
this lower portion of the entrance is no trouble at 

all. Two hundred yards in the passage opened up 
into a grassy channel about a third Of a mile long, 
this we found out later is called the Seine Basin. 


The crux of the whole entrance lays at the far 
end of the Seine Basin A 200-yard slot which at low 
tide turns into a roaring rapids with a drop of 12 feet 
or more opens into the actual lagoon itself. We 
edged into this with caution but before we knew it 
we were through and onto Wyclese Lagoon. It isn't 
a very deep passage but with care there is enough 
water on a high tide It must be a horror on low 
water. 


We were amazed at the size of Wyclese Lagoon 
It stretches for miles down its several arms. On the 
topographical maps (the only thing you can find 
with it on ill it appears as a big lake well back from 
the ocean. It is rather a sullen place and you feel 
very isolated once you are into it. 

the fishing spot for the giant Chinook salmon is 
where the river coming out of Long Lake empties 
into Wyclese Lagoon. This is not hard to find and 
soon we were tied up to a small float that had 
probably been put there by the federal fisheries 
There is a complex fish counting station at the up¬ 
per end of this short river enabling fisheries person- 
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nel to keep track of the sockeye salmon that spawn 
in Long Lake. 

As it was now almost dark we soon had supper 
cooked and shortly after were in the sleeping bags 
looking forward to fishing this remote tyee pool at 
dawn. 

At five next morning Mel had us up and about 
The dawn was gloomy and wet with a fine mist per¬ 
vading everything. We cast off from the float and 
cruised around the comer to the rivermouth. Far an 
hour and a half we tried different lutes but nothing 
showed. It was obvious that we were several weeks 
too early ior the run. Before breakfast we ran back 
to the float and took the half-mile hike up to the top 
end of the riyer where it empties out of the lake and 
where the big counting fende is. The lake has been 
partly logged as have parts of the lagoon. This 
seems strange because we saw no logging signs out 
on Smith Sound itself. 

★ ★ * 

The fisheries project is quite a sight. They have 
put up a giant complex that can be lowered and 
raised to count the salmon. As the run had already 
passed through no one -was around. After a quick 
look at the installation we returned to the boat 

It was now fairly obvious that we would have to 
spend a fruitless day waiting for the next high tide 
that evening before we could escape from Wyclese 
Lagoon. However we noticed that there was an 11- 
foot tide that morning and that might prove to be 
enough wafer fbr us to sneak through. This proved 
to be thfease, but it was a hair-raising ride for a 
few moments as the current was moving very fast 
out through the upper slot Once into the Seine 
Basin we were home free and soon we were headed 
back out of Smith Inlet for more fruitful waters. 


TIE-UP at Wyclese Lagoon 


One spot we wanted to see was Fly Basin which 
looked to be a very sheltered anchorage on the 
chart. (3776 for those that are interested in this 
area). 

To get into Fly Basin We had to enter Takush 
Harbor, a pretty spot but tricky to navigate as there 
are numerous sunken rocks and reefs strewn about 
near the entrance. There is a wreck of a steamship 
here on a reef. The rusted hulk sits high and dry. the 
home of swallows and a few seabirds. 

Two reefs guard Fly Basin but once inside we 
found this to be a very nice place. There is good 
anchoring in here and we did a little fishing and 
caught a nice coho for our supper. Afterwards we 
went to Takush again and went ashore at the site of 
the deserted Indian village which used to be there. 
There is nothing to see now but one thing we did find 
was bugs, lots of them. They come in the form of 
mosquitos and several kinds of flies. One variety of 
the latter dined sumptiously on the expose parts of 
our arms and legs and we scratched and itched for 
days afterwards. We hurriedly left this spot and its 
wildlife. 

★ ★ ★ 

Around the comer from Takush is Leroy Bay 
the site of a long-abandoned and burnt cannery'. We 
heard later that a fish scow ties up in here during 
the sockeye season. The remaining part of the day 
we spent cruising amongst the many islands that 
dot Smith Sound 

On the last day we decided to try for a few fish 
and then refuel for the trip home on Saturday 
Although we did find fish the fishing had tapered off 
drastically from our first day s venture. However 
by moving around we eventually caught enough to 
bring home. 

In the afternoon we made a trip up to Boswell 
and topped off our tanks. Then it was up to Mil¬ 
lbrook Cove which would give us an excellent jump¬ 
ing off spot in the morning for the trip back across 
Queen Charlotte Sound and its wretched fog. From 
Millbrook you can see right across to Cape Caution 
if it is clear. If we could see the Cape we would go 
If not we would just have to wait around until the 
fog lifted. 

Once again we found Dick Rudd of the fisheries 
and his boat tied up at the floats. We recounted to 
him our adventures Into Wyclese Lagoon and he 
confirmed our view that it was too early for the big 
salmon there. 

★ ★ ★ 

At five the next morning we left the floats at 
Millbrook Cove and ventured out into the dawn 
Five miles away we could just barely make out the 
far shoreline. It was foggy but we decided to give it 
a try. 

The big ocean swells caught us as soon as we 
approached the Cape but with no wind it was easy 
cruising and a far cry from the nasty trip we had ex¬ 
perienced five days earlier. We surfed on the swells 
crossing the Queen Charlotte Sound and although 
we lost sight of Pine Island in the fog by running the 
course on compass we had no trouble in finding our 
way back to Vancouver Island. 

At Port Hardy we treated ourselves to a real 
luxury, breakfast ashore at the new hotel. After this 
treat we .headed back down to Alert Bay where we 
took on fuel for the final leg of the trip. Smooth sail¬ 
ing down Johnstone Strait and Discovery Passage 
brought qs home to Comox.by 5:30 that afternoon. It 
had been an ideal return trip. 

Yes, we've already made plans to return next 
year and there Is tots more to see further up the 
coast of course. Rivers Inlet’ Sure but its too 
crowded, but just beyond Rivers Inlet is Fish Egg 
Inlet which sounds inviting. Best of all no one has 
got around to charting it either. 
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of the SAANICH NATION 


THE BIG HOUSES along the shore of Brentwood Bay have gone now 


\\ v sal in David Klliolfs house on the Tsartlip Indian reservation in 
Brentwood I lint afternoon, ami I’rom the window we looked out over the 
Saanich Inlet to the hills of the Malahat — ^ OS, in the Saanieh laiif'tia^e. 
The' -moke from Bamherlon across the hay blew like a while rihhoit on 
the summer air. and David KJlioll talked to iis of his people. 

The entire Saanich Peninsula, he began, was 
1 lie headquarters of the Saanich Indian nation. They 
lived on the land now occupied by Rest Haven 
hospital, at Canoe Cove, at the ferry landing, and at 
Cordova Bay where, until a few years ago. some of 
their houses still stood. These, like the fine old Big 
Houses which once stood along the shore at 
Brentwood, are now no more. 

Not onlv the Saanich Peninsula belonged to 
them, but their hunting and fishing lands extended 
throughout the San Juan Islands. The Peninsula 
however, was their permanent headquarters and 
from there they fanned out over all of Vancouver 
Island, the San Juans, and as far as the Lummis. 
with whom they ipo closely related They speak, he 
told iis. exactly The same language. 

This was before the white man came. They 
were saltwater people — there was no river on 
the Peninsula and in this way they differed 
from other groups. They were hunters, 
fishermen and boat builders. As far as 
agriculture went they took only what nature 
provided and only what they needed, they 
Hasted nothing. 

The hunting of today is. to him. an evil and im¬ 
moral thing. "My people." he said, "were not like that 
They believed that every living thing had a right to 
live " They seldom cut down a living three, there was 
timber enough on the beaches, other kinds would come 
down with the freshets. All was provided by an intel¬ 
ligence and strength far beyond their own. They were 
Ihey believed, put here as caretaker. 

Their (iod was XA EL.S and. if you were the right 
person and the time was right, he would appear and 
when he did he was another person who looked just as 
they did. 'Ihere are. he continued, many landmarks 
upon the earth left by XA ELS. the Provider. 

If they found it necessary to fall a living tree they 
spoke to it, using its sacred name, for everything living 
had a sacred name and only because their need was 
great would they take a living tree. Always there were 
great fallen cedars and these they used for their boat 
building. 

They built several different kinds of boats, battle 
canoes and large deepsea craft for the big water and 
transporting and moving. The reef net canoes were big 
ones and it took six men to man the two needed. The 
smallest they could use was 40 feet long, a necessarv 
length to spread the net. 
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PHILLIP PAUL 

. . . chief of the Tsartlips 

The Saanich people lived in those davs in 
Big Houses — they did not call them Long 
Houses as they do today. They were built of 
heavy cedar planks, carefully fitted and 
grooved and interlocked and could be easilv 
dismantled and moved if it became necessarv. 
The roofs were of the same material and there 
could he as many as five fires burning at a time 
and in each house lived several generations and 
branches of the family 

★ * ★ 

David Elliott is proud of his heritage and 
he can trace his family back over six genera¬ 
tions on the Peninsula. He knows their ter¬ 
ritory extended as far as Point Roberts in 
Washington, to Blaine and Boundary Bay and 
to their fishing grounds in Activfe Pass. The 
people along the Eraser were river people or. 
in his language. STDLU. and they. too. were 
relatives. 


The people of the Saanich nation hunted 
elk. deer, grouse, swans, and many species of 
duck, both fresh and salt water birds. Always, 
he stressed, they took only what they needed 
They took seals, porpoises, whales and the oc¬ 
casional sea lion. 

Always they hunted, but they did not overhunt 
They needed meat for the winter and then the men 
went out in a body. Some of them drove the animals 
systematically to the hunters. They used pit" 
hunting, hows and arrows, and the animal was used 
to the last shred and then the head was burnt 

In the San Juans they harvested seals, por¬ 
poises codfish. halibut, sockeye and shrimp 
( hums they took at Holdstream in the fall of the 
year. 

There were ducks in the thousands in those 
days. A bird was used not only for meat. The down 
was used for insulation and bedding, the feathers 
lor arrows. He told us of one way in which the ducks 
were caught. Wooden rigs were fastened to the fops 
ot fall fir trees, perhaps 100 feet up. The nets, 
hoisted from the ground and pulled through the 
rings, were controlled from the ground and were 
stretched across the mouth of the bay—this was at 
the north and of the San Juans, af SMYE. 
Horseshoe Bay on the charts today. The birds, on 
their evening Bight, flew into the nets and fell into 
the water There was such an abundance, he said 
When the ducks flew low against the wind they 
would catch them with dip nets. 

★ ★ ★ 

The herring were the only thing that came to 
their door, every year, without fail The old people 
knew almost to the day which tide they would ar¬ 
rive upon. 

The tides were their measure of time. A smal¬ 
ler body of herrirtg arrived in advance, at night, 
then came the main spawning migration and these 
the people harvested. Some they smoked, like the 
kippered herring as we know it. others they 
preserved in various wavs, they harvested the herr¬ 
ing roe bv anchoring branches in the water upon 
which the herring spawned and these eggs, when 
dried by sun and wind, would keep indefinitely 

Always, with the harring. came a run of 
• hinook salmon and these they lived upon At this 
time. too. came ducks of many kinds. They saved 
Hie feathers, opened the birds out flat and dried 
Ihem and stored them for winter use. 

It was a merry time, a time of plenty, and by 
early April they had a good supply of winter food 
The bare bones of the fish were returned to the 
water, using the sacred name for that particular 
fish. David, himself, saw the end of the herring 
harvest, where once they spawned right round the 
peninsula. 

Their main salmon fishing was all through the 
San Juan islands, all Saanich territory, and they 
went. too. to Point Roberts, or SMOKWEJ. for 

















salmon David remembers when he was 12. arriving 
at Henry Island, in 1922, at night, hearing the con¬ 
tinuous noise of splashing, the sound of salmon jum¬ 
ping At daylight he saw so many great silver fish 
Jumping it was as if they were suspended in mid 
air. 

All the fishing sites on the San Juans had been 
owned by the Saanich aqd Songhees people 
They fished with what we call reel nets, the In¬ 
dian name for which is SXWOLE. from the 
word willow, for the twine from which the reel 
net was made came from the inner bark of the 
willow. 

This reef net fishing was developed by these 
people and they intercepted the salmon in the 
Straits. They were expert fishermen and also, he 
said, they were engineers. Some of the stone 
anchors which held the gear down weighed tons and 
they were precisely set bv bearing marks One. in 
the Henry Island location, was set in 60 fathoms ol 
water. 

One thing the Saanich people did not have was 
wool and for this they traded sea foods and wild 
vegetables with people in the interior ^They did 
have wool producing dogs but this was not enough 
for their needs 

His mother, who would now be more than 100 
years old. told David of how they would travel up 
the Fraser in great canoes, to visit or for trading 
purposes, for wool and fruit particularly. If they 
were thirsty they had but to dip the pure clear 
water from the Fraser and drink 


Then came the day of the white man and 
the government, little by little, separated the 
Saanich people. They became the Tsartlips. the 
Tsawouts. the Paquachin and the Patricia Ray 
people. They were left with only their village 
sites, and that is all they have today. They lost 
even some of their fenced land and today they, 
who once owned the Peninsula, the islands, and 
the waters, have less than two acres apiece. 
When he was a bov, 50 years ago. he and his 
iamily would camp for as long as a month at a time 
in the middle of the Peninsula between what is now 
Fast Saanich and West Saanich reservations They 
lit their fires and put up their tents in the forest 
while they helped to harvest the berry crops 
They took, in the early days, from the Euro 
peans, only that which best suited them They 
planted orchards, and he said that there may still be 
some of the fruit trees they long ago planted at 


Canoe Cove They acquired implements to work 
with and they owned the first grain thresher on the 
Saanich Peninsula. 

The Saanich nation lost their territory, their 
fishing grounds, their good way of life. They lost 
their fishing grounds in what is now Washington, 
but they still had fishing grounds on this side of the 
border so then, he said, the Canadian government 
outlawed their nets, in 1916 They called them traps 
which they were not. BIT, said David Elliott, they 
did allow .1 H. Todd and Sons to operate their traps 
in the Sooke area 

The land from the West Saanich road to 
Sicily's X-Road through which Wallace Drive 
now runs was once a vast swamp. It is now 
farm land. To white people a swamp is a 
wasteland, he said, but to the Indians it was 
not. 

They took many, many things from it-material 
for mats and baskets, different woods, medicines 
and foods The last thing they harvested in the fall 
before it flooded were cranberries. It was a natural 
gathering place for ducks and geese, they all stop¬ 
ped there When they drained that swamp^David s 
mother, Cecelia, wept unashamedly 

The Saanich Peninsula, he said, is a drought 
area in summer but that swamp never dried 
Grouse were so plentiful that all that was needed 
was a basket and a stick and they stopped when the 
basket was full, taking only what was needed 


David's relatives from Kuper Island, or 
XWLEMALNCHE. tell of the time in the days of Sir 
James Douglas, when their village was shelled out 
ot existence by a British ship 

They were looking for a wanted man and would 
not believe the people when they said he was not 
there, and lie was not. An old man. gathering wood, 
landed his canoe on the beach and began packing 
tHe wood up and he calmly continued to do so while 
the shells were lobbed over his head. He neither 
faltered nor looked up The village people moved to 
the north end of the Island and there they stayed 

Today there are roughly 30(1 people on the 
Tsartlip reservation living on 580 acres and over 100 
children attend the Tsartlip school Phillip Paul 
son of the late Christopher Paul is the elected Chief 
who. with-a Council of four, runs the affairs of the 
band A few years ago they built a new Long House 
and they have. also, a fine trailer park and 
launching ramp. 

David looks back into the past of his people and 
he wonders about many things His people, he main¬ 
tained. were never a conquered people. They were 
beautiful and they cared for one another In their 
language there is no word for "greed" and his 
grandfather used to say "If you are greedy you 
think with the mind of a slave.” 

"The land is not ours." he said, "and it is not 
yours. It could have been shared. It is there fpr all 
and it belongs to the Creator • ,

McCullagh of the Nass River 



Indian name was Laz-Kalzap but had 
been renamed GreenviHe after one of 
the early ministers For a short time 
McCullagh made this mission his 
headquarters He now had tour mis¬ 
sions under him. Aiyansh, Lak- 
Kalzap, Gitlakdamiks and Gwinoha 
The following year he was in 
England on home leave. While there 
he formed the Nishga Union whose 
special interest was to help the new 
mission at Lak-Kalzap This group 
was separate from the Church Mis¬ 
sionary Society whose work covered 
the world 


While in England he met and mar¬ 
ried his second wife. Eleanor 
Wharton, also a minister's daughter 
They had met through her family’s in¬ 
terest in missionary work She was 
able to make the adjustment from 
England to the wilds of northern 
British Columbia McCullagh's family 
grew by four more children before his 
death. 

When they arrived back in 
Aiyansh, the new Mrs McCullagh was 


impressed by the village and its in¬ 
habitants Life was settling into a 
routine for the family. He had the 
printing press for the newspaper and 
other publications He had the dispen¬ 
sary to attend every day. He had been 
made Justice of the Peace and was 
able to settle the minor problems in 
the Nass vallev 


He had new neighbors in the 
Priestley family. Melita and Arthur 
had married and were living tem¬ 
porarily in the mission house The 
house had been built 20 years 
previously and had been added on to 
as needed. The house in this year. 1910 
was destroyed by fire and most of 
their belongings went up in smoke 
With most of the activities centred un¬ 
der the one roof, the loss was a major 
one, very little was saved, only the 
sewing machine and a few household 
articles. Gone was his printing press, 
his library which he had painstakingly 
built up over the years. It was to be 
two more years before the mission 
house was replaced 


. 

Shortly before the First World War 
a few settlers began coming to the 
Nass Valley. Some had come after 
trying their luck in the Klondike gold 
rush. The valley never would be able 
to support many settlers. Part of the 
valley is a lava bed. During British 
Columbia's last volcano about 300 
years ago. the flowing lava came to a 
halt on the bank of the Nass River 

Trial by fire and then by water was 
to be McCullagh's lot Shortly after 
his return from his last furlough in 
1915 the Nass River overflowed and 
ruined most of the village. A meeting 
of the village elders decided they 
would move back to the old town of 
Gitlamdamlks. 

/""Everything worth saving was tran¬ 
sported back the two and half miles 
up the river from where many of 
them had moved 30 years previously 
McCullagh's health had been slowly 
deteriorating and the loss of his 
dream parish and his belongings 
hastened his condition. He had spent 
over 30 years building up his parish 
and it was destroyed over night 
The winter of 1920-21 McCullagh 


resigned his mission. He decided the 
sea air would be good for his failing 
health The journey took more than 
three weeks with frequent rests lor 
the invalid. He was carried in a 
special stretcher to take him down 
river. They missed the weekly boat at 
one point The ground was frozen 
which was an added hazard to the 
trip 

He died two months after he ar¬ 
rived in Prince Rupert on May 1.1921 
McCullagh was buried in the Fairview 
c emetery at Prince Rupert Atter lus 
death tributes were written of James 
Benjamin McCullagh's work on the 
Nass River. The one which best ex¬ 
presses his feeling about the lifetime 
he spent in the wilderness is men¬ 
tioned by Archbishop DuVernet 
DuVernet said when he spoke of his 
work, McCullagh replied that ‘it was 
no credit to him. as he had enjoyed 
the work from beginning to end' A 
person who feel that way about their 
life's work is a success. 
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Do you riiixiulxr 11»«* man 
oho based hi« jxililit'Hl platform 
mi “A chicken in every pot"?

OVERLAND TO BRITISH COLUMBIA 


Moberly Was a Trail Blazer 


Today, -almost three-quarters 
of a century after his Heath, 
Walter Moherly's vital role in the 
founding of British Columbia is 
virtually unrecognized. 

This, despite the fact that he participated in the 
surveying ot New Westminster, worked on the 
historic Cariboo wagon road and Dewdne.v Trail, 
and discovered Eagle Pass, "the true northwest 
passage to the Pacific.' and a vital link in the trans¬ 
continental railway route linking eastern and 
western Canada 

In March ol 1907, Moberly delivered a speech to 
the Canadian Club in Vancouver. In which he recal¬ 
led his early career as an engineer in the vast 
wilderness which was to become Canada's western- 
-most province. Then a resident of Vancouver (a 
residency which preceded the birth of Gastown by a 
generation', Moherlv had been asked to give a 
brief outline of "matters connected with the 
development of British Columbia," from its incep¬ 
tion as a crown colony and the discovery of gold in 
the Eraser River Humbly acknowledging the fact 
that he "took a very prominent part in the explora¬ 
tions. works, etc that led to Vancouver's 
founding as a city. Moberly began his story 

★ ★ ★ 

“When 1 was a very young man. I took great in¬ 
terest in all the voyages made by vessels of dif¬ 
ferent nations for the purpose of making discoveries 
in various parts of the world, and also in expeditions 
by land for the same purposes Those made in con¬ 
nection with the continent of North America were 
carefully studied by me, more especially those 
relating to British North America and the waters ol 
the different oceans that wash its northern, its 
eastern and its western shores ” 

These "many and noble efforts” in search of 
the legendary Northwest Passage convinced the 
young engineering student that such a northern sea 
route through the Arctic Ice, even should it exist 
and be charted, would never amount to any value as 
a commercial lifeline for the British Empire 
Whatever, his interests in exploration were tem¬ 
porarily set aside in 1855. when, at the age of 23. He 
became the owner of a large timber limit between 
Lake Simcoe and the Michipicotin River, which 
empties into Lake Superior But it was not long 
before his eye was again fixed upon the horizon and 
a new dream the construction of a transcontinen¬ 
tal railroad 

* * * 

For the next three summers, he explored the 
little-known country west of 1-ake Simcoe and north 
of lakes Huron and Superior During winter 
months, he became intimately acquainted with the 
great Canadian artist. Paul Kane, who had recently 
relumed from his cross-country tour on behalf of 
Sir George Simpson, of the Hudson's Bay Co 
Travelling westward. Kane had worked his way via 
Lake Superior, Fort Garry. Edmonton. Jasper 
House, the Athabasca Pass, and, by wav of the 
Columbia River, to Washington and Oregon Ter¬ 
ritories, before proceeding to Victoria. He returned 
by the same route, and. said Moberly. "being of a 
very observant nature had collected a great deal of 
information regarding the vast extent of territory 
traversed by him. and which, during the many da vs 
and evenings we spent together, he kindly imparted 
to me_” 

It was in the course of these discussions that 
Moberley became convinced that the “true 
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Northwest Passage" lay not in the frozen Arctic 
wastes, but overland to British Columbia. Only in 
this way. he argued, would Canada, and the British 
Empire at large, develop its potential by forging a 
commercial link with the Orient; at the same time, 
developing “the immense extent of almost unknown 
British territory extending westerly from Lake 
Simcoe to the North Pacific Ocean." 

Coincidentally, upon his return to Toronto, late 
In 1857, he heard that the Palliser expedition had 
been commissioned by the imperial government to 
explore this very wilderness About the same time, 
he learned of the discovery of gold in distant British 
Columbia: "Here now was the opportunity to push 
forward my idea of a northwest passage by land, 
and I immediately sold all mv interests in Ontario 
to raise money to get to B.C., where I proposed to 
a meet ('apt Pallisier and find out from him If a 
route for a railway through British territory could 
be obtained and to have money to enable me to 
pash forward my proposed explorations in B.C ”

Through Kane he was introduced to sir George 
Simpson. whiSipon hearing the young adventurer's 
scheme of a transcontinental railway, wrote him a 
letter of introduction to James Douglas, governor 
of the crown colony of Vancouver Island Thus 
armed, he left Toronto early In the summer of 1858 
sailing from New York and around the Horn, and 
arriving at Esquimau late the same year More 
than half a century after, he vividly recalled the 
muddy hike from Esquimau to Victoria, and his ^ 
colorful introduction to the "Songish" Indians 
His first view of Victoria, circa 1858. was no 
less memorable; "a small town with muddy 
streets." After finding indifferent accommodation 
in a little clapboard hotel known as Bailey's, at the 
corner of Yates and Government Streets, he had his 
first encounters with the vanguard of gold-seekers 
bound for the Interior diggings They were, he said 
"an open hearted and interesting community, but 
their language was very forcible " 

The next day he called upon Governor Douglas, 
presented his letter of introduction, and received 


e 
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both a hearty welcome and the offer of a job The 
latter he politely declined, explaining to Douglas 
that he was eager to meet Capt Palliser. When the 
governor explained to him that it would be at least a 
year before the Palliser party could reach the 
coast, and that "exploring through the mountains 
of B.C. was a most formidable undertaking, more 
especially so as the winter had just set in and sup¬ 
plies were very scarce, and in fact almost impossi¬ 
ble to obtain in the interior,” Moberly was un¬ 
daunted He was determined to begin his explora¬ 
tions on the mainland and thanked Douglas for his 
concern, and the tendered appointment 

After further stressing the difficulties of the 
B C. topography, particularly in relation to Mober- 
ly's proposed railway — and in dead of winter — 
Douglas gave him a letter of introduction to HBC 
officials and invited him to dinner that evening At 
the appointed hour. Moberly presented himself at 
the Douglas residence, where he was introduced to 
several other guests Judge Matthew Begbie, Cap¬ 
tain Richards. RN. then in charge of coastal sur¬ 
veys for the admiralty, Colonial Secretary Young, 
Justice Cameron. Dr Helmcken. Donald Fraser 
and Alexander Dallas, as well as “all the members 
of the Governor's kind and interesting family with 
whom I spent a most enjoyable evening and on my 
leaving received their best wishes for the success 
of my undertaking ” 

★ ★ -k 

For all of his doubts as to the practicability of 
building a railway, Douglas was interested in 
wagon roads; particularly over the portages 
between Port Douglas and Lillooet, and he asked 
the engineer to report to him upon the feasibility 
ot building roads between these points So long 
afterward, Moberly noted with justifiable pride 
that, as the Royal Engineers had not yet arrived in 
the colony, his reports, as duly forwarded to 
Douglas, were "the first ever made regarding 
public works on the mainland of B.C." When the 
engineers did arrive. Col. Richard Moody endorsed 
Moberlv’s recommendations and the projects were 
“forthwith" carried out. 

It was on a "cold, stormy, dreary and dismal 
day," that boarded the HBC sieamer Otter to cross 
the Gulf of Georgia and ascent the Fraser River as 
far as palisaded Fort Langley, where, after 
meeting Chief Factor Yale, he continued upstream 
to the mouth of the Harrison River in the 
stemwheel steamer Enterprise, owned and com¬ 
manded by "that prince of good fellows,” Capt 
Tom Wright He then proceeded up the Harrison bv 
canoe, reaching Port Douglas after suffering cold, 
stormy weather, rain and snow throughout his 
"miserable journey.” 

* ★ ★ 

Port Douglas, he found, was small, new. and 
crowded with miners, packers, traders and Indians 
After hiring an Indian packer, he made a hasty 
departure. His destination was Lillooet Lake, 29 
miles distant by way of a narrow, winding trail 
through dense foresi and. at that time of year, 
snow Travelling was "most fatiguing." and. three 
or four miles from town, his assistant deserted 
him: " As I could not make any progress through the 
deep snow with my blankets on my back. I aban¬ 
doned them and experienced many a cold and mis¬ 
erable night during this, my first, and never-to-be 
forgotten journey through the mountains of B.C” 
Neverthless. he pushed onward as far as Pavilion 
Mountain when, weak from hunger, he returned to 
Port Langley content with the knowledge that 
country so inhospitable to man on foot was no place 
for a railway. 

Turning to the mountainous region of Pitt River 
and Pitt Lake, he was again forced to concede 
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By T. W. Paterson 
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defeat, although, on this survey, he noted the ideal 
site for a city on the north side of the Fraser. He 
returned to Victoria before trying a third route; this 
time, the formidable canyons of the Fraser between 
Vale and Lytton. As before, he was doomed to dis¬ 
appointment and. upon his return to Victoria, he 
was engaged by Col. Moody to proceed to the 
locality I have previously visited and there found' 
the new capital of B.C as the site at first adopted 
for the capital city, which was on the south bank of 
the Fraser River, about two miles below Fort 
Langley, and which had been named Derbv. was 
abandoned The new city 1 was sent to 1 found was 
called Queenborough. but the name was subse¬ 
quently changed to that of New Westminster which 
was given to it by her late Most Gracious Majesty. 
Queen Victoria 

This historic assignment completed, he and 
Robert Burnaby went to Burrard Inlet in search of 
coal deposits near what is today the north end of 
Bute Street. Although their test-shafts did not prove 
successful, they did leave their mark on the map. 
‘ apt Richards of the survey ship Plumper entering 
ihe harbor at this time and duly christening their 
little cove. Coal Harbor. But. even as his crews 
were mining for coal. Moberly was thinking about 
his elusive railroad, and he made a brief survey up 
the Squamish River to see if this region presented a 
more favorable route for railway or wagon road As 
every, he was frustrated — but far from being 
beaten Turning to real estate, he pre-empted the 
land on which the City of Vancouver now stands, as 
I saw the many and great natural advantages it pos¬ 
sessed for a future large city and 1 then made up my 
mind to do my utmost to get such a city built and I 
feel very much gratified and somewhat proud to 
stand here todav 


This accomplished, he again wintered in Vic¬ 
toria where, finally, he met the man for whom he 
had travelled so far and waited for so long to meet; 
Capt Palliser. Curiously, Moberly makes no 
further mention of his meeting with the famous Pal- 
li^er. for that officer was not impressed with his 
grandiose ideas of a transcontinental railway 
through the Rockies. Although disappointed, he was 
determined to prove such a route existed, and 
turned to Governor Douglas in hopes that the colony 
would underwrite the costs of his investigating 'un¬ 
favorable reports regarding the building of a trans¬ 
continental railway exclusively through British 
Territory, and which was of such vital importance 
for B.C. and British interests generally 

When Douglas did not grant him funds, he was 
unable to continue his ‘ much desired ex¬ 
plorations. ' and decided, instead, to develop 
B.C; To this end, he spent the years 1860-61 carving 
a trail and constructing a section of wagon road 
over Hope Mountain (also finding time to further 
examine the Fraser and Thompson Valleys ). The 
result of his surveys to date convinced him that the 
best route for a wagon road and. ultimately, for a 
railway, was along the Fraser River and through 
the formidable canyons between Yale and Lytton — 
provided a pass could be found through the Gold 
Range, giving access to the valley of the Columbia 
River 

This in mind, he went to work to accomplish the 
building of this great wagon road and the finding of 
a pass, through the Gold Range, for a railway that 1 
intended should have its western terminus at Bur¬ 
rard Inlet, or rather 1 may say in this City of Van¬ 
couver. 


• During the years 1860 and 1861 Governor 
Douglas had caused to be undertaken the building of 
a wagon road from Port Douglas at the head of Har¬ 
rison Lake via the valley of the Lillooet River to 
Clinton, over the route I had explored and reported 
upon in the winter of 1858-9. with the intention of 
making it the great thoroughfare for the develop¬ 
ment of B.C. as he then considered it impracticable 
to construct a wagon road through the forbidding 
canyons of the Fraser and Thompson Rivers, which 
latter route I had strongly advised in lieu of the 
Harrison-Lillooet route which was a mixed and 
broken land and water route necessitating much 
handling of freight. 

But. late in 1861 fate conspired on his behalf 
when the wonderful deposits of gold" in the 
Cariboo were confirmed, and Moberly was 
presented with an opportunity to make another, 
desperate effort to have a road, by way of the 
Fraser River, constructed — the Cariboo wagon 
road. Previously, he had discussed this project with 
Col Moody, who. as well as being in command of 
‘he engineers, served as Chief Commissioner of 
J-ands and Works After hearing Moberly * idea.

Moody suggested that they examine those obstruc¬ 
tive canyons of the Fraser." Upon completing their 
survey. Moody was "as convinced as 1 was before 
we parted after we had made a careful examination 
of (the canyons) that the great wagon road should 
be built through them We arranged to meet in Vic¬ 
toria the following winter and press our views on 
Governor Douglas 

In due course. Douglas agreed to build the road 
to Cariboo. Moberly spending the next three years 
at work on this project, the last in th> capacity of 
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government engineer and superintendent of works 
in Cariboo: and modestly admitting that the 
‘anboo wagon road was "mainly instrumental in 
developing B.C. When British Columbia and Van¬ 
couver Island became separate colonies. Moberly 
recognized another opportunity to "push 
forward my wishes to get assistance from tbe 
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If hen I uas winding up my civilian career towards the end of 
1915, before enlisting in the army for service overseas, / was patroll¬ 
ing the waterfront as a marine editor and was suddenly confronted by- 
two marine tragedies almost on our doorstep. There teas considerable 
loss of life, which caused mourning among some of my friends. 


STEAMER LEONA 


Went Down Like a Stone 


On Oft. 29, 1915, the 
steamer l.eona. flying 
the hnuseflag of the 
Hutrhart-oonlrolled B.C. 
Cement Co., foundered 
off the entrance to Ac¬ 
tive Pass, now a fami¬ 
liar waterway to the 
thousand* of passenger* 
who use the ll.fi. Ferries. 


l.eona had a crew of 14 Seven of 
them were lost and the other seven 
had a tragic experience before finally 
grounding their lifeboat on the sand¬ 
bars at the mouth of the Fraser River 

The other disaster occurred during 
a violent southeast gale off the west 
coast of Vancouver Island. The 
Chilean three-masted full-rigged ship 
Carelmapu met her end on the night 
ol Nov. 23,1913. and of her crew of 24. 
only live made it safely to the rocky 
shore 

Loss of Leona affected the com¬ 
munity the most as her officers and 
crew were well known here It is 
about this dramatic tale of the sea 
that I am writing. The nerve-tingling 
end of Carelmapu can await another 
day She was the last sailing ship to 
leave her bones in the Graveyard of 
the Pacific, as steam vessels had 
almost completely taken over the 
trade routes of the world 

★ W * 

The cement industry was booming 
In 1911 and Robert Butchart was lav¬ 
ing the foundation of his wealth The 
transportation system he had built up 
for his cement plant at Tod Inlet, 
which pulverized the limestone which 
came out of the quarry, how known as 
the Sunken Gardens, was not ade¬ 
quate for the demand for cement here 
and on the mainland He bought the 
lieona. a vessel of 900 tons, from a 
company in the United Kingdon and 
she made the voyage here, via the 
Strait of Magellan. There was no 
Panama Canal 

When the real estate boom col¬ 
lapsed in British Columbia and the 
First World War broke out, the de¬ 
mand for cement declined and 
Butchart looked about for charter 
business. so he copld keep Leona in 
operation She made trips to Prince 
Rupert and even ventured to San 
Francisco taking coal south and 
bWhgihg hack gypsum which is re¬ 
quired In the manufacture of cement 

In the summer of 1915 Leona ob 
twined acontract to haul ore from the 
Britannia Mines kt the head <jf Howe 
Sound to the smelter on Tacoma. 
Most of the other vessels of the ce- 
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ment company were tied up and the 
captains were concentrated on Leona 
( apt Andrew Cochrane, senior cap¬ 
tain of the fleet was in command of 
Leona and his first mate was Capt 
William Ladlow and his second mate 
was Capt. James Hunter, all ex¬ 
perienced seamen. 

On this particular night Cant 
Cochrane walked into the wheelhouse 
pf Leona and a glance at the 
barometer indicated a fairly large 
drop, which meant a storm was in the 
offing He took a position on the wing 
of the bridge and noted that the 
loading chutes from the mine hoppers 
on the dock at Britannia Mines had 
been swung inshore and a check of the 


forward deck showed the seamen 
were battening, down the hatches 
Then came the signals All clear and 
(ochrane went to the voice-tube in the 
engineroom. directly below his 
quarters and called out "Stand by.” 

“Cast off." he called to the whar¬ 
finger and. as the mooring lines drop¬ 
ped into the water, he moved to the 
voice-tube and shouted "Hall astern " 

Leona eased from her berth and. 
after a half turn, Cochrane 
straightened her out and proceeded 
down the Sound, watching for the 
flashing light on Point Atkinson. 

The wind was picking up fast and if 
Cochrane had any premonition as to 
what he was about to face, he showed 
no emotion. Within 12 hours he would 
be dead. 

Leonw picked up speed and with it, 
the southeast gale became violent and 
snow made visibility poor As the sea 
increased Leona began to labor and it 
was evident to Cochrane that the full 
cargo of ore could prove dangerous if 
if should shift. Shipping regulations at 
this period were not. too strict, even

though, the Plimsoll Line had been.in, 
trodgeed in 1876 and had, prevented 
greedy shipowners from overloading 
their vessels Leona's holds were 
cavernous and there were no centre 
boards to prevent the cargo from 
shifting, especially if it had not been 
topped off properly 


l.eona continued on a southerly 
course into the Gulf of Georgia with 
First Mate Ludlow in the wheelhouse 
He checked the chronometer and -it 
showed 10:30. It was a particularly 
black night and he moved to the wing 
of the bridge to check the roll of 
Leona 

* * * 

The quartermaster fought to hold 
his course and told Ludlow that Leona 
was not answering correctly to the 
helm 

Out of the blackness an unusually 
high sea struck Leona on her port bow 
and she took on a list of 20 degrees 


She refused to return to an even keel 
which indicated to Ludlow that the 
cargo had shifted He wanted to see if 
there would be another movement in 
the ore below deck, in which case, 
Leona would go down like a stone 

Leona struggled along, but Ludlow 
look the precaution of calling to the 
engineer on watch for "half speed.” 
Then he aroused Capt. Cochrane, As. 
he sprang from his bunk, the slanting 1 
of the deck revealed the danger. He 
was quickly on the bridge and checked 
his ship s position, which was five 
miles north of the entrance to Active 
Pass. 

He knew he had to seek shelter and 
changed, course which brought the 

seas on Leona's beam, making her 
behave badly. This aroused the crew, 
sleeping below and soon all hands 
were on deck. They were scantily 
clothed and the night was cold and the 
deck awash. 

Cochrane noticed the bow of Leona 
lost buoyance as it tried to recover 
from each wave. He called to his se- 
contj mate: 

"Mr Hunter, see about getting a 
boat away.” ’ ‘ * ’' 

With his ship sinking under his feet 
Cochrane, in a last gamble, called for 
full speed. When Leona became un- 
weildy in the heavy sea Cochrane cal¬ 
led to the engineroom for "Slow 
Speed."

At that moment William Boomer 
the chief engineer, arrived on deck 
with two of his staff. After a brief sur¬ 
vey, Boomer knew the ship must be 
stopped and he told Cochrane he was 
going below to close the throttle 

"It s dangerous." said Cochrane, 
but Boomer had already disappeared 
down a companionwav. the ship had a 
list of 30 degrees and with the pitching 
and rolling he had difficulty in holding 
his fooling on the greasy steps of the 
ladder leading into the engineroom 
All lights were out but Boomer's in¬ 
stinct lead him to the throttle which 
he closed 

-J! 
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Back on deck Boomer felt Leona's 
cargo shift further. The list in¬ 
creased. the boiling water swept her 
deck and in an instant, she disap¬ 
peared. 

Hunter was preparing to launch 
the lifeboat, with the aid of four . 
seamen, when Leona went down and 
they jumped into the boat which was 
15 leet long. He ordered the men to 
man the oars and began a search for 
the rest of the crew 

Boomer was bobbing about and 
Hunter picked him up Then they spot¬ 
ted the Chinese cook Ah Fung and 
hauled him aboard, making seven 
men in the small craft, leaving little 
freeboard in such heavy seas. Hunter 
refused to discontinue his patrol, 
hopeful of finding other crewmen, 
though he wondered how the boat 
could hold any more. As it was, one 
man bad to bail continuously to pre¬ 
vent the boat from being swamped 

During the blackness of the night 
Hunter was able to catch glimpses ol 
the light on the Sandheads Lightship, 
which marked the entrance into the 
channel, leading into the Fraser 
River. He knew he was being driven 
in a northerly direction by the 
southerly wind and was anxiously 
awaiting the first sign of dawn

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By 7 a m. the next day, as light ap¬ 
peared in the eastern sky. Hunter was 
surprised and, relieved, to find an 
absence of any wind movement. A 
dead calm had set jq. 

Hunter scouted the horizon for a 
bearing and aroused his seamen, who 
were in various stages of exhaustion, 
in particular, Wong, who was shiver¬ 
ing so violently he shook the boat. 
Wong had on only a thin shirt and 
pants and his barefeet were Continual 
l.v in cold water. 

Hunter took off his jacket and told 
Wong to put it on and to hurry the bail-, 
ing. to stimulate his circulation. Then 
he ordered four men to man the oars 
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Seven Lost, Seven Saved 




IN A TERRIFYING SOUTHEASTER on the night of Oct. 29. 1915, Leona, carrying a cargo of ore from Britannia Mine to the Tacoma 
smelter, foundered off the northern,entrance to Active Pass. Before daybreak the next morning seven ol her 14-man crew were dead and 
the other seven were groping for the entrance to the Eraser River in a 15-foot lifeboat, which was often in danger of swamping. 


and posted another in the bow Hunter 
stood upright, keeping a hand on the 
tiller. 

When Martin McKinnon, who later 
became a master in the CPR Princess 
fleet, took up his position in (he bow of 
the boat. Hunter told him to keep a 
sharp lookout for sandbars. This 
would aid Hunter in picking a channel 
through the approach to the Fraser, 
much like an Arctic mariner looking 
for leads through icefield. 

, * * * 

'Bend to your oars now," ordered 
Hunter and the boat was soon un¬ 
derweigh "I'm making a run for the 
Fraser. Too far to Galiano or Mayne 
to the west Looks like the wind's 
veering to the Nor 1 east and If we 
can t make shelter we ll be blown to 
the south.” 

Sixty years later it is difficult to 
picture the difficulties Hunter faced. 
Today, before a ship in Leona's condi¬ 
tion Capt. Cochrane could send out a 
Mayday signal and in no time, planes, 
hovercraft, helicopters and coast 
guard ships would zero in on him. But, 
Hunter didn't have even a primitive 
wireless set to summon aid. 

The four oarsmen, fired by the 
thought that they now had a chance to 
survive, summoned their reserve 
strength and the boat's speed picked 
up until it created a nice bow wave. 

★ ★ * 

McKinnon called back to say he 
could see bottom and Hunter advised 
the oarsmen to act cautiously and sl¬ 
owed their action. McKinnon began 
signalling with his arms as he picked 
out the channels through the shallow¬ 
ing water. Hunter wanted the boat to 
ground on an even keel and ordered 
all hands to remain motionless, until 


they felt in full control of themselves. 
He didn't want anyone to fall into the 
water in their exhausted state as it 
could prove fatal. 

"All right, one at a time. Over you 
go." Hunter ordered. 

There was no rush by the tottering 
men. but they did sit down once they 
felt the good earth, even if it was 
sand, under their feet. 

Hunter checked and found they had 
touched down on Westham Island, 
below Ladner. It wasn't long before 
their rescue was completed and 
islanders closed in to take immediate 
care of them. Hunter identified the 
survivors, in addition to himself. 
Boomer and Wong, and Bill Hunter, a 
winchman. no relation of James 
Hunter: Oscar Berg and James Kelly, 
firemen, and McKinnon, a deckhand. 

* ★ ★ 

When details-of the Leona's loss 
circulated many questions were asked 
as to why a tragedy of its proportions 
could have happened. 

Capt. W W McPherson, of Vic¬ 
toria, Dominion wreck commissioner 
for British Columbia, was ordered by 
Ottawa to hold an inquiry. The finding 
found no fault but made suggestions 
for ore carrying vessels and con¬ 
cluded with the following: 

"The court cannot express its ap¬ 
preciation in too glowing terms of 
the bravery, skill and devotion to duty 
of Mr. William Boomer, the chief 
engineer and Mr. James Hunter, the 
second mate of Leona, the first 
named for his action In risking his life 
when the ship was in a sinking condi¬ 
tion by going below to atop the 
engines, which action alone enabled 
those on deck to lower the boat into 


the water, and, the last named, not 
only for his skill and ability he showed 
. in handling the boat after the disaster, 
but for the persevering manner in 
which he kept the boat near the scene 
of the accident for some hours in the 
vain hope of saving more lives. " 

★ ★ ★ 

Another honor was paid Hunter 
and Boomer by the Mayne and 
Galiano Red Cross Societies, which 
had been impressed by their heroism. 

Printed addresses signed by Ethel 
RUshton, president, and Ada Bell- 
house, secretary, were presented to 
them. The eulogy said: At a pubhc 
meeting of the Mayne and Galiano 
Red Cross Society, a note expressing 
admiration for the gallant conduct of 
Chief Engineer Mr. William Boomer 
and Second Mate, Mr James Hunter, 
when S. S. Leona foundered was pas¬ 
sed and a copy ordered to be 
forwarded to them.” 

Then, the Canadian Government 
presented to each of them suitably 
engraved gold watches, bearing the 
inscription:' "Presented to (James 
Hunter and William Boomer I by the 
Canadian Government in recognition 
of a brave act, S. S. Leona, October 
30-, 1915, Gulf of Georgia. " 

★ ♦ ★ 

Hunter and Boomer were soon 
reunited as shipmates. The cement 
company had to reactivate the 
faithful and sturdy little steamer 
Marmion, even though Its carrying 
capacity was but 300 tons, which was 
the exact output of the Butchart plant 
when it started production In 1905. 
Marmion was purchased in the United 
Kingdom in 1910 and survived the 
long, arduous voyage to this port via 
the Strait of llagellan. Hunter took 


command of Marmion and Boomer 
was chief engineer They continued 
with the company until their 
partnership was ended in 19.10 when 
Boomer died. 

Capt. Hunter who gave me the 
details of this shipwreck, remained 
with the cement company until 1950, 
when he felt it was time to "swallow 
the anchor” and become a landlubber. 
He was born in the Shetland Islands 
and after serving with the fishing 
fleet came to Victoria in 1906 and 
joined the CPR as a quartermaster. 
He was master of several other ce¬ 
ment carriers, including the Shean, 
Gallic for Jean, the name of Mrs. 
Butchart. One of the latter day ships 
of the fleet was named James Hunter 
after the hero of Leona. 

★ * ★ 

A big change occurred after the 
end of the Second World War In 
methods of transportation and 
brought about disposal of all B.C. Ce¬ 
ment carriers. A change was first 
made from jute bags to heavy paper 
bags, which obviated shaking the 
jutes and returning them Hie paper 
bags were disposable Then bulk- 
carrying came on the scene and large 
barges were introduced to convey the 
cement from Bamberton to coastal 
ports. A barge could be pumped full of 
cement and towed to a destination, 
where it could be left for unloading 
and any empty barge could be picked 
up and brought back to Bamberton for 
reloading. The required towboats 
were not permitted to be Idle being 
almost In continuous service. 

This last move meant the end of 
the fleet of steamers and co-indded 
with the retirement of Capt. James 
Hunter, full of years.

W'hen he was old. living alone in a snug log 
cabin in Carcross Brooks wrote a brief 
autobiography Born in Edinburgh 1882 and 
migrated to Canada in 1899 Worked on a cattle 
ranch, south ot Maple ( leek in Uie Territory ot As 
suiboia. and went to the Pacific Coast and worked 
in logging camps and mines until 1904 when went 
north — to the mines of southeastern Alaska 
■ In the spring of 190S, with three other men. 
bought a small boat in Whitehorse. and dritted down 
the Yukon River to Dawson

^Whitehorse for Dawson. Fairbanks and other 
camps down the river. 

"One barge carried 40 dance hall girls, as welt 
as a number of gamblers and other sporting ele¬ 
ments. bearing a banner advertising the parts- as 
The Happy Halligans. " 

Brooks died, at 81. in Whitehorse in I9tw, wilt¬ 
ing all his works to Otto Nordling. who has now 
transferred them to the Archives of the Yukon 
Paul Higgins, a member of the noted pioneer 
Higgins family of Victoria, who now lives in Pied 
mont. Calif., sends me an article from The Oakland 
Montclarion about Dunsmutr House in Oakland 
once the home of Alexander Dunsmuir. younger son 
ot Robert Dunsmutr of Craigdarrocfa and brother of 
dames of Hatley Park, 
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The City ot Oakland now owns Dunsmuir House 
and it is being restored as is Victoria's Craigdar 
roch. 

To raise funds, the committee in charge of the

This was appropriate enough, since Robert 
dunsmuir came to Vancouver Island from his 
native Scotland, in 1851. with his wife and two small 
daughters.

Alexander and six of his sisters were born in

Going through my bag of tricks, as I call my 
trunk filled with old papers, I have become in- L 
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DOUBLE TURLE KNOT 

For um m tying your wet or dry fly to the tippet end of your 
leader. This knot is not as strong as the Improved Clinch Knot 
for this use. but if tied properly it allows the hackles of the 
dry fly to sit better on the water and the fly is therefore given 
a more life-like presentation. Here is the way we suggest you 
tie it. 



The Palomar Knot, an overhand type knot that cen be tied quickly 
and easily by even a fumble lingered fisherman has been found 
to give 100% line strength m the knot with Siren" fluorescent 
fishing line. 

The knot is recommended for aft aching line or deader to hook, 
swivel, weight, or small lure. 

It is tied in four easy steps as follows? 


1. Run the end of the leader through the eye of the hook toward 
ihe bend. Make a slip knot in the end of the leader bringing 
the end around twice (one turn would make a Single Turle Knot) 
and pull the knot up tightly. 

2. Open the loop large enough to permit the fly to pass through, 
and. piace the loop around the neck of the fly. 

3. With the loop tight against the neck of the fly. pud on the 
leader until the knot is tight against the neck of the fly. 

AH that remains to be done is to draw the slack of the "Stren” 
through the eye and pull it tight. 





1. Pass the end of your line or leader through the eye of the 
hook, for example, and return the end through the eye. ieavmg 
a 3- or 4-mch loop. 

2. With the thumb and finger of one hand, hold the line and 
hook at the eye. Grasp the loop with the other hand, bringing 
the loop up and under the double line, and tie an over hand 
knot. Do not tighten knot at the point. 

3. Holding the overhand knot with thumb and finger of one hand, 
grasp loop with other hand and pull loop over hook. 

4. Pull on line to draw knot to top of eye. then pull either 
running line or short end to tighten the knot. Cut off the short 
line about one-eighth inch from the knot and you are ready 
beit your hook and start fishing. 


Evening red and morning grey, help the sailor 
on his way; evening grey and morning red. bring 
down rain upon his head. 

There are several variations to this bit of dog¬ 
gerel. all of which tell us that by observing the color 
of the sunrise and sunset, it is possible to predict 
the weather during the next 24 hours. How much 
truth is there to these and similar maxims we often 
hear and sometimes rely upon? 

Research by the outdoor recreation department 
at Mercury outboards shows that a surprising 
number of them are based upon scientific fact. The 
one quoted above, for example, can be defended by 
realizing that moisture in the atmosphere causes 
variations in the color of the sky at sunrise and 
sunset. 

If the sun rises shining red through a clear at¬ 
mosphere, that indicates there is no moisture in the 
east. Lack of atmospheric moisture in one area will 
cause moisture to be drawn from elsewhere. A 
grey-colored sunset tells us that there is moisture 
— usually In the form of rain — coming from the 
west to occupy the low moisture area to the east* 
rhances are good you'll be rained on before the day 
is over. 

Another interesting method of forecasting the 
weather — watching a spider to see if he builds a 
web — is not as easily proven. 

Most spiders build their webs in the evening in 
order to catch night-flying insects. The tale goes 
that if you tear a spider s web in the evening and he 
rebuilds it, chances are good that it won't rain 
before morning. The spider knows that rain will 
destroy his web, so he waits until the storm is over 
before repairing the damage of building a new web. 

Indicators of fair weather in the near future are: 
a misty, foggy sunrise; smoke rising straight up; 
high, stationary clouds; heavy dew on the grass, 
and a red sunset. Stormy weather is predicted by a 
red sunrise, muggy atmosphere, dark clouds on the 
western horizon, no morning dew. and a dull sunset.

government to enable me to find the remaining por¬ 
tion of the much desired route, if it existed, for a 
railway through the mountains of B.C.” He 
resigned from government service and ran for the 
legislative council After a hot and expensive cam¬ 
paign, he carried Cariboo West by a large majority, 
when newly-appointed Governor Frederick 
Seymour made him minister of lands and works 

As such. Moberly drew up the Land Act and. 
with Pel IT O'Reilly, drafted the Mining Act. He 
(hen persuaded Governor Seymour to finance ex¬ 
ploratory surveys of the country east of Kamloops. 
As soon as the council adjourned, he resigned his 
seal and accepted Seymour s appointment as Assis¬ 
tant Surveyor General of the Crown Colony of B.C., 
and set out to "undertake the explorations I had so 
much desired." 

Handing over the reins to his department to 
Joseph Trutch, he returned to his first love. It was 
during this survey that he finally found the key for 


which he had been seeking for so long — Eagle Pass 
— the doorway through the Gold Range "which 
hitherto had been considered to be an unbroken 
chain of mountains presenting an impassable bar¬ 
rier for a railway: at the same time I also reported 
the discovery of the valley of the Hlecillewaet 
River, penetrating far into the Selkirk Range of 
mountains, and that It would probably afford a 
direct passage through that range in the desired 
direction. 

“As soon as I had discovered Ihe Eagle Pass I 
then knew that an imperial highway — the true 
Northwest Passage — of the gredBst value to the 
British Empire and especially to the Dominion of 
Canada and to British Columbia was a certainty: 
and that my discovery, made in the year 1865. would 
result in paving the way for Britain's sway in 
British North America, and across the North and 
South Pacific Oceans, and thus consolidate the Em¬ 
pire, and that its western terminus would be at Van¬ 
couver. and I felt gratified that the years of toil, of 
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Here and There 


hardship, of privation and expense I had gone 
through and incurred, would be of great and lasting 
benefit to my native and adopted countries — 
England and Canada. " 

The rest — the exploration east from 
Revelstoke, through the Selkirk Range via the val¬ 
ley of the Illecillewaet River and the valley of the 
Columbia, around and through the Big Bend to con¬ 
nect Eagle Pass with the passes discovered by 
other explorers, “only required detailed surveys to 
decide upon the best rout to adopt." he concluded. 

Unfortunately, since his passing in 1915 at the 
age of 83, Walter Moberly has been allowed to drift 
into obscurity, little recognition being paid this 
great explorer (the Peace River country's Moberly 
Lake being named after brother Harry i who gave 
much of his life and his personal wealth for his 
country — one country unified by an "imperial 
highway" through the mountains and canyons of 
British Columbia.

pane soon had a service of river steamers and 
barges running down the river from Whitehorse to 
Dawson 

The problem still remained of getting the cargo 
Irom the river front up to the mines It was obvious 
that another railway was needed and was soon put 
in hand It wasn’t a very long railway — about 32 
miles Starting from the river front at Dawson it 
went via Grand Forks to the Dome. The water tank 
was built at Mosquito Creek Over the 32 miles of 
track the total grade was 2455 feet. 

By 1906 the line, known as the Klondike Mines 
Railway, was in service. It was short lived, 
however, for by 1916 the creeks were about ex¬ 
hausted and the line was out of business. Dawson 
itself became almost a ghost town. 

Today nothing remains except lour rusting 
locomotive* at the Dawson City Museum, one 


of which Is a Hay little switcher known as 
Number 4. 

01 the four locomotives used by the railway 
No I has quite an interesting history. It was huilt in 
April. 1881 by the Brooks Locomotive Works nt 
Dunkirk. New York, for the three-foot gauge 
Kansas Central Railway under Contract No. 552 It 
served them for some years as their No 7 before 
being sold to the White Pass and Yukon Railway 
then under construction, to become their No 3 loco, 
although its number was later changed to No 63 
There is a photograph in the Dawson City Museum 
which shows it at Skagway with a horde of people 
climbing over it 

The last move was in 1902. when it was again 
sold It was loaded on a scow and shipped down the 
Yukon to be'ome the Klondike Mines Railway 
locomotive T. j. 1 for the last 10 years of its life
